THE Uierty of the freft is the birth-right of a 
Briton, and is juflly efteemed the firmeft bul- 
wark of the liberties of this country.

The wifdom of thismeafure hath been decriedby ftaU 
low politidans, becaufe two gr^at rebellions from Scot" 
hmdhavc within a few years difturbedthe tranquillity of 
thisifbindy and ihbok the throne of two of the mildeft and 
bcft fovereigns who ever governed a happy people. No- 
thing can be more Weak or frivolous thsm this objedion« 
hit us only condder what has before happened there ;.

upon them : thefe were the words of the receipt. Soon 
after thej iigned an addrefs to the Queen, which was 
carried to London by Allan Cameron^ brother to Locbiei^ 
and orefented to her Majeil/, Allan being introduced by 
the Lord Treafurer Oxford^ who was then at the head of^ 
the Tory fadtion. In the addrefs are thefe Words : 
** Happy ! if. after your Majefty's late deo^ife* to put a 
** period to our inteftine diviiions,. the hereditary right 
<< and parliamentary fandtion could poflibly meet in the 
** perfon of a lineal fucctffor" At the acceifion of the 
prefent illuilrious family, the fame Highland chiefs wrote 
a letter to the Earl or Ma'R, intreating bim to affure tbt 
go'vernment in their names ^ and ia that of the rsfi of tbe 
^lansy of their loyalty to his f acred ma jejiy Kh^ George s 
and that as thej *were always teady to foUoxv bis direc^ 
tions in ferving ^een Anne,/« they 'will nonvhe equally 
for*jivard to .com ur ivith bis Idrajbi'p in faithfully fer^ving 
King Gb-okck, The Earl of Mar too had wrote the 
warmeft letjer of loyalty to his Majefty's great grand- 
father, and had taken the oaths of aliej^iance and abju- 
ration i yet in a few months, even before there could be 
the pretence of a (ingle grievance, all thefe infamous 
wretches went into open rebellion. Had the 360/. a 
year bounty money, been continued to them, and had 
the Earl of Mar remained fecretary of ftate for Sotland, 
as be was at the death of Queen Anns, fome millions^ 
which it coil to extioguifh that rebellion, had probably 
been faved to this country. I therefore moft (incerely 
hope, that as we have now a Scottifb nobleman at" the 
head of the treafury, hislofdlhip will<:onfider it as the 
truefl: osconomy to give fome proper penfions to his coun- 
trymen the Highland chiefs, which may fave England the 
fevere and expenfive operation of quelling another infur- 
redllon, and bleeding again a country, which I lament^, 
is fo much exhaufted by former rebellioni*and the prefeat 
general defertion of her/ons and daughters. If this is 
done, I make no doubt but they will as implicitly follow 
the Earl of Bute as they did theEar^of Mar. I never 
ftall Be brought to believe that rebellion h natural to any 
part oiScotlandp as the plague is faid .to be to Egypt ;

but c^rtainiy la ibme parts tliia wicked fptrit has beea 
kept up with much art ; dnd the late raoft unnatural re- 
Wliion was^carefuUy nuifed by Scotfnien, (ill it became th^ 
mod accurfed iiend we erer ftiw, which all the united 
plagoes of Eg7pt could never equal. I xannot but 
%, thje peculiar bafenefs and perfidy of my country- 
men at that time ftruck me: for while the Englt/b were 
To gaUaotlj fighting for the liberties of Europe, and in- 
de^ of mankind, they were called back to deal out bal* 
tersand gibbets to their fellow fubjeds oiScotlanJ^ who^ 
were forgjng chains for both nations ; and, worfe than 
the jnfauious Capadbciaod of old, not only refu&d the 
hiferty they might enjoy themfeWea, but endeavoured to* 
entaiL their vaifalage ai^ flavery on the w^le ifland. 

To quit fo difagreeabie a fubje£t : while I am takings 
tht liberty of pointing out to the noble Lord now at the 
head of the'Treafury^the proper method of bellowing ft' 
part of the pubii^jtreafure, I by no means intend to limit 
hxi bounties tqiny own countrymen* His lordlhip baa 
been overfl^owing in gpodnefs to feveral of the £nffliih>. 
and befides the Scau 1 have already named,^! would beg. 
to reconu;nend the patriots at xht- Co^oo^ree^ if there aro 
any left^ who are ftill unprovided for by him. The jujft 
and CQnftitutional claim they have on this royal family la; 
ancontioveitible. lam glad it is at length admitted, and 
their merit rewarded. Moft of their eftates have iiiffered 
by dieit zeal \n the caufe of liberty. Ttenr fupport of 
government has been fleady and uniform ; and as they at 
firft exerted themfelves in the expulfion of Tarquin^ thejP 
have never repented it, nor have they ever been caught 
in any plots for his refloratipn. I really think this wiiL 
make a more natural union with the countrymen of the 
new Minifter than any other he can find here,, and the 
illuftrious houfe of Hanover wiij derive the trueft 
ftrength. from theie o/Hzod Jirm friends; 

I hope to be forgiven^ if J add one hint to his lordftfp,, 
who is new in money bufinefs.- Whatever is of the 
greateft convenience or ufe ought to be fir^ attended to# 
1 think therefore the firft money liTued by his lordihfp-

give the preference in that partieuUr. How- faithful is 
this maftef lyp^n of Mr. tValpolei How unlike the ddiouir, 
ikarp, and ftrong incifion pen of S^wift ! He has cafled 
us only a p^r fierce nprthern people, and has aflerted, 
tikit the pfnfiotH and empltyments pojfeftd by the 'natin>es 
^'^c9tMnd in England amounted to more iban the ^oU 
b^dy of their nobiirty e^er [pent at brnte ; andtbai all the 
money they raifed upon tbe Public 'was bardiy fuj^cient /a 
defray tbeir citftl'^nd miHtary 'ijis.

I am upbraided with having 
i!i\d%xhsitS^oHayidisexhfiufied hy former rebellhns^ and 
tlA^P^efent general defer tion oj ber funs and ^daughters: the 
aflfrtion is, aks'floo; true j and the Fatt too glaring to be 
denied. Lite the Je>^8 we are fprcad over the face of every 
country, (except cwr oivn) and of this in particular. I it<r 
petitexceedhigly, and the more, as I am afraid the evil 
IT without a remedy ; for I have never heard of any one 
of my countrymen being attacked with the patrialgia^ 
the maladie da Suife, ( the home-acby it has been happily 
called) and in confequence languifhing till he returned to 
Scotland, This is an old reproach on us ; perhaps as aa- 
tient as our. kingdom itfeif. The Engliih have never 
ccafrd to upbraid ijs with ir. The great poet Dryden (f<> 
confefledly fuperior to all the Moderns, except Mr.

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Hdront m the key, is Scotia mf. Whence. can this pecu^ 
Imity arife ? Does not the mtia/e ff/um inipire- the. faiiie 
pieafing fentimeats, tho not loogings, to U3, as, to ibe 
reft of mankind I Alk other nationa fpealc of thb (enGi- 
tion in the higheft ftrajBi of rapture. I believe thetiMe 
and fair reafon it. this : though our civil and military lifts 
are filled by ourfelves, and we havefo carefully excluded 
almoftevery £ngliihman and othor foreigners, yet, as they 
are by no means adequate j:o all our neceincies, a very 
coniiderable number of my <:ountrym^n are atways fent 
out (like the Goths and Vandals of old) to fill the civil 
and Inilitary pofts in other nations. How fuccefsful we 
have been in the puriuit* not only in this kingdom^ b«t 
In France too, our eternal a^ly, is viable to all, the 
world. I have an fdea of publifhing the names of my 
countrymen, who with fo much honour have filled (b> 
many confiderable pofts at Paris, Rome, Avignon, Sc 
Germains, &c. As to thofe here, a publication of that 
kind would be unneceftary, as it would be tranfcribing 
a^moft the whole red bookj or the Court and Ci/j Rfgif?; 
tity which is already in every body's hands. 

U the obfervation be true, that the richesr of ever jr 
country confift in the number of its inhabitants, (not th^ 
proud and idle, but the induftrious inhabitants) how- 
poor, i^las ! are we even in this refpedk ? An expedient 
however might perhaps be found, which would bid fair 
to re-people my dear country. The experiment might 
indeed go rather too far, but it was the advice given to* 
a former king, who fuftered greatly for neglecting it, b)^ 
a fingular diiuiterefted Scotchman and C&urcSman, Arch?- 
biibop Spotswood. When his Grace went to take leave 
of KingCHARXBs.the Firft, who was felting out for

• I have fome little bufioefs this week to fettle with 
the Briton. I defired bim to name any inftaoce of 
vigour oxfuccefs] wbich bad attended the prefent admt* 
iiiuiation ; and be tells me of tbe important conqueft of 
Martinique, Granada, and tbe neutral iilands in the 
Weft Indies. He might have mentioned Louifbourg, or 
Pondicherry, witbas mucb propriety ; and tbe prefent 
adminiftration are furely ratber too knowing (tboueh 
tUs writer is ignorant) to lay any ferioud claim to tbe 
oierit of eitber. Could tbe Briton read men, and bad 
iefeen bispatVon, when the news of tbe reduction of 
Martinique firft arrived, be- muft bave marked, in tbe 
moft dejeded and diftreiTed countenance I ever beheld, 
very clear proofs how unwelcome tbat event then waa. 
I remember it was a general obfervation, tbat the 
common congratulations on fo great and national an 
occa&on were received witb coldnefs. It was not dif- 
ficult to find tbe reafon. Tbe late minifler clofed all 
his gk>ries witb this great and important fuccefs. He 
had tbe bappinefs of covering witb laurels a beloved 
prince, whom, I fufpefk, many falfe friends would ra- 
ther fee covered witb a crown of tborns and tbiftUs, 
Notwitbftandipg all tbe calumnies of the Briton, tbia 
gentleman's honour is ftill unfullied, and bis glory un^ 
clouded.

Iti 
the mean time, let eveiy true lover of his countrj ceafe * 
to adopt that unmanly defpair, which has been fb in- 
duihioufly inculcated in order to juftify the pmcitring. 
an accommodation •» tf/yr /eriwj. That^/^^x/r counter- 
aidts the purpofe, and ferves only, by encouraging the^ 
enemy, tq place the bleflings of peace ara ftill greater 
diftance. 

The Briton in his Brft paper broached a ihameAil 
calumny againft hisfovereign,ofa (imilitude to 7iherius^ 
In that of Tatt Saturday,he attacks the memory of our 
late moft: excellent prince with equal virulence. He calks 
of his prejudices and predileSiinsj and calls him a ^weak 
fvvereign. Is this the return which' a Briton makes for' 
an unclouded aera of above thirty years of the trueft' 
Ifberty this natiqn ever enjoyed ? Are the facred alhes of 
a king, who made the laws of this country the only rule' 
of his government, and founded his own happinefs ia* 
that of his people, thus to be trampled upon ? Surely 
this is the height of bafenefsand ingratitude j but it is 
the defpicable, though fafhionable cant ofa party, wha 
are daily making their court to an ilfiberd patron by the 
moft indecent outrages offered to their late fovereign 
and beaefkdor : a liberty, not to fay Hcentioufnefs, very 
unfit to recommend thofe who zxfi guilty of it to the fa- 
vour of a prince, one of whofe amiable qualities is a 
filial regard to the memory or his predcceflor.

To 
this national fph'it we have been indebted for many 
material beneBls in former reigns, and to the fame^ 
spirit we. in fome meafure owe onr prefent greatnefav 
and that vifible fuperiority which, we have happily 
gained over divided, weak, di(pirited nobles. 

The Earl of Bute (with triurnph be it (polcen), ia- 
now at the head of affairs,* and .there is nothmg which 
we may not, which we ought not to hope for from the 
€ivour and patronage of our worthy Countryman. The 
Union indeed placed the preferments in England within 
our view, but the partiality of their ftatefmen, and.tbelc 
utter detcllation of Jacohiiifia^ Q,ciimt regularly charged

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00 115, prevented our obtaining them in fuch prpporlf- 
ons as our confequence to the ftate» and our known 
hjtltj gave us reafon to expert. Thefe obftades arc

It is on this occafion become fk&ionabie to afk what

The only means I can think of to bring this to 
bear would be (if that is not flattering ourfel ves too much) 
the reiidence of our moft gracious Sovereign amongft us» 
if not intirely, at Icaft by way of refirefliment,^ for the 
winter months. I know but one pbjedion to this, which 
isy that the laft king but one» who committed himfelf to 
ourcare, we fold» though our countryman, into the hands 
of his rebel fubjeQs : but in the prefent humour of the 
times this objeaion might not occur, or might be ob- 
viated, for the fame coniideration of intereft which 
then vmA» us falfe, would now make us true. 

If you think this feafible, and likely to take jplace foon, 
I will ftay here contented in expe^tion of fo delirablc 
an event I if not, I defire you will procure me a fum 
ittfficient to bring myfelf and family to town, in fuch a 
way as ma? not difcredit our caufe. I (hall depend on 
you likewife to prepare fuchaccoomiodations as maj be 
proper^ and fome little fnug place for the prefent, till a 
better can be had. As to titles, that is a matter which 
requires (bme confideration, they being df Ute jrears 
grown io cheap, that I do not know whether it will be 
for my credit to accept of any.

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<he MoNiTORSof the 22d of MsLy and the 12th of 
June, aad ftilly ilkiftrated in the kings of France and 
Poland, who ha?e lately fallen vidims .to a confidence 
iDiTplaced<in an enterprifing mrniiler by the latter, and in 
an inlrigutfig miftrefsby the former The intent of thofe 
papers was undoabtedly patriotic, and like a mirror^ 
they may ferve to exhibit to future princes theunGiappy 
effeds of placing impircit truft in any ont favouritey in 
conteokpt of the falutary advice of fuch faithful fubjeds^ 
itt have in the days of difficulty proved themfelvet. 
friends to their country, and fteadily attached to their 
Royal Family. 

Inftances of this kind may produce very proper effeftt 
in the minds of thofe who are not fo felf-fufficient as to 
4>eHeve, that in iimilar Rtuations their abilities would 
enable them to convert thofe very incidents, which have 
been the ruin of .others into folid foubdations, on 
which theyxouid ered a fuperftru^hire of htppinefs for 
tkemfeivea. 

Examf^s however of fuccefsful virtue prove generally, 
ftronger incentives of glorious adions. It may therefore 
perhaps be more expedient, inftead of paiatbg the mi- 
Dories which a country muft be involved in, if governed 
by an infolent/2<i;oi/rr/€, to ihew the peculiar felicity of 
a prince and people refcued from the tyrannous flavery of 
9, court minion^ exemplified in the deliverance of this 
xrountry by the noble and manly condud of Ed ward the 
Third. The reign of his Father and predeceiibr, Ed- 
ward the Second, is difkinguiflied in hiftory as the 
Eeign oi/n^uouritis : to his unbounded affedion for them, 
may be ascribed the various misfortunes that afflided 
this country at that time $ and by thofe attachments, the 
affedions of the old Nobility were fo alienated from 
bim,. that he bfoime involved in difputes which termi- 
nated with the lofs of hjs crown and life. 
. «iThe depofing of this prince was not produftive of all 
that happinefs, which the nation was taught to expe^ 
froin it. The people, it is true, faw themfelvet delivered 
from the troubles which had diilurbed the late reign ; 
but they were not freed from the fears of falling into » 
moredreadfulittuation. They knew what the govern* 
4^t6s^oi% weak and imprudent king could do, but they 
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were unex(ierieaccd«8 to tlie efFe£b of a lamork/ uodet 
the dire^OB of a Mdiher^ actuated by firbog {laffioiia, 
and iDfluenced b^ an tnfoient onaifter.-^By tbc Jaws of 
the realm it was neoeflarj that a Regency, ooafifiing a£ 
twelve of the Nobility, ihould be appointed for the g^ 
vemnient of the.ftate ; bat though the form of this w«a 
eomptied with, and the Eat I a/ Lancaft^r^ a near lela* 
tiou to the kiitg, was nominated brendeat) yet Mortimer 
afterward! Eari^yf Mafch, wu throagh the afoeadaJncy 
he bad obtaiaed orer scbe Qneea Motttr^ tn h£t 4be folft 
iUgent. At Ids ^jpleafure the .mat officers «fftate we»e 
appointed or removed ; he aSumed theauthoctty of tite 
kliig, sind foleiy pd&Aed ihis ear : ithe king's oades* 
the (prefolent of thefiageacy, atadihe whole of thencibi* 
fity, we#e nbt fuffered to appraacfa their fi>Tiere^ini.

When we furvey Mortimer, thus eftabliflied in the 
plenitude of power, filling all the offices of flate with his 
cteaturef,banifhingthefriendsand relations of the young 
Wngfirom court, and fuffering none to approach him, but 
AicE as were continually employed in trumpeting the 
paife of Mortimer and the uprightnefs of his adminiflrit- 
tion, it would have been impoffiblefor us to account for 
the fudden revolution that followed, had not the hiflo- 
Tians left us a clue to lead us through this labyrinth ; for 
tfcej fcruple not to affirm, that as Mortimer wm indebted 
for the enormity of his power to a criminal correfpon- 
^nce with the ^een Mother, fo to honeft infinuations 
^f this given to the king muft be afcribed his amating 
^Jownfal. And although Barnes feems to difcredit the re- 
port, by faying, ** Surely whoever confiders the inequa^ 
" lity of the ^een*s age with that of M§rtimer\ fhe be- 
" ing little more than thirty, and he at lead more than 
** fifty, will rather believe that by hi? fubtleand crafty 
* infinuations he made himfelf neceffary to the Queen's 
" councils, than that his perfbn could ever render him 
" acceptable to her bed ; fhe herfelf being accounted 
'* one of themoft delicate ladies of that age ; whereas

Leaving this U,^ however unafcertained 1^ the hifto* 
riatis. It is clear that at length fooie infinnattona w^e 
thrown out before the king Concerning the imaieniity of 
i/hrtiintY'^ poWer and mal-adnniniftration : thefe engaged 
Ed w A ao toexafnioe into afHiirs, and he was oiade toob* 
ferve that the Earl of March afl^ed toout^inelils f»ve* 
reign by a magnificence ^00 Q>^endid for any fubje^ ; that 
he dilpoied of all the great oikes of the kingdom to his 
creatures ; that he was ahfolutemafter of the fate of the 
Et^HJb^ advancing or difplaciHg them in proportion as 
they were calculated to terve the bafe purposes of hit 
ownintereil, without regard to that of hb country » 
that the fbameful peace concluded with the Scots was 
of his making ; that by his private drders Edward the 
Second Was murdered i that by his iecret pra<6tice« the 
l^rl of Kent, the king*a uncle, loft his life ; that it ap- 
peared, very probable the Queen and her Minifter had 
formed the defign of (ecuring in their hands the royal 
authority, iy keeping him ^Tways a. minor ^ and la-ftly, 
that his influence over the Queen arole from a corie- 
fpondence with her dt&onourable to his Maje%, as it 
was affirined Ae had lately been impregnated by him.— • 
This is Barnes's account, p. 47.

with fome tdt of booiity and ftvoar to my covntryinen, 
either openly here, or fecretly in the £ngli(h cok>Dies» 
tod in the late numerovt conquefts. I thiok indeedy 
that the more glaring marks of honour, profit, or con* 
fidence, (hould, in good polipy, be at prefeat withheld 
from U8| or yery fparingly glf en, for they are too invi- 
dious; but it is furely right to proceed in dealing out to 
us, and to us alone, all thofe eflential benefits and good 
things^ which are fo various in all parts» and are held 
alipoft unknown, and confequently unenvied. 

I find that it is abfolutely neceilary more fully to ex- 
plain myfelf, becaufe many of my friends are exceedi^ly 
alarmed from the feariof our Handing alone inthe preient 
political fray, and are continually lamenting, that almoft 
all thofe who were efteemed good, great, or amiable-A* 
mong the EngUJb^ have either refufed to ^rve under oar 
C6f0 or have given open proofs of their diflatisfadion 
witn a Scottijb adminiftration, and of their refolution 
foon to leave us North Britons to ourfelves. Thegreat 
danger ij^any apprehend from this does not ft tike me, I 
rather think fucb an .event would be advantageous to ui. 
We ihould then attain the completion of all our views, 
the inijre poiieflioo of the revenues of this wholeicoun* 
try, and ihould be laved the trouble of making a general 
fweep of our rivals, the EngliOi, which our friends 
ftrenuouily advife us to do. This advice is far from he* 
ing new, or unprecedented. The Tories at the latter 
end of Queen Anne^s reign were believed to have failed 
from this veryx>miffion, the not removing all of the 
Wbi^ leaven from theeoYployments they pofTeiTed. Oar 
fervices would «ven then be inadequately regarded, if 
it is confidered how long we have been kept under by 
Englijb and Whiggifb a&iioiftrations, which have ever 
declared they never could truft us. 

We have befides a fuperior claim of merit to the En- 
;gli(h. Our countryman the Britov has enumerated the 
many conquefts the Scots have made, and the many vic- 
tories they have, gained^ at Cape Breton^ TiconJeroga, 
Fort Duj^efne^ and ^ebect inGuadabipet and Mar- 
tiniquey before tbenvalls of Pwdicberryy and in >tbe plains 
of iVefipbalia^ £«fc. fefr . with l|ttle afliftance from the 
£ngli&. 1 believe he has omitted but two of our late 

glories t 
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glories; the vidories of Prefton Pans and Falkiri, gain- 
ed, I own, wfthoat the leaft alSftance from the Englijb ; 
v1k>, undoubtedly from a principle of envy, cannot bear 
tht mention of eitficr, but are k>t ever rejoicing over 
Cullodeitf as a victory of truer national importance than 
tytn Hock fie t. How many infolent fongs of triumph 
have they made for thatfiogle victory of Cu^Menf With 
what noble drains of rapture has that whole nation ce* 
Jebrated their fecond great deliverer, as they call him, 
tht Duke of Cumberland! Bur fu rely fli/r bards have at 
lead equalled theirs, though in a different drain. How 
pathetic have been our lamentations! How has •firadmir- 
ed elegy of Mourn, bapjefs Caledonia ! mourn y echoed froin 
hill to hill ! With what tearful eyes is it dill fung by e- 
▼ery true«9rd/ / In what moviiig drains did our bards ce<- 
lebrate their dear country's fons lying flaughtered on the 
-gr^ndy On that fatal day ! fatal I mean to fuch numbers 
of my fiends and countrymen. 

. Befides t hid general claim of merits we defire to put in 
laother, thtf dronged poffible, afriling from the merit of 
our great patron. What amazing proofs has he given the 
world of the mod confummaTe abilities, and tne trued 
wifdom ! I do not mean that finider and crooked wifdom, 
tailed Ttrir^f Iff , which alone, our enemies fay, we poffefs 
10 any itreat degree ; but I f peak of that great and com- 
prehenfive knowledge, which takes in the general plan of 
the whole, and yet is able to adapt ItAHf to all the parts.

§mn€s omnmm cmritates fatria noftra una tomphxa eft. 
This is not in it^lf a wonderful acquiiition ; but I con- 
fer itae thefirft-fruitsof our labours among tbegreal 
^milies of tkeEnglifli nobilfly i and I hope foon to fee 
»mong them many other giocious eieAs (both in public 
and private) of our fixed maxim, ^it/iWlr ^ impera. Thii 
tentteman has already fpurned at all obligations, and has 
broke through whatever would have engaged everf 
other man, for he has faciificed every foeial and friendly 
tie to cement the union with us. His intenfe zeal (a 
iymptom frequent among apoftacesand renegadoes) baa 
been demonftrated on many late eccafions ; and in a 
great aiibnsbly, if be has failed to pervade, he has 
never failed to weary out the adverfaiy, and to fiftk him 
into a deadly latitude, perhaps a lethargy. How mod 
fervently b»ve all parties concurred in wishing him in a 
certain chair ?

to the enemy ; he was of fuch unpardonable attention 
to buiinefs, that the mofl minute occurrences in his de- 
partment pafled not without examination ; he was fuch 
a bigot to the interefts of the public, that no private 
connexions whatever could induce him to profer an^n- 
deferving perfbn ; he was of fuch unbounded ambition, 
that he raifed the honour of the Englifli name to a much 
greater height than any of his predeceffors ; he was fo 
extravagantly oppofite to the meafures ufually adopted 
on fuch occaGons, that he was fooliihly refblved not to 
give up in treaty what we had gained in war j he was

7 bis end is fully, at 
leaft in a gredt meafure^ accompUJbed hy tbe entire con- 
fufl of Canada^ Acadia^ and Cape Breton. Who madt 
tfaefe conquefts ? Haa the 'war then been carried on ir^fo 
injudicious a manner ^ when tbe end is fo fully or at leaft 
in a great meafure ac<omplifbed f Again, he fays, ^bit 
is tbe more dangerous i as it is unlimited: one conqueft njoill 
fuggefi anotber j -and nve Jball dance after this ignis fa-' 
ttms of glory, until ^ve are ^weakened, e^baujied, and un* 
ahk to proceed.

THC I cannot but commend the zeal and approve 
the fentimentt of my correfpondent, yet I muft 
tbink his vehemence gets the better of his judgment, 
and hurries him On at fuch a rate, as would retard, if 
not overthrow, the defign he is io forward to promote. 
Every true Scot is undoubtedly of his opinion ; he muft 
fee the very great importance of this point, and in juftice 
both to himlelf and country muft burn for the accom- 
plifliment of it ; but difcretion fteps in, and teaches us to 
coniider this event as placed at a greatdiftance,furround-. 
ed with difficulties, and to be broucht to pafs by flow 
degrees. Our great patron himlelf, wbofe tbougbts ar4 
always at nuorkfor our good, hath, I will not doubt, had 
this important objtCt often in his view, tho' prudencet 
and not inattention, as my correfpondent imagines, 
hath as yet retrained him from taking any open fteps 
towards the obtaining iti Much greater caution is re- 
iquifite to bring about changes in a church than in a Hare. 
The ecc^fwftics are an artful, fubtle, and powerful 
body in all countries : their eyes, however dim ro other 
things, are remarkably quick to every thing which con* 
cems their own interefts : they are generally proud, 
revengeful, and implacable ; and yet moft of them- 
have the art to. throw a veil over their evil qualities, 
and eftablifli an jntereft in the opinions of the people. 
Hiftery will fupply us with numberlefs inftances 
of their capacity for mifchief, and their fuccels in it. 
Moft of the revolutions in Europe have been chiefly 
owing to the intrigues of churchmen'; and from 
. the unaccountable accounts of a late ttoaccountuble 
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rcToJuiion ♦in the N9rtbt we may at leaft gather 
thus much, that it is fafer to take off the head of a 
laTinao, than to wag a finder againft the heard of a 
pneft. Great caution theretore is requiiite on ouf (ide» 
indl hope 1117 coontrymen will always obferve it, and 
Jierer let this grand point be out of our thoughts, but 
k diforetion mark the fereral fteps by which we make 
onr way towards it. 

It has been aiTerted, that as religion in England is at 
£> low an ebb/ and the difference between the Englijb 
and Scottiflf church confifts only in mere form» this'ai- 
tecatioo might be effeded with much eafe. Thofe who 
maintain this will do well to confider» that where religion 
prevails in its true and genuine (pirit, forms are looked 
on with an eye of indifference 1 but in a nation where 
the traefpirit of religion is loft, and nothing but forms 
remain, there they are conGdered with |he greateft re- 
fped, and affume an effentiality which ta rhemfislves 
tney have riot, fiefider, will they tell us that the dignities 
tod lucrative pre^rments of the church are mere forms? 
Thefe furely are not fubftantial phantoms; thefe cer- 
tainly have an effence. Nor can we fuppofe that what 
hath l)ecn obtained at the ezpience of every free and 
nanfy fentiment, (hall afterwards be ^iven up by the 
profeflbrs tkmely, and without oppoiicion. Talkagainft 
Telighny decry morality ^ openfy attack Scripture^ corrupt 
the f radices unjettle the faith of mankindy naturalize 
ypwi, confound marriages — ftill every thing is well, 
ail is fafe and quiet — -But if you would deftroy or leffcn 
the rights of churchmen y if y6u would controvert their 
(liiims, fupplant them in their preferments, and make 
encroachments on theii power, then muft you- eipe£t a 
general cry, the whole fpiritual body will be up in arms, 
the thunders of the church will be levelled againftyou, 
and the populace mud be taught that religion is ftruck 
at, and the church in danger. Safer indeed will our 
nation afways find it to attack a Saviour th^ji zfurplice^ 
to rafe out they^^r evangelijlsy than to (hew an inclina- 
tion for plutking one fpiritual ear ofEnglifit corn, 

Notwithftandihg thefe obdacles which we may expe€^ 
to meet with from the £ngli(h clergy, I wbuld not have 

^ The dethrooimg of the late Czary PettrUh 
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the defign relinquiflied. Let difficulties do thieir proper ' 
vprk— add a fpur to our refolutioa and diligence, and 
coafirm our prudence ; for by that, and that onljjr, caa 
we hope to fucceed. Moderation is our prefeat buiinels, 
the bed ahfwer to the obje£tions*of our enen^ies, and &c 
only way of gettins them into our power, and of making 
thero fe^l the wei|^t of our reiel^tment/ when it is our 
intereft to (hew it. In order to pave our way to this 
deQrable event; add to lelfen the clamour, when' it Aall 
happen, 1 would recommend it to my countrymen, who 
have the Pr$Jhyterian intereft at heart, to enterjmnie-

' is : S'wift is V^e father of all political bumonr ; the Au- 
di tor and I follow non ^quis paffihus. I* thank him how- 
ever for giving me the true key to the knowledge of the 
author of that paper, by his doating on the child, and hit 
ftill remembrins, what every body elfe had forgot, an old 
paper ofnenvsfor one hundred years hence \ a paper, I own, 
of a little eafy humour ; but he is proud of it becaufe it 
IS in the higheft manner of fuch a Flemijb painter, finiflied 
€9namoreA am forry that (prightly runnmg is over, and 
that he is now drawn down to the'fouleft dregs of poli- 
ticd controverfy. In the fame page he talks oi plagiarifm^ 
and borrows almoft every line from Pope and Swft, I 
am not hurt by this.

iacred to George and Liberty. 

I moft heartily beg lord Li t ch pi b ld's pardon, I have 
been fo ufed to find him at the head of the conntry par- 
ty, and the Oxfordfliire Old Intereft, that I did not ex- 
pe€t under a ptioce of the houfe of Brunfimct to have 
feen him at the bead of tbe penjioners, I ought to have 
•paid my 6r(l compliments to his lordihip. He is at the 
head of the penfionersy and at Jength bafks in the funflime

FIRST, for the country, I mud confefs, it is too 
good for thofe that poiTefs it, and too bad for o- 
then to be at the charge to conquer it. The ayr mi^ht 
be wholefome, but for the linking people that inhabit it $ 
thegroond mfght be fruitful had they wit to manure it. 
Their beads be generally faiaJl, women only eicept- 
ed ; of which fort therj jj^u^?"^ ^rsatcr in the whole 
World. There is great ftore of fowl too, as foul 
boufes, foul iheets, fojil linen, foul difhes and pots, 
foul trenchers, and napkins, with which fort we have 
been forced to fay, as the children did with their fowl 
in the viildernefs. They have eood Sore of fiih too, 
and good for th6(e that can eat it raw; but if it come 
once I oto their hands, it isworfe than if it weretiiree^ 
. days old ; for their butter and cheefe I wWnot meddle 
withal at this time, nor no manr etfe at any time, tb^ 
loves his Kfe. . 

They have great (lore of deer, but they are fo far 
from the place where I have been, that I had rather 
believe than go to difprove it : I confefs, all the deer 
I met withal was dear lodgings, dear horfe-meat, and 
dear tobacco, and Englijb beer. 

As for fruit, for their grandfire Adatn*9 fake, they ne- 
ver planted any i and for other trees, had Chriji been 
betrayed in this country (as doubtlefs he fhould, had 
lie come as a Granger) Judas had fooner found the 
grace of repentance than a tree to hang himfelf on« 

They have many hills, wherein they fay isniuch trea^ 
fure^ but they (hew none of it : nature hath onelydif* 

covered

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covered to thenr foni^ mines oiF coals, to fhew to what 
end he created them. 

I fee little gfafs but in their pottage : the thiftle i» 
not given them of nought, for it is the faireft flower in 
the garden. The 'word Hky is^ heathen Greek unto 
them ; neither man or beaft knows what it means. 

Cdrn is teafbilaWe {H^hty at this time ; for frnce thtj 
heard of the king's coming, rt hath.been as unlawfulfor 
th« commof^ peo{ile' to' ^at' wheat,* as k was imrhe old 
time for any but the priefts to cat fliew-bread. They 
praved mu^h for his cohring, and long fafted for bis 
welfare ; but fn the more platnfenfe, that he might fare 
the better, *all his folldwera were Welcome, but his 
guard; for thofe they (ky; are like /^tfjr»(»jj's laac Kiiie, 
'^nd tbreaten^death wherefoever they come: they could 
perlkadetk^fodrtmeo, tiiar oateo' eakes w:ould oiake 
them long-wind^ | alid'tHe chtldreu ef the chapel the/ 
vftve'br61Ighl^to^eat 6f them for the inaioteaaace of 
•aeif TC^ces. • 

They fa/oilrtookiarrtoofawqjri andfor gropnis 
«iid coachmen, they wifli them to give to thejr hoiies 
no worfe than they eat themfelves ; they jcommend tl^e 
brave mfindesof.thepefttfoners, and the geatleroen of 
the bed chamber, which chooie rather togotp taverjis 
than to be'alwayt eaitmg the -king^ proviiioii ^^ iiisf 
itiewfie do commend theyeomen of the butt^ty a^d 
ircnar,fortfte«rit^dinefs"and iildnce, in tliat they will 
' hear twenty kn6tk«,'b«fcfe fifty will anfwer one. They 
perfwade the trumpeters, that, fading is good for m^a 
of that quality ; for cWi^tinefs, they fay, ca'ufes vtr1nd» 
ihd Wind fcalifes a truitipet to found weH. ~ 

The brirtgftigofherafuldt, Itheyfay, was a nejdlefs 
• Cliarge ; they ail know their jgedfgr ee well enough j arid 
the harbingers mieht have been fjjafed, fitheiice thoy 
- brotf^ t To inirt/ b^dsr With them j ami of two e vHa^ fince 
]t^e^6aft fcould be c^boftn, they wifli the beds might re- 
Min with them, aii^poot harbingers keep their places, 
'"Hhd do their (C^ce, as they i-eturn : his hangings, th^ 
define might lik^Wife be'lefr as rdliijties, to put them in 
'tfihd of his majeftye j'a^d they promife to difp^nfe 
'with'the>ooden?rita^es jbut for tbbfdgraveniniagesin 
his' hew beautiful chappel^ they threaten to pull down 
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foon after his. departure, and to make of them a burnt- 
ofFering to appeafe the indignation the^ imagined con- 
ceived againft them in the breaftpf the Almighty, for 
fuffering fuch idolatry.tq enter into their kingdom : the 
organ, f think, will find mercy, becatUe, as they fay^ 
there is (bme affinity between them and the bagpipes. 

The fhipperthat brought the iinging-men, with their 
papidical veftments, complains that he hath been much 
troubled with a ilrange iinging in His head ever fince they 
came aboard his (hip ; for remedy whereof the parfoo of 
the pariflihathperfuaded him to (eli thatprophan« veflelj 
and to d jftribute the money among the faithful brethren^ 

For his majefty's entertslinment, 1 muft needs ingenu- 
ou(!yconf<9(s,be was received intotheparifhof^^it^iir^ 
(f«r a city I cannot call it) with great Ihouta of joy, but 
no (hews of charge for pageants : they hold thtm ido* 
latrous things,, and not fit to be ufed in fo reformed ft 
place. From thecaftle they gavxhim fome pieces oford* 
nance, which furely he gave them fince he was king 
of Engiandi and at the entrttnce of the town they pre- 
fented him with a eolden bafon, which was carried be- 
fore him on mens moulder to his palace, I think, from 
whence it came : his majeftye was conveyed by the 
younkersof the town, which were fome hundred hal- 
berds (dearly (hall they rue it in regard to the charge) to 
t!ie Crofs^ and fo to the high church, where theonely bell 
they had flood on tip^toe to behold his fweet face ; where 
I mull entreat you to fpare him, for an hour I lof): him. 

Tft the mean time to report the fpeeches of the people, 
concerning his never exampled entertainment, were to 
make this difcourfe too tedious unto you, as the fer- 
mon was cothofe that were condrained to endure it. 
After thfe preachment he was conducted by the fame 
halberds unto his palace, of which I forbear to fpeak, 
becaufe it was a place fani^ified by his divine majefty, 
only I wiifh it had been belter Vailed^ for my Iriendt 
fake that waited on him. 

Now r will begin briefly to (peak of the people, ac- 
cording to their degrees and qualities ; for the lords fpiri- 
tual, they may well be termed fo indeed, for they are 
neither fiflinor fiefh, but what itfhall pleafe their earthly 
gody the king, to make them. Obedience is better than 
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ftcrtiice; and therefore they make a mockat martyrdom, 
fayine, that Cbrift was to dye for them, and not they 
for him. They wili rather fubfcribe than furrender, 
And rather difpenfe with finall things than trouble 
ihemfelves with great difputation : they will rather 
acknowledge the kmg to be their head, than want 
wherewith to pamper their bodies. 

Hiey have taken great pains and trouble to compafs 
their bilbopricks, and they will not leave them for a 
trifle i for the deacons, whofie defeats will not lift them 
lip to dignities, all their ftudy Is to dilgrace them that 
have gotten the leaft degree above them ; and becaufe 
they cannot bifliop they proclaim they never heard of 
any. The fcripturea, fay they, fpeak of deacons and 
elders, but not a word of bifliops. Their difcoprfes 
are full of detraction, their fermons nothing but raih'ng, 
and their conaufions nothing but herefies and treaibns. 
For their religion, they have, Iconfefs they have it 
above reach, and,Grod willmg, I will never reach for it. •» 

They chriften without the crofs, marry without the 
ring, receive the facrainent without reverence, die 
without repentance, and bury without divine fervice : 
they keep no holidays, nor acknowledge any Saint but 
Siant Jntirenvt who they fay got that honour by pre- 
fenting Chrift with an oaten cake after his forty days 
fkft. They fay likewife that he. that tranflated the 
bible was the fon of a malfter, becaufe it fpeaks of a 
miracle done by barley loaves ; whereas they fwear 
they wtre oaten cakes, and that no other bread of that 
quantity could have fufficed (0 many thoufands. 

They ufe no prayer at all, for they fay it is need- • 
)efs ; God knows their minds without pratjing, and 
what he doth he loves to do it freely. Their fabbaths 
exercife. is a preaching in the forenoon, and a perfe- 
cuting in the afternoon 1 they go to church in the 
forenoon to hear the law, to the crags and fountains 
in the afternoonto 1 — ! themfelvcs. 

They hold their nofes if.you talk of bear-baiting, and 
flop their ears if you fpeak of a play : fornication they 
hold but a paftime ; wherein man's ability is approved 
and a woman'sTertility difcovered ; at adultery they 
ihake their heads^ theft they rail at/ murder they wink 
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at, and bitfpliefny. they laugh at : thej think it im- 
poilible to iofe^he waj to heaven, if they can but leave 
i^tfiive behind them. 

To be oppofice to the pope is to be prelentif with > 
God. To conclude : I am perfuaded that if God and 
his angels at the laft day mould come doWn in their 
whiteS garments, they would rui^ away, and cry^ The 
children of the chappel are come again to torment U8» 
let us die from the abomination of thefe boys, and 
hide ourfeives in the mountains. 

For the Lords.Spiritual and Temporal, temporizing 
gentlemen, if I were apt to fpeak of any I could not 
Ipeak much of them, only I . muft let you know they 
are not Scotti/hmen ;' for aflbon as they fall from the 
breaft of the beail their mother, theitcarefnl fire pofts 
them away for France, where, as thcv pafs, the fea 
fucks from them that which they have luckt from their 
rude dams ; there they eather new fiefh, new blood, new 
mannerssand there theylearo to put on their cloaths, and 
then return into their countries to wear thegiout; there 
they learn to dand, to fpeak, and to diibourfe and to 
congee, to court women, and to complement with men. 

They fpare of no cofl to honour the king, nor for no 
compleoiental courteiie to welcome their countrymen ; 
their followers are their fellows, their wives their ilaves, 
their horfes their roafters, and their fwords their judges; , 
by reafon whereof they have but few laborers, and thofe 
not very rich: their parliaments hold but three d^ys, 
their (latues three lines, and their fuits are determined 
in a manner in three words or very few more, ^c. 

The wonders of their kingdoQi are tKefe r the lord 
chancellor, he is believed; the mafter of the rolls, well 
fpoken of; and the whole counfe!, who are the judges 
for all can fes, are free from (ufpicion df corruption. 
The country, altbo' it be mountainous, affords no mon- 
gers but Women, of*wbich the greateil fort, as coun- 
teifes, and ladies, are kept like lyons in iron gates. The 
merchants wives are alfo prifoners, but not in fo ftronga 
hold: they have wooden cages, like our boar franks, 
thro' which, fometimes peeping to catch the air, we are 
almoft choaked with the fight of them ;' the greateil 
inadnefs amon^d the men is jealoufie, in that they fear

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wluttnoman thtuhath/buttwoof hit fenfet will take, 
from them. 

The ladies are of opinion that Sufanna could oo( ^b« r. 
chaft,becauie (he bathed fo often. Pride is >a thivg 
bred 4n their bones, and their fleih naturaU7'«bho«« .

bodMf (weat, and their fpla^-^t neVer offiMid in fockl* 
To be chained in marriage with one of them were to ^ 
be tied to a dead cartafs, and cad into a ftioking ditch % 
formofity and a dainty face they dream npt of. 

The oyatments they moft frequenly vfeaoiQa| them 
are brimuone and butter for the fcab, and oyl of bays • 
and ftaveiacre. I proteft I had rather bb the meaaeft 
fecvant of the two to my. pupiL'A chamber-maid, than 
to be mailer minioa to the faued coumefs I have yet ' 
diftovered. The iia of cariofity of oynnnents is but . 
newly crept into the kingdom, and I do think will aot t 
long continue. 

To draw you dowa by degrees from the citizens 
wives to the country gentlewomen, and convey you to 
common dames in Sea- coal-lane ^ that converfe with 
rags and marrow-bones, are things of mineral race. £- 
very w— in Hound/ditch is zn Helena ; and the greaijr 
br— in TurnhallStreet are Gr/fi(^//& dames in compari- 
fon of thefe. And therefore to conclude : the men of 
old did no more wander that the great idejfias Oiould be 
born,in fo poor a town as ^^/i&/f m in Judea^ than. I do 
wonder that fo brave a prince as king James (i^oulA be 
born in lb ftinkingatown as Edenburgbi in 1— fy Scotland.

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% frequent for many months as the induftrious propa- 
gation of the report of the happy dawning of Peaccp 
which is the great objed of every honeft man's wiflies. 
It will indeed at this time bedoubly welcome ; for it will 
relieve us from the juft terrors which the continuance 
of a war, now fo ill conduced, and the enemy*s pof- 
ftifion of Neivfoundlandf have given every good fubjed. 
I will not dwell upon the probability of future igno- 
minious loifes which muft follow, while our affairs are 
in fuch weak hands : nor will I mention all my appre- 
heniions for the infant colony of Halifax^ because I 
hope that a/ftff/ will put a period to all our fears. 

At one time emiflaries of the miniiler have told us that 
upeace *was as good as concludedy then only little formalin- 
ties remained to be adjufiedi now in the fulnefsoftime, 
it is become the firft article of their political creed, Aiat 
It h adualfy Jignedf znd in Lord Bute's pocket. Thefe 
reports have been circulated with the utmoft care and 
induftry from various jnotives. Thofe of ai private na- 
ture, which were calculated foTpri<uate ends to raife or 
fall our political barometer, the ftocks, I (hall not now 
dwell upon. Iwill mention one of a public concern^ 
and of BO fmall importance. The world has feen the to- 
tal incapacity of the new minijler to carry on a war, and 
the neglect of Newfoundland has filled every thoughtful 
mind with the mouuneafyforebpdingspf futurity. The 
Toice of the people has laid that the exiilence of his 
power depended on the makipg/f^^ with France; and 
almoft every exprefs he has read from abroad has demon- 
(Irated thenecelHtyof itt and has given lord Bute the 
mortification of finding how ill the war went on, and how 
little confidence our allies have in the prefent miniftcr. 
He has like wife experienced the additional chagrin of 
finding how ardently they wiflj for his predecettor. I 
believe that, next to the confcioufnefs ofnaving merited 
the reproaches be meets with, it mud be the mod real 
anguilh to his mind, (though it is neither noble, nor has 
great refinements) to know the generous, and free ap- 

glauie given to his great adverfary. How often of late 
aveenvy and malice fickened at the glorious teftimony 
foreigners have borne to the fuperior merit of Mr. Pitt, 
and to his unrivalled ability in the ^Oiidud of a war !

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^ A Minifter of mean and narrow gtnios, who find^ 
himlelf embarraflcd in the management of an important 
war, iefrom neceffit/dfiventoaw/Mr^ for the prefer- 
vattdn of hfft own power, and the concealment of hra 
incapacity from his mailer. Bat the mifchief lies here, 
that fuclia minifter mud take any /ai€-# the enemy will 
pive : who knowing that it nradbe had, will only giant 
It on the moft hard and difhonounable comlitiotts. This 
was exadly the ftate of England at the latter end of 
(^een Anne's reign, afler the change of that glorious 
miniftry, which had preserved Europe from the udverfai 
monarchy of the houfe of Bburhn. Our arms had thm 
too (htt only in one quarter of the 'tvorU) been crowned 
with aftonifhing fuccefs. The grietteft hara$on^ prevailed 



among all the* parts of the grand alliance: butGRBAT 
Britain was the foul of the whole. She did not then 
withhold her treafore, becaufeflie knew that it would be 
applied to thefupport of thecdmnnfoncaufe, which I take 
to be the ruin, or at leaft the humbling of Prance. The 
\i€torybfffocl!rftefin that war, as of RoJ^d^ m this, 
broke that fotmidable power. Prance was reduced fo 
low, as to feel theheceflh^ o(^ peace, and to make re* 
peated overtures. Lordl^^ti^y^rettiindsmeofamodenK 
ftatefman, when he talks of the Duke of Marlboreugb's 
indefatigahh aStimty anddejire to fall upon the French in 
all places, and on alloccafiom p* 55* Yet I never heard 
that the views even of that amazing genius extended 
bmnd Europe, How is every gdod min's indftnatioa 
raifec^ to find that bis moft glorious dejigns voere Hke<wife 
defeated fy a conteaiptiblcfadion of tLttM men, who 
had undermined him at court, and ruined Jiim, in the 
opinion of his fovereign , tho* they could not rob him 
of the hearts of the people ! On the alteration of the mi- 
niftry, how was the fcene changed I A peace became 
necelTary for the private views of the new managers, and 
was to be 'had on any terms. They, after the fplendor 
of fubh vi6torics, i^w^r^ W themfelves before the proud-ii 
eft monarch in Europe, and begj^kd peate of him. An Eu'' 
gliihman can fcarcely read without tear6 the htftory of our 
infamy during that whole negotiation of aTory mtnilb'y. 
All the glories of that war were tarnifhed by the (hamefui 
peace ot Utrecbti which thetwoiuinifterial fcribiers of

The 
Briton telb as, that noflate can he hound hj any treaty ^ 
/which Jball turn out mantfefiiy prejudicial to its inter eft ^ 
hetauje it is always fupfofed that every engagement of 
M^ nature is contraMed imth a <vie*w to/elf-pre/ervation 
or public advantage. Is this the good faith for which 
England has ever been celebrated? I will venture to 
(ay that there is no dodtrrne more wicked, more calcu- 
lated to deftroytfae Aoit facred ties, than this now laid 
tibwn^bythis tdvocateof the prefent miniflry. This is 
beyond Machiavelian politics. Nothing in the famous 
Morale des Jefuiiet come up to it. He applies this 
doQrine tothe kiDgofPrudia whom hi$ fovereign calls 
our alfyf Sindhe ^Wtzaroyal freebooter i but he ought to ! 
have known Aat the king of rruBia himfelf has nobly re- 
futed the poopfophifms &f the aMimorali^s he admires, 
and in his wril^ogs, at welt'as by his pradtice, has proved 
that good faith and a religious ohfer*uation (ff treaties is 
equally the clear duty and intcreftof all prhices.No 
man but the Briton ever held fuch infamous doctrine in 
« civUrzed nation. It would difgrace the mod barbarous 
favagesin Amerioi. Lewis the XI Vth ading thro' a 
long wicked life by this maxim of the Briton's, that he 
^as ntf longer hound hy any treaty y than Be found it for 
bis o^nintereft to hefo^ was of confe<|uence detefted a» 
infafnous in his own age, and is branded by pofterity as 
the moft perjured prince on record. The Brit o n fays, 
it is a maxim adopted hy civilians. It is then only by 
Scottift> civilians y or perhaps by a few unprincipled ad- 
vocates of our own at Do&ors Commons y who cook'd up 
the artful affidavits, which fome inf^imQw^ Monte Chrifti 
traders (for they defer ve not the honourable name of 
wrrci&aif/j) perfuaded their agents, &:c. to make in this 
war. Has it indeed been the regular pradice of the 
Scottifli nation, and is it theiisforemilUken for a part of 
their law ? Or is it to be a part of the new Scots laixjy 
which the Auditor mentions? I ihould like to fee this 
very mQ\oXCodex Buteanus^ iiluftrated with the German 
coounentarres oi Count Mansfeldt^ that accomplijhed ci- 
viliaHf and jufHy renowaed, not fomuch indeed for ncr- 
D 3 vous.

T-H & RE is fcarcely any circumftance in life more 
provoking than to be broken in upon when a man 
is d^p\y engaged in an affair of real moment and of a 
ferioos nature, by fome -ft upid fellow, and interrupted 
with his iniipid raillery on a trifling fubjedt. Such an im- 
pertinent companion have we all found the Auditor laft 
week. When the mofl general alarm prevailed every 
where, of /ftf//«r/m?ri#i bein^a^lually figned, fo injuri- 
ous to tbe honour of the nation, fo inadequate to tbe fuc- 
cefles of this glorious war, he maJ-a - propos flepped forth » 
and inftead of endeavouring to quiet our fears, and to 
pour balm into our bleeding wounds, gave us a long 
tedious paper on taafting healths. Amidd the univerfal 
mnrmuriogsand dilcontents of the people, from the fuf- 
picion that.fo many of our glorious conquefts, purchf fed 
with fo much blood and treafure, were to be given up to 
our ancient enemy, at length fo weakened and reduced, 
this mau^ais plaifant endeavoured invaintoraifealaugh

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hjhh low buffbooerj and jeft% cqually^ftj/r tod W-iimeJ, 
on fox- huMtirs tiud count fy ffuires. Is this ribaldry to 
fecve inilead of obfervationson tbe great bufioefs, to 
which the * unJer fecretary of ftate*« letter to the cit/ 
of ZWffA called our particular regard, and on which in- 
deed every eye was before fixed with fo nouch attention ? 

This niidillerial advocate muft in vain exped to turn 
our thoughts firom what we ail feel to be of the tiueft 
national importance. The alarm is univer(ai, and can 
only be calmed, if indeed it can be calmed, by ^^utfaeii- 
tic information of what is concealed fo myflt^ioufly 
from the woild. For tbo' Mr. ^Ws letter only fays 
that the duke of Bedford is fent to treat of a peace, the 
public report, as ytt unconiradi£ted, has given themoft 
important articles of it, which have raifed the indigna- 
tion of the people. I hope in due time we (hall be fa- 
voured by hoidEgremotu'sfirft atweil zz fame few fub- 
ftquent letters on this great occaHon. 

1 cannot but remark tlK wonderful difference between 
the fentiments of mankind now» during the prefentnego- 
tiation,and what they were while we were treating with 
Fiance a few months ago. The nvar againft the com- 
mon enemy was then carried on in ail parts with amazing 
vigour and fuccefs, during that whol« negotiation, foj^ 
^icious on the part of France ; no conquefts were made - 
00 us, but the French empire was mwlderiitg away i a 
moft entire harmony prevailed thro' the nation ; the ut- 
moft confidence was placed in the minifter; and noroao 
was alarmed at a treaty's going (^n with France, becaufe 
thenationyanditsallies, thought their interefts fafe m 
thofe hands. We ourfelves entertained no feara, nor had 
our allies any fufpicion of the want of geod faith for 
which the crown of England has in all ages been cele* 
brated. The infamous dodrine of the wretch, who (crib- 
bles under the rey alarms, had not then been Jbroached 
in this country. The nation was unanimous in opinion, 
that an open znd fpirited *war was a ftate of greater fecu- 
rity, than an injidious, snglorieus, and uncertain peace,

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Nenvfoundlandvnz not th«n in the hands of our eiicmy, 
a plea with monfieur^2(^ for any conceOIons inconfiftenC 
with our honour, or our mod important interefts, our 
fijbery and na«vy. The prefent time of our negotiating, 
when we have juft received fo fatal, fo dunning a blow, 
I am afraid forebodes no ^ood.- Had we recovered fo 
important an object firft, with what higher dignity flioold 
we have entered into anegotiation, which now rather be- 
trays our fears, than portends our obtaining thofe great 
terms which alf Europe demands for us, as the jud price 
of peace to be paid to England by a *vanquijbi J s^nd late 
Jsfpirsteit enemy. I fear a negotiation at this crifis will 
rather fecm to be calculated to fave what remains of 
our old empire than to preferve what the late miniftry 
conquered from the proud rivals of our trade and com- 
merce. The Duke of Bedford will now have the r€tort 
courteous of Ne*wfoundland,fiJheryy na^vy^ in return for 
what his Grace may fay of ^ebec, Pondicberry, i^c. 

What pains has the poor Auditor taken to divert 
our attention, and how has he laboured to relieve us 
from thefe melancholy objedb, which he fees prey on 
our fpirits ? Not a fyllable of Nenvfoundland, or the 
new treaty of peace ^ but a moft tedious differtation on 
the Romans, Germans, T'hracians, i«f<r. ^^r. and their 
convivial entertainments ! I believe he is no great GV^<f^, 
or it would be ftrange he could omit all mention of the 
moft/(?///eandtf/e'^/i«/nation the world ever faw, who 
were fo given to indulge in all the fprightly fallie^ 
which wine infpires, that pergr/ecari is the very pljrafe 
even the Roman authors ufe ; and Plautus very fully 
explains it, dies nodefque bibite, pergracamini.

TotheAuTHORof the NORTH BRITON 

SIR, 

1 Lately gave information hy a letter to the Gazetteef^f 
under the name of Pifcator, of fpme circumftances 
relative to the capture of St. John, which I found on 
my arrival were not known in England. Thefe were 
publifhed Wednefday, ^uguft the 25, but the next 
day were contradidted, it was faid on good authority, 
as being without foundation. I wrdte two other letters, 
and yelTerday was publiflied the following extraordinary 
article.— **Whilft our correfpondent, P/?/?/6r, who 
*• wrote about Newfoundland, chufes to conceal bimfelf 
•< under that character, it would be highly improper for 
•* us, in this public manner, to fay more than that it is 
** impoilible for us to infert his third letter." This feems 
plainly to intimate that the authority on which he con- 
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trtdided tny iaforniation was from the miniftrj, who 
obliged him fo apologize for what he had alrfadj^ faid, 
as being too true for the public knowledge. 

Now I have fuffercd too much already in my private 
fortune, bj the capture of St. John*8, to be wiHmgto 
expofe viiy{t\f to be hampered by thofe in power, merety 
for telling truth ; I therefore €t down to relate the above 
circumftances to you, for you to make fuch ufeof them, 
as your better prudence and experience (hall fuggeft, for 
the information of the public. As to the truth of theoa, 
I have already and do again defire no better teftimon/, 
than to appeal to the many witnefles who i»re now in 
England, ^ho were at St. yobn*s at ks furrender, and are 
arrived fome In private (hips, and others in the cartel Mp^ 
If I have faid any thing untrue, it would be very ealy 
for them in a public manner to demonftrate my falfe- 
hoods; but however willing they may be to prefs thek 
fingers on their lips, thro^ prudence, I am much mifta- 
ken if any of them would publklyfet thefr names to the 
fallity of things known for truth by aU the inha(»taiil8 of 
St. JJiu'z, I ainnot unacquainted with the French cook* 
mandant,a man well known in thofe parts, and deferved- 
\y efteemed as well for his worthy qualities, asefpecially 
fpr his humanity to our countrymen after our defeat be- 
fore Quebec At St. J^bn'^ he gave another inftanee af 
the (ame, by deliring fome of the inhabitants to come to 
his camp, to fee the thoufand genadiers he had landed, 
and thereby preserve the town from plunder andtbe con- 
fequences of a {lorm. On his arrival in town, be pub- 
licly declared that he knew the fmall number of the gar- 
lifon, which remained there ; whicl) according to the 
report of thofe I met at iVlpw-lVi, did not exceed /ar/y. 
This is in fome meafure confirmed by the Paris Gazette^ 
which makes it hut Jixty tbreel exclufive of the crew 
of the Gramont -, and, we imagine for the honour of their 
conqueft they have eked out the lift as much as poflt- 
ble. I make little doubt that .our next advices frora 
NeiJofounMand w\\\ con6rm another part of my informa- 
tion, namely that Placentia is ft ill in our pofleffion, 
which if it had oo better garrifon originally than St. 
Jobn^t^mw^ needs as well have fallen too, as the French 
have there full 1 500 men, belides the ciews of their 
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fhips, and well knew that weliad no naval force at Ha- 
lifax, nor could any arrive to annoy them fooner than 
from EftglanJ. U Pkcentia fhould fall too, w« ihall 
then judge, whether what I have further faid be with- 
out foundation or nor, by the number of prifoners which 
.the French account ihall report to have been made there.

I have read the celebrated letter from tVandfivortbt^ 
which has been circulated with fo much induftry for 
the two laft days. It is a mixture of abfurdity and in- 
coniiftency. The author fays that he tvritei 'without any 
particular information^ ytt foon after takes for granted ^ 
that the Peace now offered by France and Spain united^ 
is in many refpeAs tetter, and in no refpedt nvorfe, than 
the peace i which loas.fo near being concluded the lafl 
year. How comes he to take this fir granted, for by his 
own account, the declaration o.f the adminiftration is 
y^Tj general, and therefore I think highly fu/picious f 
He declares tbat the terms n&w offered are much more 
fa<uourable to Britain, than tbofethat nvere the founda^ 
tion of tbe treaty la fi year. Was the peace offered to us, 
or was it not humbly afked by us? tie very dexteroufly 
paiTesover the important change in the courts of Ruff a 
and Sweden, l)o longer hoil^ile to us, or our allies ; the 
conquell of Martinique, perhaps the Hanjanna, &r. 
which have happened, iince the negotiation begun 
)atl year i and fpeaks with great tenderness of the cruel 
taxation in France, He then calls on the enemies of peace 
to contradiQ him^ tbat there is no likelihood of compelling 
France to fubmit to terms better for us than thofe now 
offered^ by another campaign. I really believe not, if his 
blundering friends are to contmue our managers. But 
who are thefe enemies of peace P Does he mean the city 
of London, becaufe he affirms tbe capital deri*jes pecw 
liar ad'vantages from the luar P I have not heard of 
any man fuch an enemy to his country, as not to wi(h 
for peace ; but it is not any peace i it muft be a fafe 
and honourable peace, adequate to the fuccefles of the 
-war i and whoever dares to make any other peace, I 
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hope every good EogHihaian will (Uod forth, and drag 
him, even from bebiod the throae, ihould he take (bel- 
ter there» to receive the juft puoifliment of fo great 
treachery to his injured country.

efprofiefiiks tbat any jingle naH^n bad ever wtet vaitb !

But, Sir, ottr greateft gloty is»'that we luive:^ui Enf^ 
liJbiHngQtk tbe throne, ^th the* bdft difpofittofia, ?aiKi 
the warineft de<ir«s of making us happy.sfider biamJM 
government. He^is'tr.ufy the (felight of hit^people^ %xiiA^ 
we juftiy pfide ourfelves in being goveroed bjaprincet 
who makes* the laws theruleof his a£tiooa. His throse 
is founded injuftice and mercy, he has not waded 
through blood to it, nor has he iince ftained it with the 
foDleft murder.* I hope therefore chat his r^r^g^fi will be 
long and profperous, and tbat he will cootioue enthro- 
ned in the hearts of his fubjeds. Maybe never lofe the 
fmalled fliare of our regard and affedioos by an ill- 
placed confidence in a weak or wicked mioifter, whofe 
intered it may become in future time to alienate his fo* 
vereigfl from all bis old ^w\ faitbfitl fervants, in order 
to recommend bis own creatures, however fufpe&ed 
thiy may be even in a^edtion and fidelity to his mailer's 
family, and defplcable in tbe^yes of their country ! 

I am. Sir, fo much an Englijbman^ tbat I moft ar- 
dently love iT»y country, and mean iofpcndallmy days in 
it, I muft own tootbat I warmly enter into all tbe ho- 
neft prejudices of iny countrymen I delpife tbe cordon 
bleu of France, and think tbe moft noble order of the gar ^ 
ier is the only order in- £urope really to be valued. I 
have been.out of humour for a week, that I cannot have 
the bappinefs of feeing my fovereign, in all tbe pomp 
and dignity the auguft ceremonies of tbe inftallation at 
VVindlor a^e fo foon ro call for, to the admiration of my 
counhymen. I (ho u Id be highly gratified alfo to feea- 
nother prince of tbe boufe of Brunjnuick^ enrolled with 
the greatest names of thisand of almoft every otber ci- 
vilized nation j witb our Henries and Ed^wards^ with 
Francis the firft, and Henry the fourth of Fiance, Guf- 
tavus Adolphus of Sweden, &c. I really think this tnoft

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ntikr orirr 4Fill itfelf derive tlie trneftlnftre from erery 
additiomJ name of the Brur^ick familj, becauie they 
have ever been the patrons c^ liberty in lo coDfjMCuoiis a 
manner, m to hi beytid mil Greeks beymdallRwutnfam^l 
and haveib nobly anfwered thofe great ends for which 
diey were called to the imperial crown of thefe reakn«» 
the prefervation of the facred r^hts of this people. I 
wilh dierefore that the heir to the crown» and, I bopc» 
to the patriot virtues of his family, even thus early, had 
the Uuiribmndi or that at leaft ine bad been reverfed 
/•r him, I cannot hot look upon that siven to the^ro^, 
«as fitter for a Frina of IVales ; and I uonld have had 
tmefatis^dion in fedng the youn^ft prince of a family^ 
to whom we owe our invaloable liberties, adorned widi 
the eniigns of this Engkjb order.

enjtgns and banners. Or if the reader chufes to afcribe 
it to the old allies of the Scots, the perfidious iV^wr^, 
rather than to their ancient enemies the Englijb, AJbmole 
is ftill my authority.

TH E humorous Mr. Hogarth xhtjufpofed \Mt\xox 
of the Analyfts of beauty y has at laft entered the 
lift ofpoliticians, and given us a print of THE TIMES. 
Words are mans frovinceyfAys Pope^ but tHey are not 
Mr. Hogarth\ proviace. He feme where mentions his 
being indebted to a friend for a third part of the 'wording: ' 
that is his phrafe. We all titter the inftant he takes up a 
pen, but we tremble when we fee the /^«c// in his hand. 
I will do him the juftice to fay, that he poirelTes the rare 
talent of gibbeting in colours, and that in moll of his 
works he has been a very good moral facirrft. His fort 
is there, and he (hould have kept to it. When he has at 
any time deviated from iJij 0X0 « /^^Wwr tvalkf he ha^ 
never failed to make himfelf perfedly ridiculous. I need 
only make my appeal to any one of his hijlorical or por» 
trait pieces, which are now conlldered as almoft beneath 
all crilicifm. The favourite Sigifmunday the labour of 
fo many years, the boalled effort of his art, was not hu^ 
man. If the figure had a refemblance of any thing ever 
on earth, or had the leaft pretence to meaning or expref- 
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fi«Mi, it W88 what he had feen, or perhaps made, in real 
itie, his own wife in an agony of paiiion ; but of what 
paifion no connot^enr could guefs. All his friends re-' 
member what tirefome difcourfes were held by him day 
^^er day about the tranfcendent merit of it, and how 
the great names ofRapbael^ Fandykit and others, were 
made to yield the palm of beauty, grace, ezpreflion, (^r. 
to him, for this 4ong-labonred, yet ftill uninterefiingt 
iingie figure. The value he himfelf fet on this, as well as 
on fbme other of his works, almoft exceeds belief ; ytt 
from politenefs, or fear, or fome other motives, he hat 
ft^ally been paid the moft aftoni&ing fums, as the 
price, not of hb merit, but of his unbounded vanity. 

The darling paffiOQ of Mr. Hogarth is to (hew the 
Jmuhy and dark 6de of every object. He never givet 
us inperfedionthe/irr/tfr««/fftf/f<r#, but admirably 
well ^Idt dttt her deformities to ridicule. The reafoa 
is jpkin. AH vbjcAtare painted on his nsitia in a gro» 
teique manner, and he has nerer feltthe force of whet 
the Frenth call ia hlU nature. He never caught a fiiv- 
tleidea of beauty, grace or elegance ; but on the other 
Sand he never miifed the leaft flaw in almoftany produc* 
tion of nature or of art. This is his^rue chara6ter. He 
has fucceeded very happilv in the way of humour, and 
1ia« mift«rried in every otner attempt. This has aiifen 
in (oBie meifure from his head, but much more from his 
heart. After marriage a lar-mode the public wiihed for 
aieriesof printsof a bapfy n>arriage. H$gartb made 
the attempt, but the rancour and malevolence of his 
mind made him very foon turn with envy and difguft 
from objects of fo pleaiing contemplation, to dwell and 
^afl a bad heart on others of a hateful caUl, which he 
purAied, for he found them congenial, withthe moft un* 
abating iteat, and unrelenting gall. 

I baveobierved for fome time hh/ftiingfun. He has 
long been very Ji m, and almoA ^«rif of bis beams. He 
feeras fo conicious of this, that he now glimmers with 
borrowed ligbt, Jobn Bull's boufe in flames has been 
hackney'd in fifty different prints ; and if there is anv 
merit in theBgure on ftilts, and the mob prancing around, 
it is not to be afctibed to Hogartb but to C^alUi, That 
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fakitpd Italian^ whom \htEngliflff%\nttT M««racarefuUjr 
ftQdied, ba$ given urin the Bailj di Sfeffann di Jficont^ 
Gillot^ the very fame ideas> but iofinitely pnore ludicrous 
til the execution. The piece is Smara$U cvrnuiQ, Ratf^ 
dsB*i9. THE TIMES mud be confeiTed dei^itute ^ 
every j^ind of §riginal xncsit. The pilot at the Erd vievw 
appears too much crouded with figures, and is in every 
part conftts*d, perplexed, and embarraf^'d. The Jl^y is 
mot Will told to thf eyi^ nor can we aoy where discover 
th« faiatetl lay of that genius, which with a few ilroket 
of tlie pencil enabled, us to peuetra^e ,into the deepeft 
rrceiles of thought and even caprice* in a rmkt^ a hoHoi^ 
and a profligatt young m/tn ofqualitys, 

1 own too that 1 am grieved to fee the genius of //a- 
gmrtb^ which (hould take in ali ages and countnes, funk 
to a level with the miferable tribe of party etchers, anif 
now, in his rapid decUve, , enteiing into Khc^poor politics 
of the fadionof the day and defcendfog to |p^ perfo- 
]itlabufe,tafteadofinftiu€ting the woiid>M»s he could 
once, by manly moral fatire. Whence .can proceed f^ 
forprifing a change ? Is it the frowardnefi of oi^ age } 
or U it that envy and impatience of refplendeot merit ia 
every way, at which he has alwiiys &kened f How of- 
ten has he been remarked to drooivat the fair and honeft 
applaule given even to a friend, tho'he had particular 
obiigatioos to the very fame gentleman ? What wondet 
then that fome of the moft relpedable charaders of the 
age become the obje^s of his ridicule? It h fu^Ekient 
tCat the red of mankind applaud s from that momc;nt he 
begins the attack, and you never can be well with him, 
till he hears an universal outcry againd you, and till all 
your friends have given you upc There is bcfidcs a fillj 
afiedtationofiingqiaiity, joined to a ftrong deftre of 
leading the reft of the world : when that is once found 
impraSicable, (he fpleen engendered onfuch an occafion 
is difcharged at a particular objed, or ends in a gene* 
ral mifanthrophy. The piiblic never had the leaft ihare 
of Hogarth^ % regard, or even good- will. Gain and ifa^ 
nity have Peered his litt4e light bark quite thro* life. 
He has never been coniiftent but with refped to thofe 
two principles. What a defpicable part has headed with 
regard to the fcjciety of arts ^nd fciences ! How ihuffling 
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has bis cofidAfbeen to the whole body ofArtifis I Both 
tfae(e nfe^l focietles havft experienced thft moA angen-» 
reel and of}ei)f!ve behaviour Kom him. There is at thii 
hour fcarcelf a fingle man ©f any degree of merit in his 
own profeflioiti'Jtrith w4)omhe does not hold a pcofe^ed 
enmity. It khtipoffiW* the' tea^ degi^ee of ftiendftip 
touldever f^tiiift in this intercoitrfe of the arts with him; 
for hirinftifFertible va^ty w^li nev«r dilow the leaftmerit 
in another, aiidfiomanof a iibefai turn' of mind will 
€veitcoiidefeeiidt«^eed kis tO|Fridetv2th thegrofs and ful- 
ibide^ralfeh#^jle!^d, df bu^n^thtt jnc^nfe he claims, 
.cad indeeil fou^ like a tiidll: ^VacilHiis God. To «his he 
joins tio fmalt (haref of j<^l6^Qr ^ ^ odnfeqiaence of which 
he^hisftlt-htdrlY^etiidenivoiH-ed^tic^fopprefs ridng iherh; 
amik^s been ^eryekpert t# every mean underhand en* 
<te»vOlit to^ eittingiH^h the t^aft (park of genuine fire. 
But all^irlv^ was not born, nor^will die; with Mr.^o*- 
gartb: andh^twitMandki^ aHhIsungenerdus efforts to 
dah»|^n$ri«:hill it in another, r will ' rrirft to a difcerning 
.and1i4ieriadf|:ririt in the E^flflf nation, to patronize and 
reward^flflt real merit; It will ii the end rife Superior to 
the itftelaiijjh^fthe hotfr, whfch thefe trifters thfhk it 
the'fc%beft praife to be abk t6 raife. For my part, I 
kaK»^ kAoNy ar more profligate pttinctple, than the 10- 
dr^criffii^ately facrificing every thing, however great or 
' good tb thedanget^otfs talent of ridicule; and a man,

Amtniftec mi|ft iwt only pqif^ifoi a wy 
narrewy but a very ijoicked genius, who can coniider 
this as an event that yi«y*i expenctf^ and.frees u« froro^fo 
many moufbs tbat were /• befeJ, and bodies tbat wrr^ /# 
be cloatbed. This is anothec humane Jnftapce of miniftc- 
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rial cpcofiMty^No envy will attend fuch mintfters. Coo^ 
tenapt and. horror will. I mud here obferve, that. there 
is one merit aicribed to Lord TempU by the Briton, to 
vrhich he has no kind of pretence. I mean the ha/vif^ 
delivered fucb fine oratium among (he independent eledori 
of Weftminfter, mobtn be inveighed nvitb Jucb force of 
energy and argument againji the Brothers, tobo dire&ed 
the helm of goverment. Now I will venture to iay, that 
Lord Temple ne^ti once hi his foot asBong the indepem^ 
denteU&ors ofVKeftminifteryMAO%i^ I nmilCoflfefs that 
Mr. George GtewuilU prbcqjbktly did, after YoAfirJi 
introdd^ion to that worthy body, by die mirror of 
patriots and placemen, P)aurWbitehead\ Efq.-, who has 
fince had the grace to take fhame to himlelf for it. Mr. 
Hogarib'i wit bn this noble Lord is confined to the 
wretched conceits of the Temple Coffee^oufey and a 
fquirt to figntfy the playing on the miniftry. I really 
believe this wit is all lV4r. lugarth^t own. 

When a man of parts dedicates his talents to the fer* 
vice of his country, he deierves the higheft rewards : 
when -he makes them fubfenrtent to bate purpofes, he 
merits execration and puniihmeot. Among the <S>ar/«itr, 
mnlic and poetry were made to ferve the nobieft ends of 
rhe Lacedemonian (late. A manly courage and great 
contempt of death wereinfpired by them, and the poet, 
muftcian, foldier, and patriot were often the fame good 
citizen, who defpifed the low mechanic lucre of the pt 6- 
feifion, and was zealous only for (he ^lory of his country. 
In the year 1 746, when the Guards were ordered to 
march to ¥inchley\ on the moft innportant fervice they 
could be employed rn, the extinguifliing a Scottilb rebel- 
lion, which threatened the intire ruin of the illudrious 
family on the throne, and, in confequence, of our libera- 
ties, Mr. Hogarth came out with a print to make them 
ridfculous to their countrymen and to all Europe ; or 
perhaps it rather was to tell the ^^0/^, in his way, how 
little the Guards wete to be feared, and that they might 
fafely advance.

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ms an encouragtr 9/ arts. Is thi« patnotifm ? In old 
Rome^ or in any of the Grecian ftat^s, he would have 
been puniihed as a profligate citizen, totally devoid of 
all principle. In England ht is rewarded, and made 
ferjeant painter to that very king's grandfon. I think 
the term means the fame as what is vulgarly called 
i&02{/^painter ; and indeed he has not been fuffered to 
caricature the royal family. The pod ofportrait painter 
is giveil to a Scotfman^ one Ramfc^^ Mr. Hogarth is 
only to paiht the wainfcot of the rooms, or, in the 
phrafc' of the art, may be called their panml-painter. 
But how have the Guards oflTended Mr. Hogarth^ for 
he if. again attacking thtm in THE TIMES? Lord 
Harrington's fecond troop of grenadier guards is al- 
lowed to be very perfedl in every part of nailitary dif- 
cipline; and Hogarth'^ friend, the king of PruJJta, 
could have ihewn him the real importance of it. He 
had heard them much applauded, and therefore muft 
abufe them. The ridicule ends hovrever in airs com- 
pofediy Harrington^ and in a pjece of clpck^work i bat 
he ou^t to have known that tho' thomme machine is 
not found pbilofophy, it is the true dodrineof taftics. 

The MiHtia has received fo many juft teftimonies of 
applaufe, both from their king and country, that the 
attack of envy and malevolence was long expected. 
But I dare fay this poor jefter vi^ill have Mr. George 
I'ovin/bend'z free confent to vent his fpleen upon him 
atid the gentlemen of NorfolL 1 believe he may ever 
go on in this way almoil unnoticed ; at ope time ridii* 
culing the Guards for a dsforderlyt and at another the 
Militia for an exaS and orderly march. Mr. Townjb^nd 
will ftill have the warm applaufe of his country, and 
the trueft fatisfadion, that of an honeft heart, for his 
patriot labours in eftabliihing this great plan 6f internal 
defence, a Militia j which has delivered us fiom the ig- 
nominy of foreign hirelings, and the ridiculous fears of 
invaiion, by a brave and well difclplined body of Eng- 
li/bmen, at all times ready and zealous for the defence 
of their country, and its laws and conftitution.

' and there was no Peace ; and one built np a wall, and lo, othera 
daubed it with uateiiq)ered mortar.

IN the prefent (ituation of affairs, when Peace is the 
great obje£t of every mao's attention, it is extremely 
natural that it (hould be the general fubje£t ofconverfa- 
tion. It is no lefs furpriiing to hear how differently men 
think and fpeak of it now, from what they did during 
the late popular adminillration. Peace w^s then con- 
iidered by our Enemies^ the English, as the moft de* 
iirable of ail bleflings, but is now fpoken of as the great- 
eft of all misfortunes, and to mtike peace and t6 ruin the 
nation are efteemed by them terms of the fame import. 
This diflference can arife only from their appreheniion? 
that the terms of /^i^rf now will not be fo advan^igeous 
to this nation, as ihofe on which Mr. Pitt had formed 
himfelf. But what foundation have they for thefe ap- 
preheniions, what (hadow of reafon for thefe fears ? Is 
It that the (itus^tion of our affairs is altered, and there- 
fore they fear an alteration in the terms of peace, or that 
they have a bad opinion of my worthy countryman, and 
diflruft his integrity, or his abilities, or both ? One of 
thefe muft be the caufe of the prefent clamour, though 
neither of them fliould in reafon be fo. As to the (itua- 
tion of oiir affairs, they never were in a more ffourifli*' 
ing condition ; and as to my Lord Bute, it is not fuf- 
ficient to fay that he has done no good, unlefs they can 
prove that he has done no harm. Happy would it of- 
ten have been for this kingdom, if her miniilers had 
been of fuch a complexion, as to do neither the one nor 
the other I But if we ferioufly and impartially examine 
things, we Ihall find both from the manner in which the 
war has been carried on during the prefent adminillration, 
the unufual and amazing fuccefs we have met with, the 
caution with which we have entered into the negotiation, 
and the perfon who is appointed to condu£t it, that as 
we have a clear right to aemand, fo have we the greatefl

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reafon in the world to exf)e6t,t AicI) terms ai maj prove 
of (olid and tailing advantage to the^ kingdoms. 
, Jt is ajrreed on all hjmj^* t^aj ^ngland in her wars wifh 
France jho\^ Id pever ibeath tl^e fwor'd till JV(ai:ip is a^fo- 
lutelj , concluded. The wicked policy df thatnsltion, 
their fuperior addrefs in negotiation, their total difr^rd 
oFFattli; and their known arts of fplnning out treaties 
merely to gain time to recover ftrength, without any real 
Jhtiention of bringing them to a conclufibn, have taught 
lis th is leffon^al the' we ha vefeldom been prudent enou^ti 
to put it in praftice. In juftice to the prefent adrainiftra- 
iibn however it muft be allowed, that they haveprofiteil 
Iby the liiiftakes of their predecelTors, Willing to make 
peace, yet they (hew thenifelves ready to make war, aiid 
prudently confider a fufpenfioH of arms as advantageous 
only to the weaker party. It muft be confefTed indeed 
that they have not iheathed the fword in the bowels of 
the enemy, but they haveglbrioully kept it hanging ovet 
iheir heads: moved by chritlian chanty, they have lipt 
done the French any actual harm ; but then they liavc 
plainly enough fhewn the power of doing it, if they will ; 
a power which they will no doubt exert, if, contrary to 
Vood faith, France, having recovered her fpiilts and 
urengthcncd herfelf with new alliances duringthecour^e 
of a long and fruitlefs negotiation, fliould think proper 
. to renew the war. To fit out great and mighty fleets, to 
Jjlock up the French and Spaniih fleets in their ports, or 
to defeat them if they came out, unlefs they were going 
"to Neiufoundiandy was what every fanguine Englilhmau 
would have promifed to himfelf beyond all doubt — But 
to let our fleets lie rotting in port, to fufFer our men to 
be enervated with floth, and todiflblve in ina£livity, to 
fquander away our treafures, and to fend out, merely by 
way of amufement and to take the air, our biaveit ad- 
niirals and our ftrongeft fleets, at a time when we are 
engaged in a war with France and Spain, thefe are in- 
ftances of fuch a confident and well-grounded fupeno- 
rity, as muft ftrike terror into our enemies, and refleffc 
the higheft credit on that adminiftration for whom alone 
fuch glorious proofs of power were refer ved. 

It muft not however be diflembled, that we have met 
withfome petty mortifications during this glorious pe- 
riod.

Apply for idfomiation to the Briton, appiy tt> the Atr-

appointment which we met with oft the cori^of Francff 
kk the late iecrec expedition, thkt rather refleds honour 
dmn difcrtdit on thdfe niinifte^s, who took fuch pru- 
dent ftep8«f prevented it from tranfptnng, and becoming 
matter of complaint t6 a rurbdientand difcontented peo- 
ple, a people of Aich a difpoiition, that iif'iy ^ugbt t9 ht 
ruled n»itb a t§d ^f^an. As to the ^tcat expedition 
Bttder ;>if^f>d/HxwK'By which hath oceaftoi^ fucfa 
imihnors, the odium- ongfat to ikll on Mr, Pitt and the 
AoitiRAL :on /t#r. Pitt, forndtmccuitonting fleets to 
go out iftnily yo cmeh^ck ti^ain^ ind on the Admiral 
for prefdriHgthooout to f^fety, nnd thedaTtng but din*. 
gerDusdire€tiii«is'of the former miitiiler to the good- 
numonr^d^nd ikJe codnuands of the pHsfent. But tiow- 
cver nalelcoiitehtsmay^ntieiivour to aggravate thefe tri- 
fies, yet one ^ton mote than baiaiices them ; I mean 
tlikt;grf«/, tteit •gUrUus evenly the taking of tie Hbr- 
Mkok£ ; an event of fncik K^Z/^/t/cohfequence, and (b 
umquatied in hiftory, thit our ftewaify Mr. Hooa e.th 
ingeniotifly tniiniiates, that it more than counterpotfes 
aJi OUT lotfes, Md is alone Aiftci^nttoelhrbh^ the cre- 
xlit of the prefenttttifllftfy. 

Our fuccefe therefore gives us a right to demand, .and 
the fpirit with which the miniftry have carried on the 
war, a probability of obtainiiig a good peace j and not- 
withftanding the popular cry which ha« indudrioufly 
been raifed againft them, I am apt to think that under 
the aufpices of our great patron, we (hall fee a hiippy 
eild of this war. In thi& opinion I am the rather con- 
firmed, becaufeinour prefent (ituition I do not fee how 
he c^n make i bad j^e^r^ ^ithout the mod imminent dan- 
ger to himfelf. A nation elated with fuch fucceffes, pro- 
xnifing to herfelf the advantages of a fecure and ex- 
£ 2 . tended 
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tended cocnmerce in peace, to reimburfe the charges of 
a long and burdenfome war, can never tamely' fuffer the 
fruits of their labours to be loft: nor indeed ts there anj 
one inducement to precipitate us into a ptace. Was the 
minifter diftrufted, and did he find anj difRculty in 
raifing fuppUes to carry on the war, this might prompt 
an ambitious man to patch up a ptace on any terms, and 
to facrifice the intereft of a whole nation to his thirft of 
power ; but bleiTed be St. Andrew, this is (b far from 
being the cafe, that I truft never was minifter more re- 
fpefted or beloved. His private life bears witnefs to 
his integrity : the courfe of his adminiftration, Ihort as 
it hath been, loudly fpeaks his amazii^ capacity : and 
both together have purchafed that tnttre confidence 
throughout the nation, and efpecially in the city of 
London , that their purfes aie as much at his command 
as their hearts. Thus (ituated, he can have no induce* 
ment to make a bad peace ; and the appointment of that 
great Duke * to the embai^ is. a proof that he hath n» 
. Aich intentions. His truly patriot fpirit, his known love 
of his country, his clearnefs of head, equal to the clear- 
nefs of his heart, fufficiently fecure us from any rea« 
fonable appreheniions on this point. Had a perfon been 
fent who on all occafions had lamented our fuccefTes, 
whofe avarice was known to wiHi an end to the war on 
any terms, merely on account of the land-tax ; whofe 
pride was equalled by nothing but his ignorance i whofe 
fpirit was too great to think oefore he adopted an opi* 
nion, and his underftanding too weak to fu£Fer any 
change-after he had adopted it ; from the management 
of fuch a man, I own we (hould have every thing to 
fear, whereas now we have every thing to hope.

they not a right to refume the power they have delega- 
ted, and to punifl) their fervants who have abufed it ? If 
•ttr king can do no barnty his mihifters may, and are ac- 
countable to the people for their condud. This is the 
^o\Qt 01 Locke, the voice of our laws, the voice ofreafon; 
hilt we own, not the voice of tyrants and their abettors, 
nor the voice of the Briton. On the contrary, this 
wretch preaches up the dodrine, that fome partof man- 
jtmd, nay, the mafs, are born (laves, who ought impli- 
citly to be fubmilfive to the caprices of a few, who fey 
accident, knavery, or cunning, (hall wriggle themfelves 
into power. One would think this doctrine came into

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nor dare to intermeddle with the helm, tho' we know 
we (hall eo to the bottom, un\e(z we tip him over- 
board, tack, and fteer another way. 

This is admirable do6trioe truly ! the four laft years 
of Queen jfnm did not produce finer flowers from the 
garden of tjranny than this. Obferve, Britons, what this 
defpicable wretch, and tool of fome in power^ would re- 
duce you to. ■ Are thefe the fentiments of his paymafr 
ters? It this the cue given him in his inilrudions, to 
boldly aflert, that Englijbnun are i\\ born to be flaves 
to a few perfons, who happen either by accident to poi^ 
Mz a larger fortune, or by their own lewdnefs or de- 
bauchery, or by the wicked mean arts of a father or 
a grandfather, to worm themfelves into an eftate, and 
thence wriggle into power, though originally the dregs 
of the mob? O thou moft excellent philantbropiit! 
thy polidcs qualify thee to be Rtu Effendi, or fecretary 
of ftate to the Grand Stignor, the Creai Mogul, the 
inquifitsomt or the £mperor. of Morocco, How would 
\\\t Diony/ii, ^gatbocUs^ Phalaris, Nero, Domitian, and 
Commodust have hugged fuch a couhfellor of (late, fuch 
an abettor, fuch an excellent politician ! Well j it be- 
ing granted that the bulk of mankind being born Oaves 
to a few, who have by bafe arts wriggled themfelves 
into the admintdration of the government of a coun* 
try, it hence follows, that if any of thofe flaves dare 
to cenfure their condu^, they are guilty of high trea- 
fon; fuch behaviour ** being fubveifive of all govern- 
*' ment, and a principle deftru6tive of all national in- 
** duftry and quiet, as well as repugnant to every fun- 
'* damental maxim of fociety." Here he has miftaken 
the proper word, he (hould have faid, maxim of TY* 
RANNY. 

We hope this advocate for defpotic power and fla- 
very, who ftems rather to have been born, adapted, 
and formed for the in(lru£tion of the court ofNerot than 
for the modelling the court of fo gracious a prince as 
George III. is not countenanced in his invedives againft 
liberty, and in reviling the free conftitutions and laws 
of his country, nor in publifliing panegyrics on (lavery 
and tyranny, by many in power ; if he /hould, the Lord 
have mercy on us 1 
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In the reigns of the Romati tjrants there fprung up of- 
tfen wretches, the very ft^np of theauthdr of the BrI- 
*to}iy who were the bufy implements and flatterers of 
riiofc monders of opprcffion, and the bane of innocence 
and all virtue. But I do not remember, that any fuch 
appeared in the reigns o^ Fejpajiarr, Titus, Trajariy Ant^ 
nius, or Marcus Aureiius ; or Jn cafe they did, if I ' 
miftake not, Tacjtus informs us, all fuch wretches J^ere 
driven from the court and the city, under 'thofe good 
emperors, as the moft pernicious vermin, and the pefts 
of the human'race. We hope therefore that this traitor 
to his country, this tfaducer and (landerer of its laws, - 
this revilcr of its conftitution, this advocate of tyranny 
and abfolute power 5 will be foon taken into cuftody by 
Mr. Grrr/W/cw^, for abufing the form of our gOvernnfient, 
and diferacmg the reign of our gracious fovereign, by 
publiihing a plea for tyranny, and aiferting it to be a part 
of our conilitution. Such a Avretch ought to be punifli- - 
ed as an incendiary, that niuft create fears, jealoufies, 
atid heart-burningsamonghis majcfty's good ftbje6l8,and 
make them fufpicious that fome attempt is going to be 
madeupon their liberties. What do not the demerits of 
fuch a Wretch defer ve from his injured fellow-citizens.^ 
As if this fcribbler had not fufficiently difplayed his 
ignorance and love of tyranny ? he proceeds and tells us, 
"That to give a juft idea of a mob ruled common- 
" wealth, we need only perufe the hiftori'ans of Athens 
** and /?owr during thofe periods at which their go- 
**■ vcrnments were republican: there (fays he) we /hall 
*• meet with nothing but faction, animdiity; perfecu- 
*' tion, ingratitude, and difquiet.** We would d(k him, 
whether this republican form of government introduced 
f6 many mifcries among the people, or brought fo many 
ciiftrefTes upon hutiian nature, as the defpotic and ar- 
bitrary forms have done? In cafe he ihouW aflert they 
had, he rouft be a moft infipudent or a moft ignorant 
feiioir. 1 would alk him if he had not rather live in the 
canton of Bern ^ England^ or xnHoHand^ than in Rujpaj 
Turkey, Perfia, or Indoftan? 

But the author of the Briton muft be a very Jgno- 

rant fellow, as well as impudent one : for what hefayl

formerly. He has given all manner of latitude and fcope 
to his rimaginatioBi^'and Indulged falfehood in all her 
wanton levities : he has dived deep in all kind of hlch, 
emerged loaded with mud, and with this dirt bedaubed 
his feU«5^^tizens, 'the (Jonaitutldn, and the laws of 
his country.

THE Auditor; like other low mecbanics in the 
fervice of the government, ha» of late been order- 
ed to work double iidesy and 1 riy)pofe of confequence ha$ 
received </(}«^/(f pay, , When the glad tidings of an Audi^ 
tor Extraordinary were firft by hlmfelf with fuch parade 
announced to the publiid, I could not fufpedl that he only 
meant to doitbh (he tiAufeousdofe of the vj^eek. I thought 
that the preliminaries y or the great outline of the peace ^ 
would have been fhadowed our, and the uneafy (enfation 
©f a fretful impatience for the appearance of that truly 
extraordinary paper pr^y'd upon me. My difappoint- 
ment was moftTevere. I found nothing in the Auditor 
Extraordinary but a great deal of low abufe on the city 
of London^ and a dull repetidon of old, fulfome, and 
outr^ conSpliments to all bis pay-mafters ; compliments 
which neither he, nor any other man in this country 
believes. He therefore, in found policy, has moft ju- 
dicioully made his appeal to a Cbinefe pbilofopber^ whom 
he foon cures of all his prejudices in favour of this na- 
tion ; but then, on the other hand, he has given us 
fuch a fpecimen of the Cbineje in fo fimple a fellow, 
that we cannot but laugh in our turn at that ivife na- 
tion. In a former paper he had referred the decifion 
of fome conftitutional poi|its to the ftupid, drunken* 
Cherokee king, who nuould not even articulate, and ta 
his ideal majefty of Brobdignag, who could not anfwer 
. him. He has never once ventured to make the appeal 
to a cool, candid Englifhman: 

The poor Cbinefe^ whom he has dragged to London, 
is firft fed with foft, iniipid pap, and afterwards with the 
rankeft poifon. He is told, that when he firft enters this 
metropolis, he will meet with daily and iveekly libels a-' 
gainft a miniftry legally appointed by the fo^ereign 
po^er. How foon will this foreigner learn the beauties

Jol^njon and * Dry den. The kgality never came intp 
quetlion, but the ahjurdity of the choice was the objedl 
ftfjuft ridicule with the public. But tho' our ChineJ^ 
1^ ifideed yery fooliih, Iffe could fcar^ely avoid making 
lhi3 very obvious remark, that if there are nveekljff my 
y^/^ papers, ifTued againft tBe minitlry, It .islmpoil^lile 
tiiey can have the coi^dence of the nition, or the hearts

15, that this ftatefman is not the JJa^ve ofpoiver, ppr thf 
irsature of the tninifler. Acknowledged abilities and fu- 
peror talents have alone raifed him, and he now holds 
f great * office, to the entire fatisfadlion of the putljp, on 
^hp mpft free and independent terms. He has pevelr 
Bpoped to the low arts of cringing tp favourites, or thp 
niipions.pf favourites; nor would he ever fubmit to tjie 
jnfolent cpntroul of a miiii.fterial bafhaw. 1 will anfwcf 
for him that he will never fuffer his yjay to he frefcrihtd 
to him by any proud Scot, Ho has proved hlmfclf nc) 
Jefs the faiihful fervant of the public than of the prince, 
and in place has ever preferved the rights of pffic.e, the 
Aianlinefs of his charafter, and a thorough independency 
in all his conduct. From thefe confiderations it has pe- 
ceffarily happened that no great confidence has at ^ny 
time been placed by the prefent minii^er in this gentle- 
man. On the contrary, a jealoufy and diftruft of hiiti 
have on many occafions indecently broke out. 

Two other motives have likewife concurred, and they 
have both efFeclually prevented his wonderful abilitiep 
and moft powerful eloquence ever gaining that afcendan- . 
cy in the cabinet which they have in parliament, and 
with the public at large. The firfl fs derived partly from 
Kis family, partly from himfelf ; the other is iniirely/er- 
JmaL This gentleman is of a noble iv^/V family, ever 
ucadily attached to the caufe of liberty^ and to resolu- 
tion principles J and has himfelf never been ivarp^dy never 
for a moment deviated from the bright path his anceftors 
have followed with fo much fplrit and applaufe. Jt i^ 
impoilible therefore that he can enjoy the fmiles of an 
adminiftration, which hsiS Jiuepf the Cpcoa fox Jlatefmen 
Sindpenf oners, or can really be in any high degree of 
court favour, now the family on the throne have for. 
feme months ceafed to govern by their Brm friends the

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family, the glorious proteflors of them. It is bur jus- 
tice too ro declare, that the houfc of Brunfiifit owe 
their firm eftablifliment on the throne of tbefc kingdoms 
to the ftendj zeal and intrepidity of the IVhigs. Befides,^ 
this gentleman has never Jifireffed governtntnt. He ha* 
often fupported it; and, in times of perplexity and em- 
barraiibienr, has extricated a io^«^ and /3?e^/ff minittry, 
when a national concern has called for the exertion of 
his abilities. The papers relative to the extent of our 
rights in j^cadia and North America were drawn up iti 
fo correal, clear, and mafterly a Way, that they hav^e 
\th no room for the fmalle ft* cavil of the mod (huffltng 
French negotiator. This, was of the moft fignd fer vice 
10 government, and was done at an age nfiJally of levity 
anddiinpation j yet i* the whole performance fo perfpi- 
cuous and convincing, as well as poliihed and elegant, 
that the mod experienced and refined (latefmen might 
derive real honour from it. This gentleman has pafled 
thro* almoft all the fcenes of national baiiiiefs, and iff 
every part of public life has given the cleared proofs of 
Ms regard to the principles otliberty, and the rights of 
the people, fecured by the Revolution, I there&re ra- 
ther wondered to find his name at all in the Jfudttor's 
lift. It is upon this principle I fuppofe the Duke of 
Devon/hire is totally omitted. I think he is ftill lord 
chamberlain, though he is not to be ranked among the 
ininifters. lam glad however, that he ftill continues : 
in that high office, as he may perhaps keep out a ScotJ- 
man ; and I hope that no rfudied (lights nor offenfive^ 
behaviour will induce him to gratify his and- out ad- 
verfaiy, by an ill-timed refignation.

nvardofthe laiv, and will affirm that the public records 
of the courts of juftice of thh kingdom bear teftimony to 
the fklfehood of this aflertion. Yet with a candour un- 
known to the Auditor f 1 will be free to own, that what I 
dare to allude to is not a tranfadion which would blad 
the reputation of a man of honour, I fpeak now accord- 
ing to modern ideas of honour and gallantry ^ and he 
Icnows that I allude to more than one faS of very immoral 
turpitude^ eftabliflied on oath in a long cQurfeof judFcial 
proceedings. Any man who has lived in the world will 
immediately, on cafting his eye over the names of the 
worthies given us by the Auditor, recoiled a hundred 
entertaining anecdotes to be parcelled out among the 
proprietors of that lid, and will defpife a venal fciibbler, 
who cran pioftitute his pen to fo infamous a purpofe. 
This extravagant encomium is in reality the moil bitter 
inventive I have read, excepting only the following cruel 
fatire on the whole body of the Englilh nobility. The' 
perfon^ tvhp has exhaufted all their calumny ^ is perhaps 
the moft diftinguifbed of the nobility for integrity of life ^ 
for tlj^ enlargement of bis under ft anding, for the feelings

I beg nioft earneftlj that 
this may be m the prefence of yourfelf, and the young 
gentlemen of the college ; and, being thus accufed, I 
ihould hope to be indulged with being at the examina- 
tion. I am fatisfied that the young gentleman will not 
to my face advance fo grofs an untruth, as that he has 
had one moment*! con^jerfation with me, fince Sir Francis 
DaJbvDood left Winchefter in the fpring. ^ir Franci^^ 
will do me thejuftice of telling the world, how civil and 
obliging, and how becoming us both, were the very 
few con ver far ions we had together, and they all pafied 
in his prelence.

^^c g^i'^7 given up to that contempt they defer vied : but 
Cnce this isderiied, wefliall venture to give our opihiorii 
of the whol? tranfa£!i6ri, and of the berforis concerned. 
The young gentleman, with a fpirit which every 
thing corifidered, is perliaps not to bedifapproved, hsid 
tVrpwri out much abufe ^^{TiXt Colonel Wilkes ,2S\di either 
through fear of puoiifhment, as our corr^fporident can- 
didly intiniateSj,or through a youthful warmth 8f difpo- 
fuTph, and a defire of acquiring the reputation of refolu- 
tioh, invents a conference which never pafTed, fubftitut- 
ing Colonel IVt Ikes, in the place of Do6lor Brocklefhy^ and 
adapting circumftances to ttiat ingenious transformation. 
The Auditor (whole connexions with all the great 
families in the kmgdorh give him an oppbrtuiiity oftom- 
ing at private anecdotes) heard a plain, fimple, and un- 
vamiftied tale j but having been charged by us with 
want of invention, determined at orice to prove th6 
falfehefs of that charge and gratify his malice.

AS our attention to the Auditor hath too often

The common dull 
multrtudc are contented with humble ptofe, and i'atisfi- 
cd if they (peak fo as to be underftood, and to exprefs 
the warmtn and imcerity of their aflre<aion ; but from 
Our two univerfities, thofe feminaries of true virtue and 
found learning, thofc bright and glori6ns luminaries of

end the mufes are called in to confecrate their offerings. 

On thefc occafiohs we have often feen, and not with- 
out great concern, whole pages together cold and ful- 
fome ; the dull mechanical part of vef-femanfhtp indeed 
is found, but the fpirit of true poetry is wanting, and

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tration will naturally fiiggeft to him, this poetical tri- 
bute is fcarccly worth the acceptance of the prince, and 
reflcds but little credit •n that refpcdablc body by 
whom it is prcfcnted. To remedy this is the deiign 
of the ptcfcnt Poem, in which the h^ds of col!eg"s 
may learn once more the rules of verfcs, may fee and 
redSfy former miftakes, and make their next offering 
worthy the acceptance of that great pcrfonage whom 
they mean to congratulate. 

In fpite of fomc little feverity which our poet (hews 
in the following; performance, we muft think his obfcr- 
vations gcnerdly juft ; but there is one khing, which 
he hath not taken notice of, undoubtedly Calculated to, 
give every lover of literature true pleafurc. In thcfc 
coUedions we often fee the names of nol/c/ affixed to 
particular copies, and from thence may reft afTurcd either 
that they have not forgotten to write, or if they have, 
are unwHling th^t the world (houli know it. 

As a Narlh'Driton we cannot help, obferving the pre- 
fumption of the poet, who has included our ScoUifh 
univerfitics, and darea to/prefcribe rules to men who 
arc fit to give law to the world, ignoranrly confidcring 
our great feminarie* as on a footing whh thofe anti- 
quated names, Oxford and Cambridge, Our tafte for 
poetry is well known, and fuch performances we could 
produce as would ftagger credibility. We muft cau- 
tion our reader therefore to confider every thing in tlit 
following piece, wliich is pointed againft the Scots as 
the efFed of prejudice and poetical fidion ; and to juf- 
tify him in this opinion we ihall hereafter, in a dearth 
of politics, prefcnt h^m with fome compofitions lately 
tranfmitted to us from that nation, which will fhew lAicta 
as far fupcrior to the Englifti hi poetry, as in every 
other rcfped.

The very mention of them re- 
calls to our thoughts tlic noble ends for which they «pcre 
eftabliflicd, and the various means by which, at ditfftent 
times and under different circumftanccs, our ancdftort 
have happily obtained them. What ^otious ftand* have 
they often made for liberty ! How rcfolutely have they 
tefifted, how fuccefsfully baflJed^ the daring ^tempts of 
arbitrary monfters ! How often, and with what perfevc- 
rancc, have they purfucd and brought to juftice corrupt 
«^iniftcrs, endeavouring in vain to Ikrcen thcmfclvcs bc- 
k^^d the throne ! How ready, on the other hand, have 
^c found them to fupport tlie dignity and prerogative of 
the crown in its due extent! How zealous to forward 
every good and aational dciTgn ! How unanimous in 
ftrcjigJhcning the hands of an upright adminiftration i 
F3 . In 
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In the laft point of view only we have had the hap- 
pinefs to confider them for fome years. Bleft with a 
K?ng, who, born an Englifhrnan, glories in the name, 
who confiders the intercfts of his people as his own, 
who, poflcfTed of their love, efteems it the brighteft 
jewel -in his crown, who approves himfelf the guardian 
and not the invader of their liberties, the rage of party 
hath been happily extingiiiihed, and the names by whicn 
fadions were known are almoft forgotten. Never did 
Monarch exprcfs greater fatisfadion and confidence in 
his parliameiits, and never Jiad any monarch greater rea- 
fon for it. Notwithftanding the mfinuations thrown 
out by fome peflilent movers of fedition, I truft that 
in the enfuing, as in preceding Parliaments, we ihall 
find the fame good underflanding and harmony, which 
alone has been the caufe of our prefent happinefs, ai}d 
which alone can render it lafting. The very calling of 
a parliament is in itfelf a fymptom of fanity in our ftate. 
It implies either that there are no juft grounds of com- 
plaints, or that, if there are, the prince is ready ta 
near and to redrefs them, when that refpedable body 
is affe'mbled, who have an immediate right of laying 
th^rj grievances before the throne. 

A|3 our affairs are now iituated, when not only our 
prefent welfare, but our future profperity, feems to tura 
upon a moment, when matters of the moft interefting 
nature call for conlideration, when bufineft of the latt 
confequence is to be done, and thertis fo little time to do 
it in, I will not, I cannot believe, that even that little 
(hall be made left by the * prorogation of Parliament. Let 
the enemies of the adminiftration pretend what they will, 
I muft here be an infidel, Imuft confider it as one of thole 
many lying reports which the fons of fedition induftrioufly 
propagate, and with which they endeavour to embroil 
pubiic affairs merely to ferve their private intereftsJ 
What ! on the eve of peace, and of fiich a peace as muft 
either eftablifli or ruiji us for ever, (for in our prefent ^i' 
tuation, leaded as we are with an enormous debt, there 
appears no alterJiativc) fball the great council of the na- 
tion be poftponed ? True it is, that although they fupply 
the finews of the war, they have no right to make peace ; 

but 
'\t Farllameot wa$ proroj;ue4 to the I5tb of KoTcmber* 
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but they have an undoiibted right of examining into th^ 
peace when made, and if it fhall be found difhonour 
able and difadvantageous, a circumftan c well deferving 
fcrious coniideration at this, time, they have an 'un- 
doubted right alfo of cirlling the advifcrs of it to a fe- 
vere account. If the peace befuch as redounds to the 
;idvantage of this nation, no matter by whom it is made. 
Scot and EvgHjhmen in that refpeft are the fame, and 
matters of lefs confequence may remain to be debated 
afterwards at leifure ; but it it fhall be inadequate 
to our* great fucceflTes, unequal to thofe hopes which we 
have juttly formed of fecuring and enlarging our com»- 
mercc, of ftraitening the enemy in their marine, and 
depriving therh of thofc nurferics of feamcn, which 
alone have enabled them to carry on the war, then let 
the advifers of it turn back to paft ages, and from the 
examples of others, learn to tremble for themfelves.. 

If wc enquire into the caufe of that dilTatisfadion 
which at prcfcnt prevails, and exanniite the grounds on 
which the opinion of oiur having a bad peace is foundc4, 
at a tirtie when we have all tSc right in the world to 
cxped the psace to be goodj we ihalf fftid a diftruft of 
the prcfent miniftry either as to abilities or integrity, 
or bJjth, to be the real fource orthis difcontent. The 
word favtnufite hath been artfiilly bctzzed about to in- 
flame oiu mihds, which, without any comments on it, 
are apt enough to take fire even at the name. The 
ideas which an Ei)^i(hman forms on the very mention 
of that word, arc luch as infpirc him with fufpicioa: 
he looks back to paft tiroes, he there fees the fatal 
confequences which have arifen, when private afFec- 
ton hath taken the lead of public coniiderations,~ and 
h- immediately applies it to nis own time. However 
clearly he may fee the right of the fovereign to appoint 
' his own fervants, yet when they are appointed to fuch 
ofliices as arc of a public nature, he cannot, nor indeed 
ought he to be cafv, if he thinks they are unequal to 
the places'whtch they ffll. and that the nation may be 
ihjured by them. As no people ever fufFcred more by 
•favourites, ve-arc the more excufeaWe if we carry this 
point to cxfcefs, if ojir fears are fomctimes quicker 
than reafon warrants^ and the event juftifies : knowing 
* ' F 4 how 
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bow revcrely we have (inarted from their laih fornerlf, 
we figure to our inin<fe the fame effeds now. Wc ate 
convinced of the truth of Shakdpeare's ol^arvati^n, 

" That man that fits within a monarch's heart 
^' And ripens in the funlhine of his favour, 
*' Would he abttfe the countenance of the king, 
'< Alackv what mifchiefs might he fet abroach 
*' In ihadow of fuch grcatne^ T' 

Our a|H)reheniions iramediate])r take the aWm, we faiv- 
cy ourfclvcs ready to become wpeful iiiftanccs of the 
Influence of a fiivmrite ; wc fee his power^ and wc 
infer his incHnation to do evil. Nor are theTe ksm leC- 
fened when we coniider the objed of them as of a di^* 
rent nation ; for, notwithftanding the Union, the.ri^d 
friends of Did England have not yet thought themfdve* 
to coniider the Sc$tt as the fame people, ai^d coim>l]' 
ment them with their places aad prefenpents with a 
good grace. 

Another caufe of diftruft at this mn^kure is the iu- 
flucnce of Tmes turned courtiers. Whilft we could per- 
ceive the Whigs, thofe old and fkm friends oTthe con* 
ftitution and of the prefenc family on the thtOfie, ftand- 
ing in fome degree of credit, and holding ^ (bare in th« 
adminiftration, we we^-c folcfably cafy in thiA fefpcd; 
but now that thefa^e ^f j^irs is clHBgfsd, s^d they 
feem to be in diTgrace, 4MI whom ftfOil we rely ? 'Xka 
Duhc 9f DtwinJhirA, : delc#mkd fif^ ^. f^mijy, whofe 
anions have done honour to their mnk, well kiu>wn for 
conftitutional principl(?s» untainted with Me confide- 
rations* of intereft, a ftcanger to U£!i\^o!fk zeal, of ac- 
knowledged underftaudinff, integrity and ipod&r^tion, 
was to every tr»e lover of i|is ic^uiitry a rqcjc pa which 
he might wkh confidence x^"^^ >i§ tr i^ft^ 9n4 juftice 
m>|ht declare that te? ncv^ would take a part in any 
adbon which was ncoutrairy tor the intereft of l>is coun- 
try, or give the (an^n of hismm^jQc^ouotcnance'^ior- 
rupt adminiftratiofi. T^is Security Ve are how deprived 
of, and him whom we could with joy a»d cftnfidence be-* 
hold at the head of affairs, we fee divefted o{ all authority

files of libertjr* tho^ abeUars of arbitrary power* 
tl oCe fwom foes of oar conftinmea, ibc TVir/ P^ For- 
b d it, heaven ! Cox^fider them as bred uf> m the nidi- 
meAts of tfeaTQAy as cotitimiiiig (aft to the faoie tenets* 
cveo after thej came to muurkf, and were €af>aWe of 
iudging for themfelves^ as holding their midoight afTcm- 
Iblies, and fecretly facrtficiag at the altars of rebellion, 
as openly ridiculing the family on the throne, thwart- 
ing every meaiure taken for its eftablifliment, and in 
the moft perilons times iiuing down ioaCUve, and with 
their wifhcs aiBitii» tboTe who ahned at the rum of the 
^ate, and whom they would no doubt have alSfled in 
a more efFedual manner, had n«t fear prevented. ^ Are 
thefc men to be depended on ^ Shatt we believe that 
they have changed their way of thinking ? wc may, 
when they can (hew us any good and fufficient caQf<e for 
fuch change, and point out the reafons by which they 
were convmced. Men of underftanding quit not root- 
ed opinions, which they have matiurely weighed, exa- 
mined, and approved, in which they have perfifted and 
juftificd thcml elves many years, without fome ftrongand 
very convincing reafon, which brings truth home to 
them in a manner not to be relifted. But what rea- 
fon can they produce, which they had not before tryed 
and rejedcd ? Sufpicion therefore, whether well or ill 
founded is not the qucftion, will fuggeft to us either 
that they kave not. changed th^ir opmion, and only 
pretend it, the moct eafily to accomp^iih the worft of 
purpofe^, or that intereft alone hath worked the change 
in them. If th^ firft of thefe is the cafe, it is obvious 
how much they are to be feared; if the laft, it is 
plain hctw little they are to be trufted. 

Another and indeed the ftrongeft reafon for diftruft, 
is a rumour lately fpread by the emilTaries of the difaf- 
fcded, and too readily received by the multitude, that 
the chief diredion of affairs is to be given into the hands 
of that perfon whom every man of honour defpifcs, and 
every lover of his country is bound to curfe : a rumour 
"^^Hich, if coniidered properly, carries its own refutation 
along with it ? Is ;t poffibio that we fhould forget the 
means by which we were brought to the brink of ruin, 
X F 5 entirely 
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cntirclf owing to him ? Is it pofiible that wc fliould be 
ignorjuit how univcrfallv he is hatedi diftrufted and de- 
fpifed? Can wc forget his breaches of private faith, and 
his abufes of puUic truft? His very enemies allow him 
great abilities ; but will his warmeft friends fav that he 
ever employed them to any good purpofe? Tne great- 
nefs of his underftanding ierves only to make the bad- 
nefs of his heart more formidable, and to render our 
appreheniions of him more terrible. Can we then 
think fo meanly o( the prefent adminifhration, as to 
imagine they will ever join with fuch a man, much 
lefs 4hat they will ad under his direAiOn ? Prejudice 
itfelf can never believe it of fhem ; and I with much 
grcjiter pleafure, and a fuller faith, receive the report, 
that the adminiftration of affairs is to be lodged, where 
every true Briion would wiih it^ in th* hands of Mr. 
FOX.

ENVY and column; have in every age bceii the at- 
tendants on fuperior vktue. The world has at aM 
times been curfed with fom^ etil and malignant fpirit% 
who, inftead of being fired with noble emulation at the 
great adions even.of their own countrymen, have repin- 
ed at their glories, and wept in tjie midft of the grateful 
acclamations of a whole people. The hero oi Milton (hcd 
fuch tean af virtue at the view of the happy ftate of our 
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firft parents. Their next ftep is an attempt to ruin the 
profpcrity, which they envy ; or cfTedually to deftroy 
all tnc noble fruits which would have accrued from any 
divine fuccclTes in which they had no llaic. In fome 
inflances, which could be mentioned from firmer periods 
of the Englipi hiftory, every mean art has been employ- 
ed, and every difhonourablc and reproachful method 
made ufc of, not only to difgrace and ruin the nation at 
that time, but to prevent pbfterity from blefling the 
memory of a great patriot, who wilhed to have entailed 
on his country, dignity, wealth and empire. I am fure 
the fagacious reader will immediately apprehend that I 
muft mean to allude to the great Duke oi Marlborough, 
and the four laft years of queen j^nne^ when the ac- 
tion of the Tories patched up the infamous, and, in the 
^ile of that time, the felonious ^^2iCt oiUhetcht, (fo in* 
tft/ff^tttf/tf to the fucccflcs of that /vczx^ the mifchiefs of 
which we have ever fince ,moft fevcrely felt. Almoft 
every thing won from the French by the wifdom or va- 
lour of a JVhig adminiftration, thefe vipers bred and 
nourifhed in the bofom of our country, facrificed to 
ffflw;* from a luft of power, and the iutcreftcd views oT 
their fadion, ever propitious and favourable to the de- 
figns of the ancient enemy of this kingdom. 

In great fouls the virtuous deeds even of a rival or an 
enemy have kindled the fame noble flame. After Mil* 
ttades had gained the battle of Marathon, 7hemifiocies 
gave up all the diffipated pleafures of an irregular youth, 
and applied himfelf (olely to public affairs, declaring 
th^ he could not fleep for the trophies of Miltiades, To 
this gcnerpus emulation in the career of glory, his coun- 
try was indebted for the important vidory at Salamis, 
and in confequcnce for the prefervation of the liberties 
0(2X1 Greece. 

In little, narrow, fcliifli minds, the effed is direAIy 
oppofite. Inftead of covering himfelf with fair laurels, 
^^'on in the caufe of virtue, the vulgar wretch will en- 
deavour to blaft or fteal others, which a generous minci 
^ould think almoft equal to facrilege. The conqueft 
pf Martinique was undoubtedly the honeft fame and 
Jtift aptolaufe of the late miniftry ; yet feme of the 
F^fcnt hackney hirelings (though fo often convidedby 
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tl^ ftubborn evidence of fa^s and dates) are ftill a« 
fcnbiii£ the whole merit of that conqueil to the Scot' 
ttpi idol whom they worfiup, tho' tt is known that not a 
fiiigle order relative to that noble plan iHii^d from any 
one of the Scoitijh fadion. The Havannah likewife 
ought to have been in our pofTeffion many months ago. 
If the advice in writing oi the 1 8 th of September had 
been followed* not only a vidoriou9 wreath from ^.lirr 
liad decorated a facrei brow already adorned with 
French laiircb, but what is of infinitely greater im- 

J>ortance the lives of rnaay brave EngUjhmen had been 
iaved to their families and their countij. The real' 
matter of the prefent quarrel with ^aiu fub/ifted ra ar 
fiUl force in Septeikber as in January, Is not every man 
of fenfe in this kingdom convinced^ that the prefent 
2dminiftration were indeed very Ihort-fighted^ and at laft 
plunged the nation into a Spanifh war for a trifling verbal 
Mute, aknoft entirely overlooking all the great niatter 
ofthe moft direft hoftile tendency \ The event of this 
war has been moft fortunate, moft glorious to Engiani^ 
and every;^circumftance cpncurrcd to give us vi^ory. 
The enemy we had moft reafon to dread, the feafiit^ 
proved favourable beyond what the annals of the wef- 
tern world can tell r yet vihcn we recoiled that there 
were only 2 coo men of all the Britifh troops left capa- 
ble of real icrvicc at the furrcndcr of the Havannah^ 
as appears from the returns, we muft congratulate 
ourfclvcs on our amazing good fortiui^, no Icfs than 
on the valour and intrepidity of the beft troops, which 
were ever coUeded and formed in the American world. 

One great fburce of calumrjy againft the late miniftcr 
has been the profecution of ihe war in Germany, This 
objcdiion is made to confift of two partsw The one re- 
ipefts the enormous expence of this war, in the manner 
it has been carried on ; the other, the fitnsfs of en- 
gaging at all in that war. As to the fi»ft^ I will only 
lay that the money department was not that of the late 
minifter, nor did he ever interfere in it. If the German 
contradors have defrauded this nation of the immenfc 
fums they are charged with, let thofe whofe particular 
province it was to have examined and checked their 
accountf^ bear the blame. Undoubtedly it does not 
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fall within the province of the fccrctary of ftate for the 
foiithem departments. As to the fitncft of the mea- 
fure, I wHl not now difciifs that queffion. I /halt only 
obfcrve that the firft treaty with the king of Prujpa 
was j(ign£d fcy Mr. Fox, who was then fecrctary of ^atc, 
on the i^thof y^A^rf 1756, and was juried in as 
the happy jconfcq^uence of the Rujfan and HeJpsCaJJel 
treaties. Every meafure, fince that time, refpedin^ the 
war in Cerman}, has been taken in UiW concert wim all 
the adhiiniftration, and in particular with Lord Buie ; 
yet when tios part of the war came to be thought un« 
popular, the odium of that mcafure wa? entirely thrown 
on Mr. Pift* I ftaXX not forget with what wonderfui 
eloquence the moll intimate friends of Lord Bute ha* 
raogued on this fingU topic at their private dinners, 
tho* only one • gentleman faintly oppoled it in Parlia- 
ment ; and there in a manner rather calculated to fave 
a very particular charadcr, than to ^ive mankind the 
highcft ideas of his zeal fof the public. How big with 
cxpedation was the Committee of fiipply in thei^Par- 
liamcnt, on the motion for 670,00c) 1. to the king of 
PruJ/la^ when Mr. Charhftn in his ^irrt^d and Jhrewf 
way called upon Sir George Lee, who had rifen in- 
deed not i^^ to oppofe the motfon, but to go out of 
the houfe f A roar of laughter enfued, but no oppofi- 
tion was made to thxt motion. The confidence of^an- 
land in t^at minifby wim fo great, that the largeft Aims 
ever granted by Parliament, paiTed in a whifper between 
a gentleman of the Treafury and the chairman. The 
vittory of Rofhfch had dcmonffrated the zeal and firm- 
ncfs of the king of Prujpa to the common caufe againft 
our tnoft inveterate enemies the R-cnch, and had endear* 
ed him to every true Englijhman, He was no lefs the 
favourite of the prince, than of the parliament and 

5cople, and Lescefter-houji was known, equally with St. 
anks% to approve every meafure relative to the Cer^ 
«w» war, for there had been the fuUeft participation, 
and approbation of all-the counfcls refpedhig that im- 
portant point. Since the accefllon of our prcfcnt moft 

gracious 

* Sir YmkCtt D«ib««6< evefy feflb* gayt «f tte fane boRUtiflil 
•tttiuil dow#r9 on the PrulGan treaties* 
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gracious Sovereign, it does not appear that there has 
ecn any change in* the German fyftem. J rather fear 
that the nation will believe the prefent miniftry is more 
germanized than any this country has ever had ; bc- 
caufc their grcatcft efforts have Been made, and their 
real ftrength pointed to fave Hanover and HeffCy in which 
they have fucceedcd, but for want of timely and ade- 
quate fucceffors have loft almoft dXi Portugal, an objed 
of infinitely greater importance to this commercial king- 
dom. We have now for more than two years been hap- 
7 under his Majefty's mild an.d gracious government, 
iut,the German war has gone on juft as it did in the 
reign of his grandfather; and I appeal to the worlds 
whether any event, but that of a Peace, was likely to 
bring the Britsjh troops back to their own country. The 
noble Lords who moved and fupported that queftion the 
laft winter in the upperhoufc, found that they made 
their court very ill, lomc of them fmarted for the at- 
tempt, and all oppoiition to that meafure was foon laid 
afide. 

Another copious fource of calumny on Mr. Pitt ha« 
been the protended defertion of the public at the 
moft critical period. I did not expcd to have feen this 
urged, after the great part Mr. Pitt aded through the 
laft feffion of Parliament. How nobly did he fupport the 
caufe of his country, and its firm ally, the king of Por- 
iugal, invaded contrary to the law of nothns, folely from 
ills attachment to England f Did he at any one moment 
endeavour to fow the feeds of difcord, or to kindle the 
leaft ipark of fadion t On the contrary, was not his 
manly eloquence exerted to ftrengthen the hands of 
government, to give refolution and fpirit to a feeble 
and irref'olute adminiftration, and to endeavour to fave 
Portugal, not by an ill-timed and penurious, but by 
the moft efficacious and adequate affiftance of every 
kind. His zeal for the public, his firmnefs, fpmt and 
moderation, were no lefs admired than the folic! wifdom, 
deep policy and heroic magnanimity of his counfcls. 
His very eiiemies bear teftimony to his patriotifm and 
greatnefs of foul under all the provocations of petulant, 
miberal abufe, and on the moft trying occafions. I have 
t^c fatisfaaion of hoping, that through the next moft 

important 
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important fcflion, the public will reap the benefit of 
the cleareft head and of the moft upright heart. If 
this juji and glorious ivar fhould be terminated by an 
4^uttable and glorious Peace, as we have reafon to ex- 
pe^ from his Majefty's moft gracious anfwer to the laft 
addi'eft of the City of London y I am fure that meafurc 
will derive the firmeft fuppbrt from Mr.' Pitt, If the 
feACc to be made Ihould be inglorious ^ inadequate to 
the wonderful fuccefles -of his wife coXmfels, dijgrace* 
ful to England, and difionourahle to her allies ; if nei- 
ther Jecttrkj nor permanency ihould appear to be the 
great oL^e^ of it, but the feeds of future wars Ihould 
be fhcwn lor ourfelves and our pofterity, then I hope 
that Mr. Pttt will ftand forth, pour all his vengeance 
and point all his thunders againft thefe foes of his 
country, and bring them to condign puniihraent. There 
is not, I am fatistied, if fuch a cafe ihould exift, any 
power able to fcreen fuch ^il councilors from the re- 
fentment of a have and injured nation, who would 
then be exafperated that their moft important conquefts, 
the purchafe of fb much blood and treafure, were given 
up to th«ir ancient and perfidious enemy. 

The laft topic of abufe I (hall now mention is, the late 
minifter's dilating to and magifterially controlling all 
the other fervants of the crown and all public offices. 
I never heard any proof offered of this, but the iinglc 
word gu/de in the letter to a friend. It is not even pre- 
tended that he ever impofcd any one creature or depen-- 
dant on the board of freafury. Admiralty^ Sec, or paid 
any low fycophant by places in the Exciji or Cuftomsm 
Tlic proof refts fingly on his own expreflion in a letter 
no hnger allimed to guide \ yet in that pafi'age it is con- 
fined to the • meafures to be taken againft Spain, of 
tffe higbep importance to the honow^f the crown, and t4 , 
the moft effential national interefts.^^ — Spain is in the de- 
p^ment o£ the Southern Secretary, and every difpatch 
to the court of Madrid muft, if he had continued in 
that office, have been drawn up and figned by Mr. 
Pi$t, in direft oppofition to what he even at that 
time clearly faw was the honour of the crown, and the

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wtneft of the nation. He therefore appears fo hare 
been under a iieicffity •£ reigning the SeaU. There 
h indeed m the Leturs verfifi^d t fine, florid hat««igue 
of the (rtfident 9f the cnMcil again* Mr. Pin, wbkk 
would tully prove this charge ; bi^ unluckity Lord 
CrsmM^ has feyeral times declared that tlte whole 
fpccch is pure mvcntton, anH detitute of all feoiHance 
of truth. Now I have mentioned the Lettirs vtrfifiti^ . 
I vnW juft take itotice that the author of that pampUet 
began the i^erfonalittes of theprefcnt pa^^er v<^r, and 
invented the moft ihamefal hd^oodc, to which kc da- 
lidd to fee fome of the moft refpei^ble nannas of this^ 
kincdom. I ntrw fpeak on! j of tiie petffonalkies of the 
preicnt/tf/<T war.. 

Perfonaliiie* of a different kitid took tfieu- tife fror^ 
another quarter. Mr- ^^^, the moft accompltihed 
Fmsnckr in Eurafc, wai. dltfrniTed <for he would not 
refign) foldy from ^ pei^ibual pique of «he i^fenC nii^ 
nifter. He refused to foq an»ean and fervile court 
wherehi it wot expeded^ and could nrv«r be bMmght to' 
lend himfelf to forward the r«m cf Mmy and fVf^- 
gifm^ or to fubjcd a great • EvgHfif cbvtt^j to a TSt/ 
and a Stuart, ^very man of common undefftanding» 
even fo early» very deariy faw what the friends of li- 
berty were to exped, when the talont were fully grown. 
The event has abundantly juftffied thofe fears ; but I 
hope the moft cordial Wmggj^ union and harmony will 
now prevail anoong all thcinendB of their eountry. It 
Js, under fo many repeated mortifications, the finccreft 
confolation to every EngUjiman^ that there « now 
fcarcdy a party among the natives of this kingdom.afl- 
moft every man in his ftation imitating the illuftriout 
examples of the Duke of Devonjhhe, Marquis of Rock- 
Jngham, ^nd many ^^ the true, free nobles of this 
cmwtd and infulte4 country.

ALmoft every man I meet looks ftrangely on me— 
fome induftrioufiy avoid me — others i)afs me ^' 
lent — ftarc — and fhake their heads. — Thofe few, thofe 
very few, who are not afraid to take a • lover of hh' 
country by the hand, congratulate me on being alive 
and at liberty.— rThey advife circumfpe(5Kon— for, they 
do not know — they cannot tell— but — the times— —

— — not indeed that they thcmfclvcs— but— then in 
truth— God onlykhows^— 

My 
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My corrcfpondents likewife, thofe who fecmed moft 
fangiiine in the caiVfc, who were the moft ready to -en- 
courage and affiftine in my undertaking, are tainted with 
fufpicion and fear ; and thofe letters which ufcd to 
breathe the genuine fpirit of Old Erglip) libertj, arc be- 
come infipid, tame, and languid. Caution harh got the 
better of every pu^ic virtue, and difcretion is fubftituted 
in the place of true wifdom. Not content with ikis bafely 
frying from their colours themielvcs, they*^ wonhi tempt 
mc to follow the infamous example ; and as an induce- 
ment thereto, propofc their confidcratioh of my own 
fafcty. If, however, they exped their folicitations to 
have any w^eight, let them come forth from thofe faft- 
lieflcs wnerc tear hath entrenched them ; let them no 
longer talk in the clouds, no longer fatisfy themfdvcs 
with general admonitions ; but honeftly defcend to par- 
ticulars, and declare the caufc on which thofe admoiii- 
tions are grounded. Let them point out, if they can, and 
if they dare, from whom, and on what account. I am in 
danger, before they produce it as a motive to effed my 
condud ; and plainly fhall they prove that I have dcferv^ 
cd punifhmcnt, before they fliall opprcfs me with the fear 
of u. The laws, I am certain, are. of no party ; nor will 1 
harbour one moment's doubt of thofe who arc appointed 
to put them in force. Fiar \z the proper companion of 
gtait only ; and I have not yet learned to call a finccre and 
uniform love of my King, and my Country, by that name. 
This humour of fufpicion feems to have taken it^ rife 
from the confinement of fome perfons concerned in the 
Mom'tor; but how doth' that afFed the Norfh-BrkoM? 
In our opinions^ perhaps, we may agree ; in oiir mode of 
communicating tncrn, we certainly differ; and with re- 
lation to confequencea, ftand wholly unconneded. . Some 
writers in the ^ow/or have been taken into cuftody ; and, 
for my own part, whatever may be the language of po- 
pular prejudice, I will luppofe on fubftantial grounds. 
On a careful pcrufal of thofe pafpers, indeed, I have 
found nothing within the gripe of the law, according to 
my humble apprehenfiohs ; but I have happily taught 
myfclf the uiciul lelTon, that thofe who are fiiperior to 
me in rank, muft, of confequcnce^ be fupeiior in under- 
handing alfo ; and that a great man can fee hither into a 
G.4 mill- 
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miU'ftone, than one of low degree. But bdldcs this grand 
'article of Staie Creeds, circnmftaoccs all concur, and^ I 
make no doubt, but the event will join, to juftify the ap- 
prehenfions of ihofc gentlemen. The liberty of the 
prefs, that bulwark of the liberties of the people, is fo 
dcfervcdly efieemed, that every attack made on it is pro- 
dudive of danger. Punflhmems inflided even on the li- 
centioufnefs of it are unpopular, and have been attended 
with difagreeable confequences. ' It cannot then be ima- 
gined bv any candid man, that at this jundure any ftep 
ibould DC taken, which might be deemed a wanton, vex- 
atious, and oppreffive infringement of that glorious pri- 
vilege. The particulars of that procedure have not, in- 
deed, tranfpired ; but till the contrary appears. It is a 
juilice we owe to every adminiftration, to fuppofe they 
have fomc reafon for what they do. To take any man 
into cuftody, and deprive liim of his liberty, without 
having fomc feeming foundation at leaft, on which to 
juftity fuch a ftep, is inconfiftent with whdom and found 
policy. If, upon examination, (which^ furely, the com- 
mon feelings of humanity would fuggeft ought to be as 
A)ccdy as poffiblc) that foundation proves weak, theft to 
detain thofe perlbns, or to oblige them to give in bail, 
in order to obtain a difcharge, which, under fuch cir- 
cumftances, they have a right to iii the moft free and ab- 
folute manner, is inconflftent with juftice ; and from 
thence I conclude, proceeding on the well-known wif- 
dom and equity of the prcfcnt adminiftration, that we 
may now believe, and fhall hereafter be convinced, that 
this ftcp was warranted by weighty and fufficient reafons. 
The abettors of fadion, who, to promote their fcdi- 
tious defigns, and fow difcontent amongft the people, 
will iiy any thing, have undertaken to relate the particu- 
lars of this affair, and to account for fomc circumftances 
of it, thp*, I fuppofe, no better informed than I myfclf 
am. ihcy prefume to point out the very papers complain- 
ed of, and fay (but thai — no— thai we cannot believe) the 
complaint was carried back againtt papers, written fomc 
months before ; and froni thence they form arguments 
and draw inferences, the mighty abfurdity of which is 
evident to the moft common reader. For— thus they 
^eU-— if that paper is criminal now, it was criminal at the, 
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iirft moment of ita publication. Why then n^t taken 
notice of before this tfme f becaufe — thus, you fee, 
thcfc curious politicians are qucftion and anfwer both— 
becaufe it Would then have ferved no prrticular purpolc 
—but now, at this important and critical jundurc, it 
might be of excellent ufe to ftop the mouths of thofe 
who imagine it pofliblc to love their country, although 
they exclaim againtt the minifter ; and who really ligh 
for a good peace, yet, might be inclined to reprefcnt 
the falfe freiiminaries handed about^ as moft intamous 
and injurious to England. ' * , 

T hefe children of difafFedion have dared likewife to 
infinuate, that there is no intention of • profecuting 
this aifair any farther ; and bail was given in merely 
for a colour, and to fave appearances ! that fome pri- 
vate conditions are fettled, (as now and then in more 
public treatks we have met with a fecret article which 
has rendered all that was pnblifhed of little or none efFed) 
and that the terrors of a profecution are to hang over 
their heads without being enforced. Shallow and im- 
pudent pretence ! Will any minifter lay himfclf thua 
open to cenfure ? If there are no grounds of cx)mplaint, 
mhy.werc they obliged to give in bail ? If there are, 
why fhould they not be brought to juftice ? To inlift on 
bail, in the firft inftance, is an oppreifion of individuals : 
to drop the profecution is, in the laft inftance, a de- 
fcrtion of the public : nor can I well difcern, however 
different they are in degree, where, as to complexron, 
the compromiling a mifdemeanor differs from com- 
pounding a felony. 

• As little credit ought thefe malevolent fpirits to meet 
with when they fuggcft, that paflages to he found in 
hiftory, and fairly quoted word for word, with confidera- 
tions on the fuppofed prelhnmarksy and general thoughts 
on the peace, were the ground-work of this complaint. 
Paflages of hiftory^ of what nature foever, communi- 
cated to the public, without any parallel drawn, without 
any comment or application made, can never be proper 
objeds of the law. Should this ever be the cafe, we 
muft be (Cautious how we quote fcripturc in oUr i'ermons, 

* No profccwton was carried on, and a'l the recognizances ar« 
now adually difchar^ed. 
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left our churches be turned into goals, and our pulpits 
into pillories. It may be dangerous to taUc of the difiR:- 
rcnces between the children of Jfrac/ 9XidJudah\ and. 
to fay, that the former had ten parts ittthc king (when 
the latter had but two) and therefore ought to have 
•been confulted, may be ingenioudy conftrued into, 
whatever crime mifinterpreters fhall think fit. Not he, 
who merely quotes an hiftorical palfage, but he who 
makes the application, is the libeller. If ever the ftrong 
hand of aiithority jhould fo far prevail over truth and 
reafon, as to maintain the contrary, and eftablith a. 
dodrine fo novel and. erroneous^ we may then bid adieu 
to the hlierty of the prefs. 

Much lefs can we believe that to have confidered 
the fuppofed preliminaries, and to have thrown out 
thoughts on the fubjed oi peace, was made any part of 
a crimiaal charge. The peace dcfervcs, and indeed de- 
mands, the mott ferious confideration, for it is the near 
concern of every individual. Where the right of 
making peace, and where the right of examining it, 
when made, is placed, we all know ; but every man, 
furely, hath a right to have, and to give an opinion in 
an affair, 'where he himfelf is fo materially interefted. 
Should the peace be of fuch a nature, as to procure us 
ihofc advantages we have a right to cxped, and to pro- 
vide cvery^ human method of fecuring them to us ; 
where is the man, who loves his country, that will'not 
fufpend all partial and narrow coniiderations to applaud 
thofe who were concerned in accomplifhing it \ But 
(hould it, which/ God forbid, prove of a different na-. 
ture, and the fetds of a future war be left in it, where 
is the' Engli{hman who fhall be afraid to condemn 'it ? 
For our own part, the reafon we have not as yet en- 
tered upon that fubjeft, was, the uncertainty whether 
the preliminaries, as handed about, were true, and our 
hopes that they were not. For a full grat'fication in 
this point we have hitherto waited, and fhall poftponc 
our confidcfations on this head till that fatisfadion can 
be obtained. 

One tiling, however, I cannot help obferving, be-^ 
fpre I quit this fubjed, which is, the manner in which 
it is become fafhionablc to difcourfc on this head. 

Thofe 
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Thofc who have little underftanding, and thofc who 
have no integrity (no contemptible party for number 
and powery think that we ought to be fatisficd, if the 
peace is much' better than we could have expeded at 
the commencement of the war. But. this is nothing to 
the purpofe. Our ancient and perfidious enemy forced 
us into a bloody and expenfive (and give me leave to add, 
however unfafliionable, a juft and necej/arf) luar, for 
the maintenance of our rights, and the recover/ of 
what they had deprived us of. From that moment all 
the expence arifing from the war, becomes a part of 
the original demand on them ; an^ whatever places wq 
take, ought at leaft, and with the rnoft moderate, to 
be ccniidcred as fo many places held as a fecurity for 
their fulHlling the engagements entered into, but never 
executed in former treaties ; for their adjufting the 
differences, on vhich the war was grounded, in our fa- . 
vour, and for the repayment of thofe fums which we 
expended in bringing them to reafou. But, in this, 
cafe, I fhould venture to go one ftcp farther, nor 
fcrnple to aflcrt, that to have a*/>^jc^ adequate to our 
fucceffes, we mufi £tc preliminariss very dilfcrent froni 
thofe handed about. All the places we have conquered 
arc adually ours, and I cannot fuffici^ntly admire the 
complaifance of the French, who are willing to cede, 
as they are pleafcd to call it, what is already in our pof- 
feffion, and what they have no profpcd of recovering. 
Canada is at this inftant as much ours as CibraUar', and 
the reft of pur conqucfts admit as little dii'pute. How 
far gencrofity may influence us, I cannot determine ; 
but, I hope, we fhall be juft to ourfelves, before we 
think of being generous to them. To what extent a 
prudential conlideration of our o^n home fituatiori 
ought to prevail, I fhall hereafter examine; and fhall 
only fay at prefent, that how itri61y adequate thelc 
. fupppfed p-elminaries are to our fuccefles, will appear 
from the equality of what each party is to furrcndcr 
to the other, as may \>t at one view feen by the follow- 
ing ftatc of thcra.

When the king n^ncd the ratificalion of th» Preliminaries, he iaid 
to thoie about him, *' that he had never written his name 
** with more pleaiure." > All the foreign Gazettes. 

IT is with the deepeft concern, aftonifliment, and 
indignation^ that tne Prelimnary art ides of Peace ^ 
have been received by the public They arc of fuch 
a nature, that they more rcfemble the ancient treaties 
of fricndfliip and alliance between France and her M^ 
firm ally, Scotland, than any which have ever fiibfifted 
between that power, and her natural enemy ^ England. 
The Prcliminaiies, which were communicated by a 
Scctfman to the London Chronicle , and publifhed fo early 
as the 9 th of November in that paper, gave a general 
alarm : yet, thofe publiihed by autlwrityy are, in many 
refpeds, lefs adequate to what England has nwj a right 
to expcd. I (hall 'only inftance in two points, refpcd- 
ing the important article' of the Newfoundland fijhery. 
In the genuine preliminaries the French ^re not exr 
eluded from fijh'mg in the Gulph of St, Lawrence, as is 
aQerted in the London Chronicle, On the contrary. 
Article 3 exprefly fays, '* His Britannic Majcfty con- 
* fcnts to leave to the Moft Chrijlian Kiiig's fubjcds 
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" the liberty to filh in the gulph of St. Lawrence, o\\ 
" condition, that the fubjcfts ot France do not cxercife 
" the faid fi/hery, but at the diftance of three leagues 
" from all the coafts belonging to 6r^/7/ ^r//j/», as well 
*' thofe of the continent, as thofe of the iflands (ituated 
" in the faid Gulph of St. Lawrence:'* a grant which, 
if they improve it, will turn out to be a grant of the 
whole filhery, iinlefs our wife miniilry will contrive to 
ered fca marks, to be vi/ible thro* the eternal fogs of 
thofe feas, and to have them guarded by the w'hole 
fleet of England. Mr. Piit found himfclf fo ill fup- 
ported in the cabinet, and was fo much over-ruled in 
fomc important points, that he did at length agree to 
leave this privilege to the French, for the fake o{ peacs at 
that time ; but the laft year he declared in a great 
aflcmbly, that he repented having done it, that it was 
worth while, even at the prefent great cxpence, to carry 
on the war another year, for the fake of preferving that 
fifbery entire to England, and that if we made any fu- 
ture acquiiitions of importance, he put in his claim, to 
be for an abfolute exclufive right in this nation, and 
never would confentto admit the French to the fmalleft 
fliate of the fifhery. The war has been carried on an- 
other year ; we have lince conquered Martinique^ the 
Havann^ih/ ^c» vi^ have recovered ■ all Hanover ^ alm6ft 
all He^e, isc, our ally the king oi Prujpa is triumphant; 
yet the fijbery is now in a worfe ftate than it was by the 
former ncgociation. That r^ck *5/. Feter only, fpr the 
jertde Miquelon was not included, by the arjwer (t/' Eng- 
land to the ultimatum of France, was ceded to France, on 
the express condition, " that an Englijh commiifary 
*' ihall be allowed to refidc there, and the commander 
** of the Britip) fquadron at Newfoundland^ (ball be at 
*' liberty from time to time to infped the faid ifle and 
"the faid port, to fee that the ftipulations above ex- 
** prefTed, of no fortifications, no military eft/thlsfhrnent ^ ifc. 
are punftually obferved.*' The London Chronicle fays, 
** that Miquelon and St, Peter's are fubjeft to the infpec- 
" tion of an Engliflj commifTary, by. the prefent Preli- 
** minaries:" but no fuch provision' is to be found in 
. them. Tht only fecurity the prefent minifter has taken 
is Cm jirt. 4.) the French king's R-yal Word, often 
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pledged to this nation, and almoft as often violated. I 
will juft take notice that ^^W(?« fcems to have been 
yielded to France, merely from ivantonnefs, or a ridicu- 
lous gen.rofity : for in the Mimoirc H'tftorifie it is faid, 
" the ceffion of the ifle of St. Peter was accepted on 
** conditions more than burthcnfome : the union of 
** Miquelon to St. Peter was of the leaft confequence, 
** and the Duke de Ch^ifeul even afTured Mr. IStanley, 
** that fuch a ceffion would not be infiflcd on." 

According to the Ppcliminariesy now published by au- 
thcrlty, the ccfllons to be made to France were*^ fairly 
ftated in the laft North Briton, The immenfc facrificcs 
we have made to the ancient enemy of thefe kingdoms 
feem neither to have, arifen from neccffity, nor to be 
•warranted by any rules of found policy. Almoft all 
th? glorious advantages we had gained over our moflr 
reftlefs and perfidious foe, our minifters have given 
away ; and in confequence of this weaknefs, or of this 
treachery, the trade and commerce of France will foon 
be in a more fiouriiKing (late than in the moft profpe- 
rous times fince their monarchy began, and oirrs in the 
fame proporiion 'will decline. Their fugar-iflands are 
reftored to them greatly improved, by all the arts of 
EngHlh' cultivation, very foon to rival, perhaps, to ruin, 
our own colonies. We have, indeed, planted, but they 
are to reap the harveft. The French king, by a ftrokc of 
his pen, has regained whi all the power of that nation, 
and her allies, could never have recovered ; and Eng^^ 
/and, once more the dupe ofafubtle negociatiou, has, 
confented, to give up very nearly all her conquefts, the 
purchafe of fuch immenfe public trcafure, and the 
blood ^f fo mafiy noble and brave families. Is it there- 
fore at all furpriiiiig, that on this occaiion, the moft' 
frantic fymptoms of infolent joy and triumph have been 
remarked in France, and of grief and dejcdion in 
England s^ What right have we to expeft that an in- 
dulgent Providence will again in fo diftinguifhed a 
manner ft and forth our friend, when we have thus 
wantonly given away to the enemy of our religion and 
liberty, the fruits of all the fignal Weffings Heaven has 
pourcii down upon us? 

, This ' 
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This nation, has ever been renowned for the braveft 
"warriors, France for the ableft negocfators. Philip de 
Comnes obferves, b, 3. c. 8. Jamais tie fe mena traite, Sic. 
'* In ail treaties between the French and Ej:gljh, the 
"French have fliewn more dexterity and fubtilty than 
" the Englifti ; and the Engliih have a proverb, as they 
" told me formerly, when I treated with them, that in al- 
" moft all battles with the French they have had the ho- 
" noiir and vidory, but in all treaties the lofs and da- 
" mage/' And again, ^.4. c, 9, Et fans point dc doute, 
&c, *« Without doubt, the Englifh are not fo fubtle as 
'* the French, for they go bluntly to work ; but you muft 
" have patrencc, and never debate aagrily with them .** 
In the great duke of Marlborough the two charaders of a 
warrior and a negociator fhone forth with full lu lire, and 
were united in the EngUpman, He had often defeated 
the moft renowned generals France could fend into the, 
field ; and in 1 709, he baffled all the arts, and eluded 
the fineflc of the two beft negociators Leims the 
14 th could employ, ^wi^/^r and 7(>rry. 

In two great points particularly, the French have been 
fuperior to all the policed ftates oi Europe, The one is 
the fowing divifions among the allies of a hoftile con- 
federacy ; theorfier, a happy dexterity of making with 
infinite fecrecy, politenefs and addrefs, the largeft pri- 
vate offtrs to thofe, who have been in a fituation and 
capacity of feconc^ing their ambitious views. 

The firft was the cafe in the grand alliance at the be* 

ginning of this century. Lord Walpole fays, " the fupe- 

" rior genius^of the duke i^i Marlborough madtf'tliis prin- 

** ciple a fundamental rule in all his condud, and it con- 

" ftantly prevailed, and was attended with incredible 

" fuccefs, as long as he remained at the head of the laft 

. " grand alliance/' — He fpeaks of preferving a perfed 

harmony between all the contrafting powers ; and after- 

^ards adds, " the intrigues and artifices of France had no 

*' more influence on the councils of the allies, than her 

. " arms had fuccefs in the military operations ; the whole 

** body fecmed to be aduated by one foul, to fuch a de- 

" grce, and with fo good an efted, that a general peace, 

" in all human appearance, as honourable, fafe, and fa- 

r tisfa^ory to all the allicsi woiJd have been conckided,' 
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** as the war had been concluded with unanimity and 
** glory, but the humourfome and ungrateful carriage of 
*' one proud IVoman^ Scc»" p. 127. We have experienced 
in our times fomething very fimilar to what is related of 
the beginning of the prefent xentury, though I do not 
know of any wj/Wi2«'s.naving now in the leaft broke into 
the great political line. I mean to fay, that of late, by 
the fuperior gsnius of one man, the war in the four quar- 
ters of the world has been fucccfsful beyond the ex- 
amples of all former ages, and the moft entire confidence 
has prevailed, both among out people at home, and our 
allies abroad. By the evil genius of another man, which 
has ifTued forth black as the whirliuinds of the North, di- 
ftruft and diflcntions have aril'cn, and the firmeft bonds 
of union have fplit and been dilTolved. *' We were, as 
" all the world imagined, juft entering on the ways that 
*' promifed to lead to fuch 2i Peace, as would have an- 
" 1 wcred all the prayers of our religious King, 'the care 
" and vigilance of a moft able miniftry, the payments' 
** of a willing and obedient people, as well as all the 
*' glorious toils and hazards of the foldiers when," as was 
oblcrvcd by the wife lord — bifhop of St, Jfaph in the 
preface to his four famous fermons) " God for our fins 
** pcrmirt<rd thcjpint of di/ctrd to go forthwith the 
" new minifter, to embitter all our prefent enjoyments, 
•' arid to blaft all our future hopes." 

Upon the removal of the Duke of H^IatlhorQugh, the 
Dutch, and all the confederate powers of that war, with- 
drew all confidence from Etighnd, On the refignation 
of Mr. Pift the ftrongeft afliii;^nces were given by 
J^ord Bute^ then fecretary of ttatc for the Northern de- 
partment, to all the German allies, that t^a meafures, 
refpeding that part of the war, would be carried on 
with redoubled vigour \ yet the world knows how little 
that declaration from him was believed, or trufted to. 
The preliminary articles fpeak pretty plainly the fcnti- 
ments of the new minifter. It is ftipiilated that fome of 
our allies are to have their countries reftored to them: 
the ElcEitr of Hanover, Landgrave of Heffe, Duke of 
Brunfuoicky and even the Count of La UppeJUuckebourg : 
though it is known that at the moment of figning 3ie 
Preliminaries, the French were fcafcely in poScflion of 
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ten villages, and not much above a hundred acres "be- 
longing to all thofe princes together ; but the King of 
PruJ/jd^s dominions, CUves, Wejd, Cueldres, Sec. i^^nich 
they now fully poflefs, are only to be evacuated', per- 
haps for Aufirian troops to eiiter the hour after the eva- 
cuation. The declaration likewife ligned the fame 
day with the Preliminaries ^ gives the French court a 
full liberty of paying all their arrears to their allies, un- 
der which colour the largeft pecuniary fuccours may be 
given to the Houfc oi j^ujhria, and the 1 3 th article may 
be entirely evaded. England, on the cjther hand, is tied up 
from affording any kind of afliftance to her allies, while 
/rj»Ctf^whofe revenues arc now diverted no other way, 
is put in a capacity to give as ample aids as ihe chufes. 
Is fo palpable an evafionas this coniiftent with the eood 
faith for which the crown of En^laiKl has ever .been 
celebrated ? or, is it poffible riot to have been obferved ? 
In that cafe, we may hope to fee it reftified in the 
definitive treaty ; and this, to be Aire, is the only idea 
of fubmitting the Preliminaries to public view. 

Another trench mode of negociating is hy a fecret and 
frivate application, in a way which avarice can feldom 
withftand, to thofe who have the power of carrying their 
views into execution. lyEftrades^s letters demonftrate in 
what manner Lewis the 1 4 th recovered Danldrk, the 
infamous fale of which Jk^le town, has foccd an inde- 
lible ftaitt on the memory of Clarendon. Sir Stephen Fox, 
the father of the excellent Pajmafier of our forces, ajid 
^f our ■, was the perfon fent to France on this oc- 
cafion, and he received the greateft part oi five .mil^ 
ihns of livres, the price of that atrocious villainy.— 
what attempts were made on the Duke of I\^Iarlboroughi 
I (hall relate from a frivate letter of Lewis the 1 4 th 
to Torcy ; becaufe that tlhe author is in fuch wonderful 
credit with my friend Auditor^ Je ne doute pas que 
vous ne profitiez, Bee. '* I do not in the leaft que- 
** ftionbut you avail yourfelf of the opportunities you 
*' have of feeing the Duke of Marlborough, to let him^ 
" know, that I have been informed of the fteps he has' 
" taken to hinder the progrefs of the conferences of 
*' peace, and even to break them off entirely ; that I 
5* have: been fo much the mdre furprifcd at it, as I 
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'* had rcafon to believe, from the afTuranccs he had 
•• already given, that he was willing to contribute to 
" this end ; that I ihould be gUd his condud was fiich 
«' as to deferve the Reward 1 have fromijed him; and 
** in order that you may be aWe to come to a clearer 
" explanation, I am wilting yoti fhould give him a po- 
*' fiiive aflurance, that I will remit two millions of livrcs 
*' to him, if, by his good offices, he can' obtaia one 
'' of the following conditions for me. 

" To prcfcrve Naples and Sicily for the king ray 
*' grandfoo, w, at the utmoft extremity, to preftwe- 
'* Naples only. I mould make him the fame gratifica- 
" tion, were he to prcfcrve I>unkirk under my obc-

YOU p<rfitkian8 of the town are fo totally engaged 
in the tranfadifio^ of the great wwW, tiat, 1 f up- 
pofe, you will hardly think it worth while to uke no- 
tice of any occiirrencfs, however important, that hap- 
pen an^ongft the obfcure fdks of the country. Let nie 
nope, howerer, for once, that the concerns of a pri- 
vate family, as they arc confiderable enough to have 
been the talk of two or three of our neighbouring coun* 
tics, may find a place in yciur publication. They cca- 
tjun very ample inftni^ion to all mafters and roiftreffea 
not to be milled by the arts of crafty and intriguing fci- 
vants ; and as the nation itfclf is but a larger family,, 
and the feryants of that family arc as apt to be corrupt 
^s thofe of any other, my fubjcd may, I think, in feme 
fort be allowed to be ot pumic ufe and application. 

The family of the Wijeacres are of a long ftanding in 
this coiintry. It is agreed on all hands that they arc, at 
Icaft, as old as the days of king Alfred. About three 
months ago, the prefent lady fViJeacre loft her late 
hu(band. The poor gentleman was old and infirm, and 
as his death had been fomc t}mcexpeded, the news of 
it was received, even by her ladyibip herfelf, with very 
little figns of grief or emotion. After enquiring whe- 
ther he had felt her any thing by his Will, and being, 
anfwcred in the negative, fhe dropped all farther thought* 
about him; and began to contrive how (he might pro- 
vide hcrfclf with another hufband. This, you will allow, 
would have been a natural method of proceeding in a 
young widow; butrauft appear a little indecent in a 
woman of her ladyfhip's age, and matron-like appear- 
ance. But fuch had always been the way with^ her. 
She had had more hufbands than might have fatisficd.

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half the rcaionable women in the neighbourhood. In 
ffiott, (he always made good ufe of her time : (he itevct 
buried one, but within three weeks or a month after hi^ 
deceafe, fhe was married to another. There was fomc- 
thing particular, likewife, in her method of conducing 
her choice on thefc occafions She always referred the 
affair to the people of her family ; and fhe made no 
fcruple of taking to her bed whatever fuitoc had the 
majority of votes amongft them. 
' One of the firft that was mentioned on the late occa- 
sion was lord Saftivg. He \b a y^ung nobleman of the 
bed family in the country, and every way worthy of 
her lady/hip's regard and afFe^on. He had fpcnt fomc 
years in the fame houfe with her, when (he fcemed 
muchpleafed with his ^fxcnrplary behaviour and vcrr 
amiab^e^ difpofition* He was a great favourite witL 
many of the honeft and difinterefted part of her domC' 
fticks ; and her late hufljand was pleafed to take parti- 
cular notice of him, and once, in a very large companyv 
and upon^ very f<rfcmn occafion, proteftcd that he had 
never fecn a more hopeful young gentleman. 
' The next was lord Safe. He is a very honeft and 
worthy man; and withal a very prudent and w«y one. 
He would have made a very good mafter of ai family^ 
cfpecially in matters of oeconomy. 

But the perfbn we are moft concerned with^ and 
whofe charaK^er will require a-more particular develope* 
ment is captam Giddy. The captaiii was a fprightly 
fellow itt his youth ; and is remembered about twenty 
years ago, to have made a very good fpeech or two at 
fome of your public meetings in London. From that 
time, however, the figure he hath made in the . world 
hath not been much to his credit. . The chief of his 
company till within thefe two years, have been par- 
^ns and country 'fquires, Thefe ufed to lead hirti a- 
bout to races, cock-matches,, and country-clubs, where 
he was apt fometimes to drink a little foo freely. A 
courfe ot life of this fort brought on a fivimming in bis 
head', fo that he hath frequently been fuppofed not to 
be fenfible where he was, or what he was about. Hence 
he hath been known in the late times of party violence. 
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in the fame fort of company, and within few days o( 
czck other, to drink Excluiion to the houfe of Hanwer, 
and confufion' to all Jaciobitcs. 

But the matter which bore hardeft upon the captain's 
charader was the cruel treatment he was guilty of to^- 
wards his formet wife. She was a very honeft country- 
gentlewoman, and had brought the captain for her for- 
tune, a very large ac^effion of command and intereft in 
the county, which had been long veftcd in her family. 
Her right to it, however, was contefted, foon after 
the marriage,: by a y<)unger lady, a mere ftranger ; who 
by the contrivance of Mr. Double-tongue, \ht Referee, 
and the fbuffiing proceedings of fome lawyers at Weft* 
minfter, found means to carry her caufe againft Mrs; 
Cidd/» The <:aptain hereupon bounced, and fwagger- 
cd and fwore ; and vowed that, before {even years were 
over, (in which time he fhould have an opportimity of 
bringing the matter again to trial) he would have puMc 
fatisfadion for fuch flagrant and public hjuflice. It was 
found, however^ before that time came, that the cap- 
tain uotwithftanding all his bluftering, had been drawn 
into, or rather had himfelf projeded a moft ihameful 
tompromifc with the adverfe party ; and had agreed 
to divide the matter in difpiitc between them. To fe- 
cure the execution of this fcheme againft all oppolition> 
he determined to get rid of his wife. It hath been im- 
poffible to get to the knowledge of aU the circumftances 
of this dark ftory. Thus much however is certain, 
that when a view was taken of the corpfe in the County- 
Hall, it appeared that it waS all over full of blue and 
^een fpots, with many other tokens of violence upon it : 
particularly, a large black mark under the thrdat, in 
^hich, it was faid, might plainly be obfervcd the traces 
of the captain's tnon hand. 

Perhaps, I ought to h^vc told you before, that the 
captain had paid his addrefTes to lady Wifedcre at' the 
fame time fhe was courted by her late hufband. His 
pretenfions however for that tiurn, were eaiily fet afide. 
To fay the truth, Mr. Nwth-BrHon, it was proved 
againft him, that he was abfolutcly incapable of bemg her 
hufband to -any good efFed. The modefty of my pen 
wai not fuffcr mc to be tpo particular upon this part of 
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the captain's luftoiy. I have hinted belbrc that he wai 
apt to Keep low company. It happened one day that 
he dined in the next town with a dub of taylors, when 
the Irolic was fct on foot of makif^ Mm fice, as they 
called it ; that is, of making him like one of themCelves^ 
which wai immediately put m CKCCution. This ftory 
foon got to the ears of lady JVifeacre ; who vowed ihe 
would have nothing more to fay to him, and that, as 
flie deferved a whde man as well as any widow in the 
kingdom, (he would not do fo mu^h injuftice to her* 
felf and l^ei family, as to be contented with the ninth 
part of one.* 

How the captain's inatters, in this refpeft^ were 
patched up afterward), whether bv tacking on ^ain 
what had been fnipt off, or by wnat other means, it 
would be difficult and tedious to relate. It is cqrtam, 
however, that ipore than two years ago, he was pro- 
nounced a good man again by a great majority of lady 
IVifeacre*^ domeftics ; by fome of them perhaps, with 
a view of promoting his farther de%ns upon their mi- 
ftrefs. ^ 

Having given a fufficient account of jthe three com- 
petitors, I (hall haften as faft as ppfilUe to the cata^ 
ftrophe of my ftory. The confuiion 'and itrcgularities 
which had prevailed, for fome years, in lady Wlftacre% 
family, required the hand of a vigorous and adive ma- 
fter to corred and reform them. No houfe had for- 
merly been more exemplary to the whole country for 
the great decency and order maintained in it : but, of 
late, things were much altered. The younger fervanes 
were fuffered to run loo(e about the country. Not one 
in ten of them could fay his catechifm. Very few of 
them could read ; and even thofe who oiight to have 
read to them, either could not, or would not do it. It 
lay in a great meafure, m>on the upper fewants to ree- 
tify thefe matters; and the time of chufing a new 
hufband, for lady Wiftacre gave them an opportunity 
of taking one main ftep towards it. We ihaU now £ee 
in what manner they made ufe of it. 

Their old mafter was no fooner dead than Mrs. 
Browne, the houfekecper, who is miftrei& of all that

their fentiments on the face ^f affairs in the family ; ot 
rather with a view of didating her own. . After open^ 
ing the bnfinefs in the meeting ;— Look ye, gentlemen, 
fays (he, I will have nothing to do with that lord Sap^ 
iing\^l will not be governed by a boy; and, what 
16 tlifrworfe, I will not be governed by lawyer Ktene. 
You kno^ very well, Mr. tuff, faid Ihe, (fpeaking to 
Pet€r the paftry-cook) what a noife that fellow mad6 
fome years ago, upon looking into one part of the ac»- 
counts, and finding the pahry fum of twenty thoufand 
fmnds placed on the wrong fide of the book." " jty, 
ay, fays Peter, / JJIfaU never forget it. No hwyert. 
JV* lawyers. Immediately the cry of no iawyers tan 
thro' the company ; and thus concluded the fate of poot 
lord Sapling, who tho' the fitteft m the world to do the 
lady's bufinefs, loft all hepes of fuccefs from the un- 
toward circumftance of his being intimately acquainted 
with an honeft lawyer. 

" As for lord. Safe, continued Mrs. Brmmey we want 
none of his oeconomy herc^ It would be little for the cre- 
dit of lady IViJfacre*s houfc-keeping to have the plumbs 
weighed out for the pudding, or a weekly view taken 
of the wine-cellar ; — beiides, I am not fure, that he is 
not upon pretty good terms with another lawyer." 

*' Turn your eyes therefore, gentlemen, towards my 
noble captain. There's the man will fit us to a hair. 
If my kdy marries him, he hath aHured me, for he cab- 
led here this morning, that all things Ihall go in the 
{ame road. We ihall have our tinkcy and oyfters as 
nfual, with the beft turbots in the feafon by the Bir- 
mingham coach ; and you all know, gentlemen, that 
the venifon of Ditchley is as good as any in the neigh- 
bourhood." The very founds of turkeys, turbot and 
▼cnifon of much to be eaten, and nothing to he done, put 
a ftop to all farther deliberation, and immediately fc- 
cured the votes and interefts of the whole meeting for 
• the captain. • 

This was a very good beginning; but things might 
not have ended fo well, had it not been for a country- 
man of your's, Mr. Nmih-Briton, who, having cul- 
tivated an intcreft among the lower fervants^ and hav^ 
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ing fomc little dcfign of his own to fervc upon the lady, 
determined to drive thenv all mto the afliftance of the 
captain.. Thus the game was fecured for him, and he 
carried off his prize (for lord Safi% people were deter- 
mined to ftand It out) by a majority of almoft two to 
one. 

The wedding was celebrated at the capt^n's own 
houfe, with fucK a profusion as had never been knowa 
within thofe walls. The claret was fufFered to extend it* 
felf almoft the whole length of the firft table ; there was 
fome port at the fecond; and an enormous quantity of 
punch, which according to the rule in Horace, had been 
mm years in hoitUy was diftributed among the fervants.

In /hort, thofe who fpeak out plainly, do not 
fcrnple to affirm, that (he hath caught the p---x itora 
her hufband, and the i — ^h from her gallant. She now 
fubfifts to Ihcw, by her fad example, that the moft eflablif^ 
ed female virtue may fall a prej to the moft contemftiU^ 
affailant, when tiftfted by the .Falfchood and Treachery 
ef pretended friends ^^

made on the public, though it mignt have confifted of 
above t\\'o hundred articles, and have amounted to 
iipwards of / 900,0010.* He was titmed ^uf folely 
fron:^ zv^rionaX piqt^e of the minifter. Mr. PiH, and 
th^ noble lord, his brothc;r, not very long after, quitted 
the adminiftration, on their r^jc^ng fo wife and foiid 
a plan of national honour, and indeed juftice, that if it 
h^d been adopted, above half the dcftiH'd vi^^ims of tc* 
fnerity and ignorance, which have fallen at the Havan^ 
vah, had now in all human probability, been alive, to

the public accounts, but Sir Francis Dafhwood, the new Chance(- 

lor, would not gratify fo impertiBcnt a curionty. Sir John iti

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have fharcd in the late glories of their country. The 
next facrHicc was the old faithful fervant of the crown, 
the Duke of Ntwcaftle, — I will now only fay, that the 
new miniflJer, under the pretence of fparing unneceffary 
taxes on the fnbjeA prevented that noble duke, who then 
prefidcd at the treafwy^ from raiimg an additional million^ 
which the public creditors in every department of go- 
vernment, now clamour for from a Treaftiry, which can- 
not, or will not pay them. The duke tf Devonjhire haJ 
likewife noWy difdained to fuffer a name fo aufpicious t<J 
liberty, to beranked among thofc of ayW?/««, whofe firft 
view feems to eftaUifli the defpotijm his family has ever 
fteadily and ftrenuoufly oppoled. Mr. Toivnjhendy whofe 
fuperior abilities, and extenfive knowledge, have been the 
admiration of mankind, is now in no employment undetf 
an adminiftration of fo black a caft, but flands as indcpen- 
dant as nnconncded with any part of it. It is remarka- 
ble, tho* not in the Icaft aftonifliing, that of all the mi- 
ni fters, who, in the late and prefent reign, have carried 
the glory and power of this kingdom beyond that of all 
former ages, there is not one at prefent in the cabimt. 
Is not this the cleareft evidence <)f fadhn in the newi 
ininiftry ? I do -not mention Mr. Fox, on this occafion, 
as x)ne .of the minifters, who have carried the glory of 
England to fuch a ftupendous height ; becauic, after the 
lofs of Minorca, the fate king, in compliance with the 
wifties of a whole people, gave the reigns of government 
into abler hands. Mr. Fox retired to a poft not_of am- 
bition, but of avarice. Dead to every feeling of ia pub- 
lic nature, the mintfler was loft to his country. The 
bufinefs of the faymafter was, indeed, very thoroughly 
attended to, and every agent, jobber, broker, contrador, 
fchemer, isc, had from him the moft^ fair and patient 
hearing. As to other things of trifling moment he 
quietly and filently concurred in all the meafures of go- 
vernment, even thofe of the Ceiman war, tho' he i» 
now, after the preliminaries are ratified, very ready /* 
debate that queftion.Z Is not this avowing, that while it 
could be of any importance to his country, or of any 
detriment to himfclf, he chofe to wave that debate ; , 
Hz .now,

I3o we not then difcovcjr.dcar marks oisifiBiotf^ hav- 
ing fcizcd the helm of government ? Are all the moft able 
and fucccfsful'minifters excluded? Who have fucceedcdl 
3 he creatures of a Scottish faS ion. The friends of li- 
berty and the . revolution have now no countenance but 
from tJie n^ioo. The Tory faCiion is triumphant, and 
the mc4l flaviih^dodrine of fajpve obedience and nonre- 
fiflan^e is preached up by every pamphleteer, and to it's 
full extent iniifted upon ty an il-grafping minifter. Is 
there ^ man, who has been zealous in the caufc of liber- 
ty, or who hefitates about the^oodnefs of the preHmioap 
des, who does not think them quite unequal to the {plcn- 
dour of. the w^, and the immenfc value of our con- 
quefts? He is immediately diigraced. We were indeed 
promifed, that in tlus parliament, under the halcyon 
reign of ^ Brjtijh monarch, every man might vote accord- 
ing to the honeft dilutes of hi& confcience, without fear 
of lofing the. protcdion he is moft.ambitioujs of, or the 
fmilcs he moft values. The king has nothing to aflc of his 
people, b,ut what their hearts and voices will concur in ; 
a mini(ter> . for the fupport of A// power, muft have all 
his meafures.approveci, audi// fecurity eftabli(h'cd by a 
tnajoritj The occurrences of a few days open a new 
fcene to us. Not only the moft approved friends of go- 
vernment in the fenate, but in almoft every part of ad- 
miniftratjon, no longer find protedion or favour. A life 
of forty and fixty years affidiiity, with acknowledged 
integrity, in an important * office, have not been able to 
favp a fecrctary and a comptroller ; but they are ungrate- 
fully difmifTcd, and devoted as vidims of the vengeance 
deiiounccd againft their beneladors, thoughjConfelTed not 
only innocent, but highly meritorious. Is not this de- 
fcending to the loweft dregs of faction ? Are tliere not 
in fuch proceedings the plaineft marks of low and felfiih 
defigns, and of the interefted views of a defpicablc y2?tf- 
tion. 

FaSion likewife difcovcrs itfelf in conftantly keeping in 
view partial, feliiih fchemes, in pppofition to the interefts 

of 
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of the public. Thus, in the late negociations for a peace, 
when it was afked, why it was not infifted that the fifhery 
fliould be prefcrved entire to England, and if refufed, the 
war be carried on another year ; the anfwer always was, 
Vfe cannot ratfe the fuf plies. Is not this the language of 
a felf-intereftedya^ww ? The honctt anfwer is clear; then 
you ought to rejign to thofe,^ wlfo can ratfe the fnpplies, 
and carry on the wjr, till we obtain what we have been 
promifed, an equitable awd glorimis peace, A wicked 
fa^iion only could purchafe an ignoble and inglorious 
feace, by giving up to the perfidious French, and to the 
feeble and infolcnt Spaniard's, our moft valuable and im- 
portant conquefts. I will add an inficure peace ; beca ufe, 
whatever reftores France to her former power and capa- 
city of injuring her neighbours, renders the peace infecure, 
and infallibly draws on another war. France will now 
foon be in poffcffion of alt her fugaf iflands, thofe great 
fourccs of n.aval ftrength and of wealth, of the northers 
fiflicry, that nurfery of feamcn ? and upwards of twenty 
thoufand fe amen are immediately to be given up, unra^ 
jm^d, to rercruit her fhattcr'd, almoft annihilated fleet, 
in order to lay the foundations of future rivalfhip of thiy 
nation. What ought to be afcribed only to the imbecr- 
lity or timidity of our new minifter, France already makes 
a fofemn mockery of to heaven, ** Dieu, par fa bonte, nc 
permit pas, que la paix fe fit au defavantage de la Mai« 
fon Royale^ & de la France." 

The language oi faction, has always been remarkable : 
very plauilble and fpecious, but full of treachery and 
falfehood. Thus the Briton of laft Saturday, fays, ** who 
ever dreamed that the boafled fuccefs of the French 
at Newfoundland fhould add a frefh wreath to the prefcnt 
minifter's political garland ! We could not imagine, that 
an unpradifed miniflcr Ihould, almofl in the twinkling 
of an eve, have recovered, without expcnce to the na- 
tion, witnout efFufion of blood, that important fettlement, 
to the lofs, difgrace and confufion of our enemies, in fuch 
a rnanncr, that the lofs was fcarcely felt before it was re- 
paired. Now that this is the language offalefhood and 
fa^fion will moft evidently appear from thefe two clear 
proofs. The one is, that the fhips which failed from 
nencc did nort arrive till after St. John's, Sec, at Newfv- ' 
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'and^ was entirely recovcd from tJhe French. The other 
^hat the American officers kefire the receipt tf any wden 
from Europe, attempted and compleated this great fervice. 
Lieutenaut-colonel Amhtrft, in his letter to the Earl cf 
Egremont, fays, ** According to the orders I received from 
Sir JefTery Amherft at New- York, of whkh your Lord^ 
fliip will have been informed, &c." It is, therefore, mot 
evident, that the lofs of Newfoundland ought t^ be aP- 
cribed to the negligence of the new minifter, and its re- 
covery to the vigilance of the American officers, and in 
particular of Sir Jeffery Amherft. I will only mention 
one fad relative to the lofs of Newfoundland, becaufc 
h is not generally known. It is, that a fortnight before 
Mr. Pitt ref gned, he infifted that four fhips of the lim 
ihould be fent for the protedion of Newfoundleni 
Such a iuccour, in all probability had favcd our id«^" 
chants from a lofs not yet, nor likely for feme years to 
be fiilly repaired. 

I think it is now clear, from the principles and views, 
zs well as the condud and language of the adcniniftration» 
that the prefent miniftry is a faHion of a dai^croni nature 
and meflLmifchievous tendency. An oppojrtion, therefore, 
Xo meafures evidently calculated on one hand to re*^ 
our iiiveterate enemy, France, to her prif^ine ft%ie « 
creatnefs, and on the other hand to deprefs the nobk 
friirit of freedom, by inculcating the mean dodrifics-oi 
the uncontroulable power, and independancy of aoy ^^' 
^le part of the firitiih legiflature, becomes the duty of 
every honeft maa, and every fincere lover of his country. 
It was imdcr fuch circumftan^s, at every period, un- 
<loubtedly the duty of a good man, bow it becomes 1^ 
glory ; becaufe he is likely in (b noble a caufc to be revilefl 
and perfecttted. Almoft every friend of hherty and oj 
revolution principles hsLs retired, or been difmificd;a^ 
'it is generally believed, that^very perfon irwght m bf 
the duke of Newcaftle, is now, by the prefcnt miuifi^'> 

to be turned out except the King.

THE doftrinc of rewards and punipments has 
always operated in a very powcriul manner on 
jHcpaffions of the weak and fcmfli part of mankind. It 
^ a qucftion which would require a nice difcuflion, whe- 
^^ the divme or pdltician^ has more frequently beeit 
©Wiged to have tccourfe to it, or ha5 made che moft con- 
verts by this efficacious application to our hopes zndfiar^* 
1 own that I am rather inclined to the politician, bccaufc 
he brings all his artillery in vic?w, to begin an immediate 
attack, and in cafe we do not furrendcr at difcretion, wc 
fte that the cife^ will be as inftantaneous as it is certain. 
The divine allures us with the mofl pleafing hopes, or 
alarms us with a profped of much terror, but then it is 
believed to be fo diftant, that the danger feems to diml- 
»ifti, and he is obliged in a good meafure to tmfl to a 
^f^^^fion ai rewards and punifhments. I am forry to ob- 
ferve, that man is fo ihort-lighted, as wcU as fufpicious, 
that thefc kinds of reverjion fcarccly operate at all; 
>vhik others of an infamous nature have on bafe and 
gtovding minds produced the mofl wonderful effeds. I 
«ave known a reverjion for three lives on the Irifh cJIabUJh' 
fnent operate in fo furprlfing a manner, that with an 
effrontery, and contempt of parliament, of which only 
that one man is capable, a modern ftatefman, fome few 
years ago, ventured to give it under his hand, that he 
^ould tah the conduct of the houfe of commons,^ 
Thongh I mufl fay, that the iron minijlerial rod of

power was certainly never lifted fo high, nor ever fell 
with io much weight, and unrelenting cruelty on the 
fubjedt ; yet I am very ready to acknowledge the great 
fagacity of our politicians in general, and efpecially of 
the minifter now at the head of the BrttiP) government, 
in the diftribution of rewards and tunijhrr.ents, I only 
hcfitatc a little at the quantum, whioi docs not fcem to 
me always accurately adjufted. I could mention feveral, 
but I Ihall confine' my felf to two ftriking inftances, which 
by comparifon will perhaps be fhcwn in a ftronger light. 
I mean the rewards beftowed on thofe two very extra- 
ordinary gentlemen, Mr. Pittj and Mr. Righy, I can- 
not but be of opinion that they are quite diiproportio- 
nate to the rcfpedive merits of each. Mr. Pin fccms 
to me greatly overpaid : Mr. Rigby is penurioufly dealt 
with, ii we cohfider the variety and importance of his 
fervices. Mr. Pitt from the annuity lie enjovs docs 
not receive quite 2,20c/. a year. Mr. Righy is Alafler of 
the Rolls in Ireland, which is i ,600/. a year, and is like- 
wife one of the Fice Treajurers of that kingdom, which 
is a good 3 coo/. Mr. Rigby has then in all 4,600 /. a 
year, which is little more than twice what Mr. Pitt re- 
ceives from the public. Mr. Pitf% fervices, however have 
been formerly acknowledged by his fovereign to be great 
.'and imfortant* ; Mx.Rigby^ have not that eciat. The rea- 
fon perhaps may bejbecaufc they 2xt fecret fervices \ per- 
haps ought to remain fo, and from the modefty of their 
nature, as well as of their author, fhouldnot only care- 
fully be kept from the glare of oftentation, but even con- 
cealed from difcovery. They are not lefs efTential, be- 
caufe they are [ecret fervices ; and in my confcience, I 
believe they are of fuch a nature, that Mr. Pitt wouW 
be found totally incapable of reaching in fo fuperlative 
ft degree. I cannot perfuade mylelf, that Mr. Pitt could 
have done fuch real fervices to the Duke of Bedford, when 
\i\sgrace iii fo amiable and endearing a manner, admini- 
ttercd the government of Ireland, as Mr. Rigby adually 
and frequently did — by his mild and moderate counfcls. 
I am likewife of opinion, that in his late ^our to France, 
* ^n that arduous bufincfs of the negociations for peace, his 
• VUc London Gazette of Oft. 10, i/^i. 
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grace had particular obligations to Mr./?/^fy— in private 
hintSj and perhaps even amendments of the prdliminM* 
rhs, which nave made them appear fo correft and high- 
finiftied, that they arc univerlally admired. If I might 
be indulged a bold conjefture, I Ihould be inclined to 
give Mr. ^4r^i^ the particular merit of that article, which 
dcfcribes countries fo accurately by their lying on he 
left fide of the river Mijpffipfi ; and I think he ought to 
be appointed yfry? geographer as well as Mafter of the Rolls, 
(or fhoidd it not be Revels P) in Ireland. The merit of 
Mr. Righy ihines forth here in full luftre. We muft like- 
wife in juftice afcribe to the wife and falutary advice of 
that gentleman all the happinefs our fellow-fubjeds cf 
Ireland enjoyed under the beloved adminiftration of his 
grace of Bedford, as well as a fiiarc of the glories of a 
feace, which has favcd England from the certain ruin of 
fucccfs, and preferved to her all thofc conquefts, which 
were oi any value or importance. In the whole of thcfc 
tranfadions Mr. Pitt had not the leaft fhare. 

I will do the miniftrj juftice in every thing. There 
is, I confcfs, a fitnefs and propriety in the mode of re- 
warding thefc two gentlemen, which does honour to the 
difcernment of the adminiftration. Of the plenteous 
crop of laurels, which Mr. Pitt has gathered^ the fairefl: 
and the only laurels likely to be evergreen, have come 
from America. The revenues, therefore, of the new 
world have been taxed to pay a little tribute to its con- 
queror. The fcene of Mr. Rigbft glory \s Ireland, The 
modeft Iriflj Bay encircles his modeft brow, and her 
fweet harf ever refounds with his praifcs. Her fons, 
therefore, with the ftrideft propriety, as well as won- 
derful chearfulnefs, now pay the 4,600!. a year, to 
fupport the dignity of this Englijb patriot, tneir late 
adored governor; for Trinculo well lays, " You fliall be 
** Viceroy, but I will be Viceroy over you." 

In another inftance where Mr Pitt has never concur- 
red, Mr. Rigfy has fteadily fcrved his country. We all 
know that Mr. Fox has ever been the darling of the peo- 
ple, as well as the particular favourite of the Cocoa-Tree. 
Some malevolent writers' have, indeed, fome years ago, 
compared him to Catiline, (for I muft corred the 
fpdlmg of the ignorant y^uditor, who always writes 
H 5 Ciftalinc)

Csialm) I fuppofe on!f from the cisxriuniance of C«- 
iilim'% htring been tkc Paymaft€r of all the fcditious 
ftad profligtte in Rmna but tlie body of the people 
have always had the utmoft truft and confidence in 
hjra. This vntuous minifter, who by fo fully openiag 
hif-^heait, has now opened the eyes of the parliaracBt, 
tho' not of the puWic, Mr. Rigfy has fup^rted : Mr. 
Pitt firmly oppofcd, and never concurred in any of his 
great 9Xidi ghriotts ichemes for his country. 

ThccomparironofMr. PITT with Mr. RIG BY. 
Among many things which claim our admiration in 
both theic men, one of the chief is, that from inconfi- 
derable helps they attained to fuch grcatnefs. In this 
refped Mr. Pitt has the -ad vantage ; (or he has no part- 
ner, none to Aiare his glory ; whereas Mr. Rigby has been 
joined with many others, and has always aded rather in 
an inferior and fubordinate fpherc. Mr. P/V/, alnwft 
alone in his age, feems to have poflcfTed that great poli-" 
tical virtue, the art of governing kingdoms to their own 
fatisfadion, which the ancients laid down as the grcatcft 
pcrfedion which the nature of man could acquire. 

In comparing their lives, we may obferve, that this 
was common to them both ; they were not born to any 
Ihare of the legiilaturc of their own country, but both 
raifed thcmfelvcs to be confiderable among their fellow 
citizens, and to have voices in the /iaatc. This was, in- 
deed, effcded by different qjethods. Mr. Pitt obtained 
his feat in parliament by the unanimous fuffraffes of a 
few gentlemen pf virtue and difcemment. Mr. Atgfy has 
put himfelf upon his country more at large, and has ge- 
nerally canvafTed the dregs of the people in the fame 
manner dejar did for the poft of Pontifix Maximus, and 
with them has found the fame fuccefs. This is peculiar 
to Mr. Pitt, that the palm of virtue and ability was rea- 
dily yielded to him by every man of every partjj ; whereas 
any great fuperiority of virtue or talents hz$ been dii* 
puted by many with Mr, Rigby. Every prudent, every 
wodeft, every decent part has been denied to be his praifc; 
and I have, indeed, never heard that he has made any 
ferious claim to cither. In this, the difference is glaring. 
Piutarsh fays, V Qulntui Sertortus was already in higa 

^' eftccm 
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'' e#eem iw lu9 former fcrvices in the war^ and his 
/' great abilities in the Senate Houfe ; whereas Eumcfm 
'* obtained what he had, when he had been only a ^<- 
*' cntaty, and had been dcfpifcd for the meannefs of 
-." hi« employraent." 

As to ehqugnce, they arc both confcfTcdly great ; and 
I fcarcely know how to compare them. If the eloquence 
of Mr. Pitt has been compared to the hold thundery that 
.of MuRj^ is undoubtedly the hrijk lightening. Mr. 
Pitt never fails to perfuade, to awaken, to rouze the 
paiBons, and to sain them oyer to the fide of truth and 
virtue. Mr. Ri^ as fddom has failed to enliven, to en- 
tertain, to amui'e, and where he has fbnnd his own laii- 
guage fink under the powers of his oratory, he has opcn- 
- cd to us all the claflical treafures of the great Roman, 
Lilfyy (not Tulljf) and has boldly denounced the terrors 
of his vengeance againft omnc quod exit tn haujenJ^ 

As to their negociations, Mr. Righy is to be preferred. 
• Mr. iV// has been concerned only in one ncgociation, 
uith the perfidious G^, whom he brought to fue for 
peace in our capital. Mt.Rigty has twice adventured 
to the capitals of his enemies the Frenph, and of his dear 
, friends^ the hijh^ on important negociations. Their mo- 
tives were the fame, and motives are the foul of aft ions, 
by which wife men have at all times meafured the merits 
of them. Mr. Pitt fcems to fed the moft^ fincere bene- 
volence, amd difpofition to do good to the people of Eng- 
land \ Mr. Rigtj, a much better chriftian, to our late 
enemies, the people of France ; by which, as they are 
certainly more numerous than the fubje^ of the A-it^ 
. empire, the benevolence of Mr. Rigfy becomes more di- 
lated, and is more univerial than that of Mr. Pitt. In 
. the negociation like wife,.. Mr. Righ/s open, unfufpicious 
nature relies on the Royal word of the Bench King, that 
he will not fortify St. Peter*s, ^c. which all Europe 
knows is ample fecurity ; whereas Mr. Pitt very uncour- 
teoudy iniifts (and this only one of four indifpenfible con-^ 
ditions) on the refidence of a Commijfaryy among people 
who do not wi& for his company, and on the vijits of 
' the commander of the Britim fquadron at Newfound- 
land, which mufk be unwelcome to every fingle French- 

mart 
f M cxprcflion of Mr. Rigby's in a great aflcrably. 
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man there. As to Mr. Ht^fy's negociations among the 
Jrijhy their afiFedion to him is now by no means equivocal. 
The returns he makes I think fcarcely adequate to the 
exuberant kindncfs of fuch friends ; for he is now endea- 
vouring to obtain an ad to enable him to take here the 
oath of office, as joint f^ice Treafurer ef Ireland, which 
will deprive them of his wifh'd-for company in tl^t king- 
dom, and of the opportunity of giving him the moft 
jolid and flriking proofs of thehr efteem and aifcdion. 
This they will the more lament, becaufc by his politely 
taking the ir^f^ leave of them, they loft an opportunity 
(of which they were univerfally ambitious) of giving 
him indelible marks of their gratitude.- 1 

As that body is, without doubt, the moft ftrong and 
healthy, which can beft fupport extreme cold and cxcef- 
five heat, fo that is the moft firm and vigorous mind, 
which is not elated with profperity nor dejcded in ad- 
, verlity. In this refped the virtue of Mr. Pitt appears 
more comjpleat. He was for many years the admiration 
of all his fellow-citizeny ; on a fudden the wicked arts, 
and falfe fuggeftions of a few malevolent and envious 
men, the hirelings of the mean Scot^ for a ihort time 
©bfcured his fame, and ecllpfed his glory. His condud 
, on both occafions was the fame ; modefty, calm fcnfe, 
and dignity attended him. Mr. Rigbj has ever been in 
the fame eft tern with mankind ; therefore we have no 
trial of the firmnefs or fortitude of his mind. 

Mr. Pitt fecms to have the advantage of Mr. Bighy 
in the number and greatnefs of his exploits. There is 
a glory round Mr. Pitt, from Lwsflowrg, Qtiehec, Pon- 
dicherrjf, &c. which no fane man looks for round Mr. 
Rigbj. On the other hand^ Mr. Righj has the merit 
of having rcftnred concord to a neighbouring kingdom, 
and of enthroning peace and himfelf in the heart of eve- 
ry true Irifhman, Mr, Rigby too deferves a diftinguiihed 
niche in the temple of domeflic concord. If the conqueror* s 
lawrd be peculiarly Mr. P///*s, the Icfoer's mjrtie is no 
Icfs Mr. Rigb/s, 

As to their more private charaders, both Mr. Pitt and 

Mr. Rjgbj have gcnerofity and fpirit. In other things they 

differ. Mr. Pitt is abftemious, temperate and regular. 

Mr. Rigby indulges mere in convivial plcafures, is an cx- 

^^ . ceUent 
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cellcnt ion vhant, pcrfc6lly amiable and engaging in 
private life, Mr. Pitt, by the moft manly fenfe, and the 
finefallies of a warm and fportive imagination, can charm 
the whole day, and, as the Creek faid, his entertainments 
pleafe even t/)e day after they are given. Mr. Righy has 
all the gibes and gambols y and flashes of merriment which 
fet the table in a roar ; but amidtt his profulion of plea- 
fares, and even amongft his rofcs, fierce repentance rears 
her fnaky creft, and the day after a cruel head-ach, at 
leafl, frequently fucceeds. In fhort, I wilh to fpend aJl 
my days with Mr. Pitt\ but I am afraid, that at night 
1 fliould often ikulk to Mr. Righy and his— friends.

IT is now fo much become the fafliion to addrefs yon, 
that common politenefs feems to give you a right to 
I few lines from the North Briton* To you then he 
calls, hut with no jriendly voice. He feels neither afFedion, 
nor eftccm for you. He equally detefts your principles 
and your pra6iices. He has marked you for many years, 
fadious, feditious, and very near rebellious. For four 
years only, under the patriot minifler, whom you have 
now deferted, he was witnefs to your adifig on revolution 
principles ; but how little you were in earncft, and how 
faintly your hearts glowed even then with the generous 
warmth of liberty, your prcfent condud bears full evi- 
dence. I (ball not now attempt your hiftory as a party. 
That is too large a field for. a weekly paper ; longa efl- 
hiflma long<e ambages, A few of the outlines I will mark^ 
and if they are faithful, and drawn after truth, they 
will be more bold than regular. I (hall confine myfelf 
almoft entirely to fome circumilances, I believe of im- 
portance, which arc f 11 unnoticed by abler pens ; and 
I will point. out a few, though not of your amiable, yet 
^^ y/Q\it leading features. 
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The infinite number of writings you formerly puWifli- 
cd to recommend pajpvc obedience ^ non-rejiftance and In- 
defeafible right, were a difjgracc to the free government 
under which yon lived, and your flaviih maxims led a 
former unhappy prince, James the Second, to attempt 
^e reducing into pradice what you had for fome years 
ij\?ulcated through the nation, as the clear right of the 
O'owa. You have now rather foftencd the terras, and 
you only talk of the independency and prerogative of the 
crmm; but yom meaning clearly remains the fame. 
*rhefc were the univcrfal dodrines, and charafleriftics of 
a Tory. All your friends at yonr head quarters in the 
capital loudly proclaimed thefe tenets of flavery, and 
your favourite country relidence of Oxford ccchoed them 
through the nation. They were ta/keJ, written, and 
preached into yogue by venal, proftitute priefts. The 
judgment and decree of the univerfit^ of Oxford, pa£ed in 
the Convocation, July 21, 1683, is iull of maxims which 
overturn the iirtt principles of all free governments 
and of all civil liberty " That there i$ a mutual con- 
*' trad, tacit or exprcfs, between a prince ai^ his fub- 
** jeSs : Thai the Sovereignty of England is in the three 
" eftates, viz, king, lords, and commons : That fclf- 
«« prefervatioil is the fundamental law of nature : That 
" there lies no obligations upon chriftians to paffive obe- 
** dicnce, when the i^riace commands any thing againft 
«' the laws of our country, ifc. ifc, 6c." Thefe arc on- 
ly a few of the many proportions, which the univerfky 
• ti Oxford declared to be faife, feditktts, and impious, and 
Rapin fays, " The Decree was piefented to the Kipg 
'* with great folemnity, and was very gracioufly rcciv- 
«' ed." I appeal to the common fenfe of mankind, 
whether the Engliih governnwnt is not entirely overturn- 
ed by thefe maxims, which only the profeffcd flaves of a 
Turkijh emperor could fecurely without bluihing offer to 
the Grand Seignor. Bolingbroke fays, " that they arc 
" as abfurd in their natures as terrible in their confe- 
*' quences, and would (hock the common fenfe of a 
" Samojede, or an Hottentot. The imiverfity ordered, 
** \\i2Lt in perpetual Memory, thefe their decrees fiiall be 
'* entered into the regittry of the convocation, ifc** 
Thehoufe of lords in 1710 ordered this Z^^^^^tobe 

burnt 
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burnt by the common hangmtn ; bat I dcfire to be 
informed whether it docs not n»ow remain at Oxfird un^ 
trffakd* 

Many, however, of the confidcrable Tortes concurred 
in the revobitUn which was brought about, againfi their 
frinciples ; but they all foon repei^ed of it, and were 

. ner^r hearty friends to king JVilUam, though many of 
them were favoured by him. They contimied generally 
in very ill humour with the government till the latter end 
of qtt£M Jfme*s reign, when their machinations againft 

. the houfe of Hanover were manifeft to all Eiuqje ; and 
they aftually betrayed to France almoft all the members 
of the grand alliance. Their particular fplccn to the 
Dutch, to whom this nation was fo greatly indebted for 
the revolutim, is remarkable. The folloviihg orders were 
Cent to lord Privy-Seal, who was then the great tool of 
that fadion, fir his farther condu6i. ** You are to flop 
" all inftances fear procuring the Tarif of 1664 to* the 
'« Dutch*, you arc to decline abiblutely to confer any 
** farther with them upon any matter -and the queen 
*' looks upon herfelf, from their condud now to be 
*' under no obligation whatever to them." Report from 
the committee c^ fecrecy, the 9th of June 17 15, p. 12, 
and afterwards, p. 30. " Mr. St. John writes a long letter 
" to the lord Frity-Sealj and inftruds him to lay the 
" intire Wame of all that has happened on the Dutch." 

The peac^ of Utrecht, gentlemen, was infamoufly 
patched up by your party, and therefore you are to be 
dctefted, for having laid the foundation of ail the f^ttrc 
troubles of Europe. I muft. however, own, that on the 
a4th April, 1 7 14, bothhoufcs of parliament prefentcd 
an addrcfs to the queen, " to exprefs the juft fenfe which 
" th/?y had of her Majefty's goodnefs to her people, in 
" delivering them by a fafe, honourable and^ advan- 
« tageous. peace with France and Spain, &c.'' In the 
houfe of commons this refolution paffed nemine contradl- 
eente, the friends of liberty having at that time a^eed 
to avoid unmeaning divifions, and to referve themfclves 

for

The meffage to the houfe of commons on the 8th of May 
1713, begins " As it is the undoubted Prerogative, of the 
** crown to make Peace and War, ^c," The laft addrcfs, 
prefented on the 1 3th of December 1 762, has thefc words, 
•' although to make Peace and War be your Majcfty'i 
•* juft and undoubted Prerogative, Scc*\ In little more than 
ft twelvemonth, another houfe of commons, nemine contra- 
dcente, impeached Lord Oxford, and Lord Boiinbroke, cf 
high treafon, for fome of the articles of this very treaty. 
One 0/ the articles of impeachment again^ the Earl of 
" Oxford, was, that he hid treacheroufly advifed the 9th 
** article of the treaty of commerce with France/and the 
** giving to the French the liberty of fifV-ing, and drying 
" fi(h on Newfoundland*' All Europe laughed at the firft 
rcfolution, and detcfted the vile flattery and venality of 
that parliament. The queen, in her anfwer, faid, " I 
*« efteem this addrefs as the united voice of ray affedio- 
" nateandloyalfubjcds." Notwithftanding this, the lords, 
in their very firft addrefs to king George I. fay, *' they 
*' hope to recover the reputation of this kingdom in fo- 
*' reign parts, the lofs of which is by no means to be im- 
** putcd to the nation in general." The commons declared, 
«* We are fenfibly touched not only with the difappoint- 
«' ment, but with the reproach brought upon the nation 
** by the unjuftifiablc conclufion of a war, which was 
•* carried on at fo vafl an expence, and was attended with 
<* fuch unparalelled juccsffes : but as that diftionour cannot 
** in iuftice be imputed to the whole nation ; fo we firm- 
** iy hope and believe that, through your majefty's great 
" wifdom^ and the faithful endeavours of your commons, 
" the repuution ofthefe your kingdonas, will, indue 
'* time DC vindicated and reftored." 

What paflcd, gentlemen, among your friends at Ox- 
f(grd in the beginning of the reign of his Majefty's great 
grandfather, and how opportimely major-general Pepper 
arrived there, with a conliderable body of horfe to your 
ttttcr confufion, and the ruin of all your rebellious deiigns, 
is frefh in our memories. Oxf'nrd was then known to be 
the ftrong hold of Jacobitifm ; but I believe, even then, 
in fear, or in modefty, you only called yoorfclves Tcr/eu 

After 
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After the Diikc of Ormond was attainted by ad of par- 
liament, the fuperior numbers of your friends in the uni- 
verfity, by a great majority, eleded his brother the Earl 
ofJrran, their Chancellor, fo tefiijy, as the Vice-Chan- 
cellor publicly declared, tieir obligations to the family of 
Sutler, and to exprefs their gratitude to his Grace — for 
his many fcrvices to the Pretender. To the Earl of 
Aran, lord Wejlmorland fucceeded, by the ftrongeft of 
all recommendations to the univetflty ; for he w^s faid 
to be the man in the kingdom moft ferfonallj obnoxious 
to our late Sovereign. The Earl of Weftmorknd wa« 
fucceeded by Lord i.itchfield\ and your party, gentlc- 
fticn, grew fo greatly in favour, that Oxford now gave 
us chancellors for courtiers^ and of her dolors we made 
chancellors ; for that remarkable year teemed with the 
dire omen (which heaven avert I) of the fame doCior • 
made chancellor of the Exchequer and comptroller of the 
hifh Borlace club. He at once adminiftercd the finances 
of this kingdom to the purpofes of a German war in its 
full extent, and artfully guided the nice conjlitutional 
toafts of that virtuous, fatriot club. Your favours, and 
thofe of government, which he had merited by a long 
fucceflion of fervices. were (howercd down for the fiifk 
time on the fame great objed, who had in fome degree 
{credite pojleri /) the confidence of both, I muft obferve, 
that the poor old inter eft expired a little before thi» 
time, deferred at leaft, perhaps betrayed, by thofe Ihe 
had moft confided in : She had, indeed, but a little 
before feen her prcfent Oxford chancellor fubfciibe a 
parchment full of wonderful promises to fupport her ; 
but £he had likewife feen his orders to erafe his name 
from it, with an exprefs and very true declaration, that 
he would not abide by what he had figned.f 

I am not furprifed, gentlemen, at your prefent virii- 
lence againft iSx^i great perjon, whom next to king Wl' 
i.'am, every Englifhman reveres as his delivertr; and, I 
appeal to daily obfervation, almoft every Scot/man detefts 
and reviles. Ever fince the battle of Culloden, to which 
his Majcfty owes his crown, he has been the marked ob. 
jed of your abufe. How much of the admired invedive

Has your 
prefent f leader caught of you the foul ftain of ingrati- 
tude to our great friend ; and, falling on fo rank a fo2, 
has he improved it by treachery to a noble, and gencroui 
iicnefkdor ? how near did your orator approacn to the 
Very verge oftreafon, to gain your appTaulc ? I well re- 
TTTcmber your apprehenfions at the frequent repetitions of 
the word redeat, and vour loud applaufcs, when yo|i 
found that tho' tiie guilt of trcafon was clearly incurred, 
yet the orator had contrived to fave hinjfelf from the 
penalty of the law. How were you charmed with Car" 
w'ma turn melius ^ cum venerit ipfe^ canemus, and many o- 
ther expreffions, totally void of all meaning and wit, but 
what muft arife from tneir being treafon to the conftitu- 
tionof your country ? The ftandard t)f difaffe^ion was 
then fet up at Oxford, and your midnight orgies were 
fuch as every true lover of his country heard of with hor- 
ror. What your willies were in the tkne of the laft re- 
bellion, is now univerfally known ; and your intrigues 
with the court of France have been fully unraveued. 
Dpman, who died in Paris foon after the battle of Cul- 
ioaen, the peniioner and agent of the FrettcA kine, waj 
for ever with you at the CoCoa-Tree ; nor will you 3are to 
deny that your negotiation with the court oiFranccYK- 
canoe fruitlefs from this (Ingle point, that you inHfted 
on the French firft landing here, the court o( France infifted 
in your firft ri^Mg tn arms, which only your poltroonery 
kept you from. Had your courage equalled your difpo- 
fition to rebellion, you had joined youf new alf.es^ the 
Scots at Deriy, and the Englijh had delivered this free 
country from a few more of her bafe and unnatural fons. 

Forgive me, gentlemen, when I recall your attention 
to the general eledion, in 17^4- You then fupportcd 
lord JVenfnan and Sir James Dapnvood, Did either of 
them ajjociate in the time of the moft eminent danger to 
the ftate, when the Pretender was at the head of a confi- 
derable body of rebels in the heart of the kingdom ? In 
the reams of paper you blotted in advertifements, did you 

ever

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«vcr once name his nwjcfty king George, or the howfe of 
Banoocr ? Did not this give the nation the ftrongcft fiiC- 
|>}don5 of your loyalty and affe^on to his majefty't fa- 
mily ? I bloih, when I add, that in the reign of his 
grandfon you are carefTed and tru^d, 

Yet> gentlemen, I will be far isfsm hlendins yen all m 
one common mafs, as tin^ircd wirih Jacohitijm, .1 could 
name fome among yoa, who, though generally aduated 
J^ caprice, yet I know have had in their few cool mo- 
ments of refledion, an averfion to all monarcbial govertt- 
^enf, and have held in perpetual d«ilion the rejfe^ mad 
^ncration dvLC to kings. All thefr ill-bred and indecent 
joies on ki^ng hands , 8cc. are well remembered. His 
njajefty's father faid to the two * moft remarkable^ when 
they profefled much devotion to his fervice, " I know 
'■ you both well ; you would indeed make me the great«ft 
'\Stadiholdcr England ever had." Yet, notwith&nding 
ail their parade of flubh&rn f virtue, we have feen thclc 
two men ready to go into all the moft odious meafures, 
t^ rtm all lengths^ and to become very praHiiaUe or rather 
^^tyfliahle-; iot fra^UcaiilUy \m^X\c^ z dexterity in bu- 
finefs, whi<h we have never yet feen in either of them. 
It is the O'bfervation of Swifi, *' employments in a ftatc 
** are a re ward for thofe who entirely agree with it* For 
** example^ a man, who, upon all occaiions, declared 
" ^ Dpiniott of a commonwealth to be preferable to a 
" monarchy, would not be a fit man to have eqiploy- 
" rDents ; let him enjoy his opinion, but not be in a con- 
•* dition of reducing it to pradice." 

I fliall now, gentlemen, only make one farther remark, 
that while you have been regularly preachmg fubm^ffiaa^ 
and pradifing oppqfition to the crown, the impartial world 
will conclude that you believe the crown has not hitherto 
been placed where you may think it ought, and there- 
fore you waited till then to pradife your old dodrine of

I Cannot fufficicntly admire the moiefty of thofe writers 
who congratulate the public on a total abolition of 
party, and the univerfal fatisfcidion and harimony whidi 
t>revail throughout the nation ; at a time when every 
honeft face is clouded with diftruft, and every honeft 
heart fiiU of grief ; when the old and tried friends of 
the conftitution are retired in difcontent, or rudely thruft 
from their feats, through the influence of the old avow^ 
enemies of the prcfent Family on the throne, headed by a 
minifter whofe country, before he was in power, and 
whofe behaviour fince, nas rendered him juftly fufpeded, 
and generally odious. However great the advantages of 
union amongft ourfelvcs may really be, and however thcjr 
may be magnified beyond their true extent, by the venal 
inftniments of power, I fliould think them much too 
dearly purchafed, if they could be purchafed that way, 
by throwing all placeg of tnitt, honour and profit, into 
the hands of the "Tories, whom no true lover of his coun- 
try can behold without fufpicion in any place of truft at 
all. 

If we look fome years back, we (hall find that forty 
was wholly fuftained by the great abilities of fome few 
among them, who made it fubfervient to their private 
piques or interefls, and had ingenuity enough to puzzle 
thecaufc with dexterity, and confound thofe whom they 
could not convince. Atprefent, happily for this nation, 

there 
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there is not one able man amangft them ; their heads arc 
as bad as their hearts : thofe who have taken up the pen 
m their behalf have made a bad caufe worfe, by the man- 
ner in which they have handled it, and notwithftanding 
the various palliations and unmeaning diftindions they 
have made iiCc of^ their principles are laid open to the 
nation, and in every honcft man's mouth is to be found 
that ancient, and I will venture to fay, for I will in the 
conrfe of this paper, undertake to prove it, true affcrtion 
'■^hew me a Tory, nnd I will/hew you a Jacobite. 

As this aifertion may, perhaps, feem too general and 
fevcre to many inoderate perfons, and as the abettors of 
that reviving party, will no doubt teH us, that thefc 
words have by no means the fame import ; that they 
differ as much in latitude of fignificati on as in their origi-« 
nal ; that they arc entirely employed on different objeds; 
and that the name of Tdry fuWifted long before that of 
Jacobite was known, which was afterwards grafted upon 
it merely from an unfirtunaU accident^ as they call it, 
or as we woitld term it by a /fecial providence ; as they 
will infift that the name of Tory oannot include that of 
Jacobite^ at any xatc, though they will indeed candidly 
allow that the name oi Jacobite includes- that of Toryi 
as all thefe pretences carry with them fome (hew of 
teafon. I fhall now give this point a more particular 
difcufiion. I Ihall confidcr the real import of thefe words, 
and (hall, I truft, before I have done, convince the im- 
partial reader, that he may with the greateft propriety 
pronounce them Jynonimous, 

A Tory, m the true and original meaning of the word, 
not to glofs it over wkh vain and artificial intrepretat ions, 
was a maintaincr of the infernal dodrinc of arbitrary 
power, and indefeafible right on the part of the fove- 
rcign, and of paflive obedience and non-rcfiftance on the 
part of the fubjed ; a do^ine which many preceding mo- 
narchs had endeavoured to eftablifh by cunning, but 
^hich the Stuarts firft openly avowed, and would have 
confirmed by force. The Tory maintained, that the 
king held his crown of none biit God ; that he could 
not by the moft flagrant violation of the laws, by the 
moft tyrannical exercife of his powers forfeit his right ; 
that the people were made entirely for him, and that he 

had 
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bid a right x^ifpoCc of their fartimes, Usm and liber- 
tiet« in defi^ce of hit coronation oath, and the ctetaal 
hiws of reafon, wttlioat the fubjed having any nght.t» 
demand redrefs oE their grievances, or ii thcur dieoiaod 
was denied, to feck it in themlelvet. Doth not titte Ja- 
e^it$ hold th<(e very tenets^ Are not hit artidet <tf 
ftattfaith of the fame coo^lexion I Where is the one 
dtffinrent from the other, nnlefs in name ? Will the Torits 
Itliiis tlot what they maintain relates only to the (yftmi 
of government, to which the Jac^bhi adds a particalas 
eoniidcration of an atitachmeot to the interefts of the 
Shunrt lamily, whereas they are aeakws for the prefon 
family \ Th«y may have impodence enough to tell oa 
this; but, I xtbA, we are not yet arrived at that pitch of 
eredolity to believe them. Esoimine them by thdr lead* 
mg firinciplcs laid down above, and tell me, if aocordtng 
to them they maft not, like the Jacohkcy c^fidcr the 
cxpulfion of James the Second as nojuft, the rev^hthm as 
a rebellion, and all thole patriots who were concerned in 
accompliibing it, as traitdirs to their lawfiil prmcc; whether 
they mnft net, to ad confident with- du^felves, believe 
t^e title of the Stuarts to remain fiUl in full force, tho' 
they are deprived of the poiTeflion, and that hb pfiefenl 
majcfty holds the crown contrary to the lasvs of God, 
Can we fee thcfe perfons prefetml without iineafiiie& \ 
Can we weigh their princtplea and not fafped the» 
adibns ? Hovierer moderate and averie to party, can 
we fee them entniftcd with tlie power of doing miicbicf, 
and for a moment doubt their having inclination to cariy 
it into execution \ Can we without concern bch<^d the 
danger of the confticntion, and muffc we not tremble 
with apprchenfions both iot our fovereign and ourfdves } 
The Tories them (elves will not, for indeed they cannot, 
deny that thefc were the diftinguilbiog marks and govern* 
ing maKims of thcfe who formerly embraced that party, 
and fome of them may be candid enough to own that 
they themfclves have been adiiatcd by the fame princi» 
pics ; but with regard to their prefcnt vindication they 
Korn to. intitat)e (for it is rather an intinmrion than a de* 
daration) that their opinions of govern nocnt arc entirdy 
lUtcred ; that they have feen thcbr miftake, aod, in order 

to 
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to make amends for paft errors, arc now become willinft 
tp tajce all j^ocs and preferments, to prove their regard 
to the prefeht conftitntion. For my own part, I moft 
cQijfejs myfclf. In this rcfpea, an infidel, nor can I be- 
lieve one tktjk of this pretence >an<i it roigjit perhaps havf 
ihcwn no iraproper caution in the noinifter, if he bath* 
the intereft. oi hh maftor £0 much at heart, as he wwA^ 
have ws think, tohave had ipmc better propfs ^f thtf iin- 
ccrity of their convcriion, before he had beftowed oa 
them fuch lavifls rewards ; and to have been well a^ured 
that they had laid aiide all inclination to do ill, before 
he hiid entri^ed them with the power of doing it. 

With regard to t)jefc evcf loyal gen^lcm^, I fcaU ob-> 
fa-re farther, either 
•f bat thev have changed their, priocijpje?, or, 

That they arc ftill 7 «ri</, in i^c'yc li^iUed fenfe of ths 
WQrd> or. 

That they are ftill TorJes, as I underftand the wofdj 
including JacobUifm. 

In every ione of thefe leipefts, let them take which Aey 
v^ill, they ace not £t to be entrufted witb the adminiftra'» 
tion of aifairs. 

. The firft of thefq points is the only one which will ad* 
mit a momenjt's dpute. Thpife who deteraHuc at firft 
%ht, will naturally fay, that, zn the principle* of thfl 
Tortes were the only pbjedion to their being concerned in 
the adminiflxation, thofe principles being now ehai^ged, 
ihe objedion of courfe ceafes, and they become entitled 
^o ftate-omployroent? equally with the moft ancient and 
fteady loy^lifts. 

This inference, however fpecious, and fonndcd on a ' 
maxim generally true, will noc, lam afraid, hold good, 
when applied to this particular cafe. The qualifications 
neceflary for employments in the admiiiiftratton, I appre- 
hend, ou^ht to be real attachment to, and zeal for, 
the confiitution, a flrength of underftanding which 
may difcover the true interefts of it, and an invariabte 
ftcadinefs of mind, in the promoting of them. In the 
firft of thefe rcfpeAs, we will crcduloufly fuppofe that the 
Tories have qualified thcmfclves (thofe I mean who have 
had Qccafion to take the oaths) by a total and nucacnlous 
change of principles eficfted in an inftant, without any 

vifiblc 
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Yiiiblc tanie^ and almoS amounting to a new birth. In 
the fccond rcfpcft, which relates to the undcrftanding, vit 
will gencroufly give them credit : but how then will they 
ftandwith regard to the latter qualification f If we ac- 
knowledge the iincerity of their converfion, theif zeal for 
the conftitution^ joined with an amazing nnderftanding, 
what muft we think of thtir fteadineft > What, without 
any one motive (btit thofe atrfing from true reafon and 
found argument, which they had Tor years rejeScd) all at 
once, in a moment, by the ftrongcft fympathy in the 
world, (hift about, profefs thofe doftrines they had ex- 
ploded, and difavow thofe principles which they had 
nicked in with theu' milk, in which they had been edu- 
cated, and which, when arrived a-t what thfcy called yean 
of difcretion, they openly gloried In ; thofe principles in 
defence of which many m" their fathers loft their honours, 
and fome their lives ! Is fuch a change as this credible ? 
Can they really have refinquilhed thoic hcllifh tenets, or 
. do they diffemble ? If the change js diffembled, what is 
become of the firft qualification of a Statefman, a love of 
the conftitution ? ^ If the change is real, what becomes ot 
the latter qualification, that fteadinpfs of mind which alone 
can make the othtr of good efFcd ? Can we think our 
dependance well founded on thofe men who can fo eafily 
take Up and relinquilh principles, or be well pleafed to 
fee power lodged in the hands of thofe, of^homthc 
moft candid muft declare, that they are chargeable with 
levity, that they arc lighter than vanity itfelf > When 
they profeifcd them(clvcs Tories, they attempted to give 
us reafons for their Political Creed, nay, they pleaded 
conicience. Why do they not tell us the reafons on 
which they have changed their faith, and affign fome fair 
methods by which ihey havefatisficd the doubts of con- 
icience. Till they do this, we certainly have an un- 
doubted right to confider their pretended change as a 
mere piece of fineflc, calculated to advance the worft of 
purpofes, or to regard them as men of inconftancy and 
levity, ading from -caprice and not reafon : confequently 
in either ofthcre refpcds unfit to take a part in the di- 
re^^ion of affairs. 

To do them juftice however, I (hall endeavour to ac- 
count 
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cowr, ffoe ftr tfaerr chaage of prirteiplti, beeauft I 
belieihe th«fe to conrintteas they were, but fef^e^- 
tcrtttotf ia tbeir mode of fpedDtng: aiNl a&iilgi. Tbis I 
tbs'ravbertbliikoec^ffiir^, becaufe it feemst^ariTefrom 
ittotires wbtch thty maj not be wilHug to avoi^. I 
flmm^mbirion and intereft» an unbounded defire of 
foch places, as bring in real proBt, and aBbrd modb 
bottour. We ihiall kowerer do wei^ to obferve ber^, 
tbat thoQ^ tbeie are ftrong inducementa to tbem t0 
diflenUe tbtir principles, tney cannot be of any force 
to motk 9A kooeft oiange in tben. Tbeir beautiful 
pliabilitfindeedy and complaifance to tbofe bewitcbtiqr 
Mmpters, feems to prove more tbaa tbey would wiflb» 
ttid iiitesid of evidencii^ a change of principles, de-. 
dirts tbat tbey bare no principles at all. 

If tben we <i« of opinion tbat tbej bave changed their 
6ld rooted principles liierely thro' caprice and levity, we 
can bave no affurance that tbey may not as wontoniy re- 
ttirn to theia, with a freib acceffion of povv^er and influ- 
etice 16 aecofnplifli the fubverfion of our happy conftitu^ 
tibil : if they are governed by ambttioas and interefted 
viewiB^y wtf tail only conilder them as perfpns put up to 
tddidii, and always to be fold to the beft biddeiri. if tbej 
cdntinue Toriwfy In tbeir iimitred fenfe of the woid, a« 
it iseans the friends of defpotic gcnrernmenr, we imme- 
diately fee how much their influence ought to be feared 
by the people: Or, if they continue 7W«, as I under- 
ftknd the word, including Jacobitifmt how dreadful 
otigfat tbdr nciw-revived power to appear not onily to 
the people, but alfo to the fovereign !

T is become the faihion to a&, " What have you i9 
, fav apinft the prefent mjniRer : What ill har^ h^ 
ttene?" J would aofwer thisqueftion> and, I think, not 
Vol. II.

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improperij, by tflcing another. *^ Whit have yoa to 
fay for the prefent minifter ? what good hath he done?" 
My notion hath ever been, that fer vices fliou Id precedef^ 
wards, and that places of fo high and interefting a nature^ 
Ihould be conferred on thofe only who had previovflf 

f ffr^n fome unquellionable proofs of integrity and abilitf. 
The tools of this very^reat man, and particularly the 
Au Di T a, think all objections to his ha ving the diredioa 
of public aiFairs fufficiently anfweied by telling us, tfiit 
be IS a man of excellent character in ^H^^ate lift. 

Whether thb be truth or not, I neither know nor carei 
but certain I aoi, that it h nothing at all totbe prefenr 
^nt. Private virtues are very otten Co be foui^d where 
the qualifications of « public charader are wanting. A 
good man may be a very bad minitler; and this oblerya* 
tton will j uftify us in afferting, that religUn was in a great 
meafure the caufe of that prince's fall, whom we now 
coniider as m martyr. To enter into prvvat€ lifk on this 
occfliion, cannot be (erviceable to the caufe we efpoufe, 
«nd is by no means agreeable to our iodioation; thoudi 
perha^, wctBout any violation ^f candour, > we mignt 
dffprove the general auertion of venal flatterers,andwit^., 
Out.any danj^r from the law, make them feverely repent 
of tJie challenge they have fo often fent us on this l^d. 
The <Mily plauuble pretence for the mintfter*s holding his 
prefent place, is his |reat cecon^my at bomt : but evefl 
bere, I am afraid the mference which they would make 
is not jttlt. Wc frequently meet with perfons who are 
careful to the laft degree or their own money, and laviHi, 
beyond precedent, of what isentrufted to them by others. 
How fftr this is the cafe here, I (hall not coniider at pre- 
fent ; one particular tranfaCiion of the greated moment, 
which will throw light on thefe affairs, hatb been lately 
communicated to the Nojith Briton, and fhall in due 
leitfon be \z\i before his readers, who will not, he bopo?, 
deem this a vague and wanton -aifertion, but give that 
cr^it to him, which he trufts he has merited from the 
public, by a faithful and clofe regard to truth, the great 

• obje^ of all-his political enquiries. 

One very remarkable reafon, for fuch it is called, af-

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mindoChis moft excellent msjeflyin his early years. At 
ther^ IS no true Englifliman who doth not feel the eood 
effeds of our foveieign's virtneSj they nAiil all (I tdce it ^ 
for |(ranted, and cananfwer for myfelF) be highly fenii- 
ble of the obligxtions due to tbofe who in any roeafure 
contributed to the improvement of them ; but I am not 
yetfuilici^ntlydeepinthehiiloryofLEiCBSTER-HpnsBy 
to be qtiite certain that the Fav$uritehzih any juft claim 
to our acknowledgments in this refpedt. He had a place 
there, of no great con&quence in itfelf, and, according 
to my poor conceptions, wholly unconneded with the 
bofinefs of education ; nor amongfl the (everal great 
tzmtt to whoip at various times, this important truft 
was committed, did I ever heir his lordfhip mentioned 
till he became a manager in the (late. Taking the hGt 
however for granted, tne reward beftowed on him in con- 
fequence of at» feems much out of proportion, and is of 
Ibch a nature, as to take him entirely out of that pie- 
vmce, to his excellency in which, as we are told, heowei 
Ml influence. A verygood Schoolmaft^r may make a very , 
indifferent ftatefman: pedantry is of little fervice in po* 
litics, and I (hdutd hate a very contemptible opinion Of 
anEnglifh admintilration, who would fubmit in their fe- 
deral departments to the imperious dilates of an over- 
heating tutor. I am extremely forry that I cannotjn this 
wfpeft agree with the great Mr. Majllet, alias Mal- 
^OCK, that ingenious Scot, who, by the publication of 
lordBoLiNGBROKE's deiftkaliurittfigs, formerly endea- 
voured to overthrow our religion, and at prefent is doing 
what inhimliestocbdngeourconflitution, byadvancing 
luch doctrines as ftrikeat the liberties of the people. In* 
the politTcat poem of Elvira, now ading 9,1 Drury-

In fpjte of aUtbeVipepoui 
arguments,! am certain, that reaJfon could n^Vrer bejieii|e 
that a Scot was fit to haye the management qfEfmlij^ 
affai^rs. There is fopfiething in the very thought wfich 
fitikes difagreeably, even before we are able toaccauat 
for OYir difguft, thp' o^ a moment's paufe we find reafow 
enough at hand ready to jufljfy it. A ^f«i/ bath no more 
right to preferment in EngiandAsin zHan^v^rian or a 
Hottentot i and tho' froip the Time that tlie Stuarts, 
of ever odious memory, firfl; mounted the throjae, the 
. Scots have over-run the land ; yet thecountenance ffiewa 
to them bath ever been attei?ded with murmurs and dif- 
content. From the union^ indeed* they have anoiM 
kind of plea to make, and with much modefly reprefent 
to us their undoubted riglit of enjoying ev^ry thing in 
common with us. That the union was designed, how- 
ever the a£t may be Vfoxded^^tp put the inhabitants of 
the mod beggarly part of the ifland, into full pofleilion 
' of the whole, I cannot believe 1 and if we confult the be- 
haviour of thet^r^jWt that rime, we fhall find they them- 
felves did not then conllder |t in that very advantageous 
light. A true Scot never oppofes bis own intereS i and

One letfon ftill infilled upon to&evr the neceffity We 
• were under of making peace is. the impoflibilit/of the 
miniftet's raifing the lupplfes to carry on the war. This, 
if true, was a good reafon for the minifler's quitting hit 
boft ; but a ?erjr indifferent one for his (acrificing the 
hoabur of an indulgent mafter» and the intereft of a 
country not his own, in order to retain it. If there ivas 
amr dBbcultjr on this head it did not arife from the thing 
itfelf; hut from the perlbn: and on his removal, and 
the appearance of anj one in whom the people thought 
thejr might confide, it would have vaniued of courfe. 
But, dinrutted, fufpefledv and hated ^is he was, there 
is little ground for making the raifing the fupplies an/ 
|f1ea for a precioitate oeace, when a "* merchant, iiinv 
of great and fainionable note; as remarkable for flimjjf 
mratory as iullp^try^ with much confidotoceaflbrcd his 
noble patron, thaf howet^ tleady the citjr ihight ap- 
pear, they were always to be' turned about by throwing 
in zn eighth. 

On a comparifofl with otSr enemies we had no imagio* 
/ able reaibn to make peace. They were totally undone : 
yft had nothing to fear from th^m j and much was to be 
got. The time was come when our brave failors mieht 
have reaped the rewards of their dangers, and tnfteadof 
teturning to rutl at home in beggary and contempt, 
might have fettled themfelves in eafe and romfert. 
FaANCB, we all know, was ruined: her fleets deftroyed, 
her trade at a ftand, her colonies in our hands. Spain^ 
an enemy at the beft little to be feared, had loft that fbr- 
trefa which alone fecured to her the finews of war. This 
alfertfon is not without proof. Focockb, to whom the 
nation in bound by the moft important fer vices, declar- 
ed it 1 we had It delivered tous in a place and by a peribn 
which makes the truth undoubted ; nay, we ferioufly 
and folemnlyreturned thanks hyautborUy in our churches 
to almighty God, for having derived 9ur enemies of thi 
means of war. In fuch a iituatton what was to prevent 
a peace adequate to bur fucceifei ? 7 he minifter. What 
was to drive us to the acceptance of fuch terms as are 

{eneraiij 
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generaiiydiragreeable ? 7ht minifier. What could Induce 
us. to reflore our coi>queils, to pat the .enemy into a 
condition of rekindling the flames of war in a ihorc ' 
time, and more to our d i fad vantage ? What, but /i&# 
minifter. Above aU, why allow the right of ftflierjr ? 
Becaufe the Frtncb would not make peace without it; 
they held it 9ifine qua non. However faihionable it may 
be to undervalue that article now, their attention to it, 
if nothing elfe, demanded 9ursi and, if it is ^/jne fua 
n§n to the Frenci^ that was reafon fufficient to inake it 
fo with ns. But I cannot enough admire that the French 
would not make peace without it. Are the vanquiihed 
then to prefcribe terms to their conquerors ? What did 
it concern England whether France called it peace or 
wtr» if ihe was fo deftitute of force as to be unable to 
•ppofe our fuccefs, and to prevent that commerce« 
which put the whole world into our hands,' tho' we 
have generottfly given (b confiderable a part of it to her 
again. . » 

But how would Europe have confidered this beha- 
viour ? Woald not the jealoufy of other powers have 
been raifed i nay, would ^ot their juAice have taken 
the ahirm, when they had feen England drawn unwil- 
lingly into a war, cruelly and unnaturally defending 
henelf,- aad humbling her enemies ; n^od injutioufly de- 
taining thofe places which were honourably conquered, 
and refuting to reftore to her enemies a power of doing 
her fre& injuries^ ^This I confefs to be a material rea*- 
fon for our concluding the war in the manner we have 
noW done, and it ought to warn us never to go to war 
with any power, for the future, till we have firft fenft 
round the world to know what places we may keep, if 
conquered, and what we may not ; fo that we may not, 
as now, exhauil our treafures^ and, which is more con* 
iiderable, throw away the lives of pur brave fellows, 
to take places on purpofe for a weak or wicked mini* 
fter to give them up again.

In our own memory, there has been a time, when the 
fum of tiventy-fitve thoufand pounds iflned from a certain 
place, upon a certain article, gave too jufl" caufe for mer 
lancholy reflexions. By what magic influence and faici- 
nation of mind, was a former parliament itidooed togild 
with grofs and fulfom panegyric the infamous treaty of 
Vtrechf whilft the traitors, who made it, were held in 
utter detefta'tion by the honed and ijifcerningnattoa ? I 
muft defire, profefuAg always a regard to dccency,as well 
as to my own (kfctyt that I may not be mirandcrftood. ; 
for there is notbiiig farther from my inteotion, than to

dfcmnftaaces of Uft December* and of June 1715. 

In the gMem agf. mettphoricall/ I meai), of virtue^ 
wboconld dare to fappofe that we have any thing to feat 
from that too ikilful and fure pioneer* corciiptioq?

if the minifter waa wickedly inclined to pradife it, there 
it a perfon» we all know^ who wiUneTer be prevailed 
upon to fufier it. Examine well the preiSmt aclmiotftrf 
tion i is it not cooipo(ed<:bieflj of the chotceft patriots, 
men of lonr ex|>erience in bufineit, and of unihakeo 
lofalty ? Have we npt at the head of our finances, tl)e 
etcperUnitd^xht eUguenif the aile Sir Francis Dajbwp^df 
At the head of our admiralty, that great favourite of the 
navy* Mr. Ge^ge Grenville } At t£e head of our p€n^ 
fiwmsy lord UtchJUldf &c he, &c. They have ever 
dechitmed loudly a^tnft/<«^pif/; they have reprefentcd 
all employments held at the pleafure of the crown, as 
little better than fplendid badges of dependence and ab- 
je6t llavery. We may repiofe with entire confidence^ o| 
the chaile and foropulous intesrity of the knot ofT$ries, 
Scpttifi members, and ScHiifieaEnglifi^ who now confti- 
tnte, by an amazing concurrence of unexpeded inci- 
dents, the prefent virtuous majority in parliament 
Thete gentlemen, we muft confeis, had in the worft of 
times, a natural penchant and predileQion for each 
other!? merit. The famous Colonel Cicil^ of the Cl»c«a 
TVfr, upon his examination in the late rebellion, de- 
clared, that the iiiiniilers of Frtfinv, which was then on 
the point of invading us, expreffed the ucmoft joy at the 
entire union between the Eh^lijb and Scotti/b JacobiuSf 
In thefe happier days of univerfal loyalty, how loviogl/ 
do they concur in the fupport of the prerogative, and 
of his majefly's undoubted title to the throne of thefe 
kingdoms ? Muft not the Duke ^fCboifeul and the Mar-

'This fecond engine of defpotic power has rarely been 
plajed^oflFin E^giandydncc the acceffion of the honle of 
Hanovir, . A prioctple of conciliation and forbearance 
was tfaediftingntihedcharaQeriftfcof otir twokft kii^i 
and of th'eir niiniders. To r u le by love and not by fear, 
over free and willing fobjeds, was judged bv them the 
wiieft policy. The prefent ^ mujbroom ininifter, fpr^ng 
thutfuddenlyfr^ma h^i^htd^ difciatns to walk in that old 
beaten track. The plan of the 7rf«m«c;iV«// appears to 
^'aiin every refpeA preferable. Oderint^ dummetuant is 
bis r«ile of a£lion. The hatred of the nation he defpifes, 
provided he can operate on on r fears. The moft^mirteht 
nwyers have been M^^y to find oiifUkes and flaws in t>a«< 
tents, granted for thefecurity of the liberties of the iub- 
jed« and which for ages have been efteemed not only va- 
lid but even (acred. His infolenoe and cruelty have put 
this menacing alternative, Renounce all ties ofixonour^ con- 
f^figuiniiy^ and gratitude, or elfe fome Jycopbant belonging 
to myfelfjbali have your place. The iecretary ♦ of a cer- 
tain board, a very apt tool ofoiinitlerial perfecution, with> 
• fpirit worthyof a/*<?r/if^w^inquifitor4 is hourly looking 
for carrion in every office, to teed the maw of the infatia- 
hle vulture. Imo etiam in fenatum venit^ notat et defig- 
nat unumquemque noflrUm : he marks us, and all our in- 
nocent families, for beggary and ruin. Neither the ten- 
tlernejs of age^ nor the ficrednefs o/fex is fpared by the 
cruel Scot, The widow of one of the moll meritorious f 
<^en of this kingdom, was told her dootn ; but qui great 
^eli%oerer^ from the nobled ifeotives of gratitude to hla 
<^ecea(^ friend, there intcrpofcd, and faved her from the

(etf. Mark Antony^ the tbird TriamTir, is painted to 
na as a comppfition of the moft ^fiouapaifidfns,. ambit 
tions, proftijpte and vindidiv<e« His afibciaies wen 
pintps» bankrupts, gladiators, aard all men of tl»aasl 
mfamous charaders. The abandoned Clodiusy and the 
lewd GakinktSy were his befevn friends, and deareft com- 
panions. The effeds of this fatal coalition are well 
known. Thren hlindred fenators, and two thou(aod 
Roman knights were doomed to die for a crime themoft 
unpardonable to tyrants, their warm and fteady fu[>pert 
of the caufe of*liberty. The patriots loft their liTes^ 
and with them periflied the liberties of jRpw#. 

Happy Britain f in whole well- poifed government fnch 
fcenes or" violence and horror are not now to be appre- 
hended. Happy^in a monarch, who crowns all his vir- 
tues with lenity and moderation. When the relentlefs 
band of power ihall feeim to fall too heavy on the fubjed, 

we 
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we kflown to whom tlic rigour ought to be imputed. The 
ifrorld will place it always, as it does at this particular 
atfis, to the account of an hot-brained and over-bearing 
miflifter ; or, not to be unjuft, I fliouid make uie, I verilf 
believe, of the dual number, and lament th^ tyranny of 
tfce DouitviRATE, There are but few, I may venture 
to affert, who do not regard the many late removals of 
refpe^able and worthy pcrfons from their employments 
IS a per(ectftion, and indeed, a fort o^ profcrifthn. 

Toeminifters, who club their wifdom and their power 
in this cbefd^otwvre of politics, appear in general to the 
natbn in the odious light of Q^ri/, ezerciBng a domef- 
tic Drag^nadet and looking out for plunder for their 
creatures atnd dependent^. Of what crime 6t miibemea* 
nof has the ancient ♦ bulwark of the houfe of Hanover^ 
tlie faithful and diGntereiled fervant of the great grand- 
father and grandfather of our moft gracious king, been 
guilty, ^that not be alone, but all his innocent relations 
«nd welUwifliers.are marked out to their indignant fel- 
Iow-fabje£ts as the moft outrageous and unpardotiable 
offenders ? The public waits impatiently to learn the 
nughty accufation. Have then his grace, and his mo(b 
noble friends, been complicated in the foul prafticeof 
rebellion?

THERE is a great refemblance between the hifto- 
ries of moft nations, whofe forms of government 
are nearly fimiUr. All the free ftates of Greece expt^ 
rienced the fame kind of internal convulfidns, and their 
final dediny was th^ fame. The refemblance between - 
particular jperiods of hi (lory, in difi^erent Hates as well 
as in the fame body politic, is fometitpes remarkably 
ftriking. There are few pafiages in the Roman hiftory; ■ 
but find their exad parallels in our own. Oliver Coom"' 
•w// plays the fame poor farce (and ads it as ill) in his • 
refuialof the crown/rom a committee of parliament, 
as Julius Cafar had before done on a like offer from 
Mark Antony. The comparifon of partlcolar periods ^ 
of the hiftory of the fame nation is^ ftill more juft, and » 
an argument may be drawn from it with more truth and - 
precihonf becaufe it is founded in the gejiius of the ' 
people, and the form of the government. 

I muft own,,that at prefent I am ftruck with the • 
^lofe timilitode before the four laft years o^ Anni^ 
reign, and the prefent times. • The naticm was then in 
a^ar with /r/i/jr?, which had been carried 6n with a^ 
nrjazing fuccefs; and indeed, very liftleTemaiacd to be

^' the wife management of the onejit home, and the 
" glorious condu6l of the other abroad, one would 
•* have thought, would have lixcd them io their pofts 
*• above the little pfaftices of an artfu) favourite, who 
*' had notihewn any tokens of a grea( genius, and was 
'* only eminent in the art of deluding thofe that hearkr 
*' encd to him." 7bat earl Mortimer drove from hU 
ibvereign^s councils all ihe great and eminent men 
of that reign. He turned out mod of the iordt lieute* 
Jtants of tpe feveral counties, and lemoved ahnoll aU 
the fVbig jujiices •/ tbe peace. We too have feeo f<?ve- 
Tal of thefifft characters among the Englijb nobility re- 
moved from being his majefty's lieutenants in feverai 
counties.

Tbat earl Mortimer removed a confiderable number 
of the JVbigi, and the friends of the revolution^ and 
gave their places to profcffed Tories, ^nd to the ene- 
mies of liberty. The prefent minifter has made almoft 
a total refumption||f all the appointnaents to jplacessa 
the hands of the H'^bigs whom he cHfliked, and has 
ruined many families, who have no other guilt than tbc 
being put in by the friends of the late truly patriot king. 
A nature fo unrelenting^ and a temper lb defpotic, 
were never before fcen and felt in a fiilt roinificr of this 
country. 

^8 foon as that Rarl Mortimer had effedualiy fe- 
cured his intereft with the ^een, he kejpt her in a 
ftate of irnprifonment, and futfered none, but his owJi 
creature*, to be about her perfon. The fovereign was 
thenaftuaily in a ftate of thraldom, and what is infi- 
uitely the worft kind of flavery, was held in a captivity 
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of the underilanding. The rojral mind wtsenfltved 11^ 
the moft wretched manner ; yet that Earl Mortimer 
had (he impudence to aflert, that he had only freed 
his fovereign from the chains of the old miniftrv. Have 
not the two venal fcribblers of our times, the Briton 
and theAuDiTOR^ perpetually declaimed, that the late 
minlilry onl/ reiigned, becaufe they could not contioul 
and govern their mafter. 

Thai Earl Mortimer got privately into the palace .by 
means of one bad, ungrateful woman, Mn.MaJbami 
and in a (hort time compleared his afcendancy over the 
mind of his fovereign. Here I do not find the lead 
fimilitude. 

As the view of both minifters has undoubtedly beei^ 
the fame, the prefer vation of their enormous p£wer, 
both have maae ufe of the fame apt inftruments. Their 
tools were the Tories ^ and all the rcvilers of the /r«/^ 
tanrfucceffion. 

That Earl Mortimer hz\\ng got entire pofleiEon of 
the heart of his fovereign, and the power of the crown 
being, as it were, delegated to him,^hc employed it 
to purchafe and to fecure a majority of the two houfes 
of parliament. Thus in effe6l he obtained the fove- 
reignty of three kingdoms, and kept his power by di(^ 
tributing the revenue of the civiHifi to fome, by giving 
places to others, and by creating twelve new peers at 
once. Since 0^0^^ 1760, fcventeen new peerages 
have been created, nine additional lonlsy and an afton jib- 
ing nupiber of Tory grooms of the ted chamber have, 
been made ; every ohfolete uJeUfs place has been re- 
vived, and every occafion of encreafing falaries has 
been feized with eagernefs. That great reformer of 
«bufes, the new IVbig head of the board of trade, has 
juft condefcended to Itipulate for an additional falary 
Without power i as the price of his fupport of this T^ry 
government. In all thefe cafes however, merit has 
been the fole motive. Here again we' do not find the 
woft dirtanc refemblance. The corruption under the 
Qneen's Tory adminiftration was fo flagrant, that they 
had greatly overdrawn the ci<vil lift y and the venal par- 
liament of 17^3, was cafily brought to vote 500,00©/.

That the faid Uckerman having made an application 
to the faid Mr. PoFwnal to pafs the faid oats, the faid 
gentlennan had a farther examination made of the fame 
by two grooms in the prefence of his firft clerk j who 
finding tnat faid oats was very bad, did not fail to con- 
firm jour meniorialid's faid report. 

That notwithftanding all this, the faid Mr. Pownai 
very foon afterwards permitted thofe very oats to be 
fent up for the army ; and never after fufFered your 
mcmorialift to infpeft any of faid Uckerman's oats. 

That faid Mr. Pownai, having left Bremen about the 
twenty-third of November, left at the fame time a free 
paffagc up the fVefer, for the tranfporting of all faid 
Uckerman*$ bad oats without obfiacle; which faid bad 
§ats had been rejected by your memorialift : and alfo^ 
great quantities of the like bad and damaged oats^ that

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that memorable ana. He was a true Briton, and a 
aaalons lover of his countrymen. He had lately ftnt 
for his yonngeft Ton from the Highlands of Scotland, to 
receive iia/i0ira/ preferment under a truly British ad- 
miniftration. I could not help enjoying the (atisfa^ioa 
of mind, which appeared in my old friend's counte-* 
nance, on having now fettled all his family to his nc* 
mod wiihes ; for he told me that this young gendeman 
was alFured of particular favour and advancement un- 
der the prefent government, I would (ay-adminiftra- 
tion, and the five patriot heroes his brothers, wtre al« 
veady provided for in the (ervice of him, whom we 
call the Pretbndbr. . 

As the boy who appeared to be about eighteen, was 
but a raw cbieldi and feemed entirely ignorant of every 
thing on this fide o/*the T^weed, I thought I could not 
fpend the day better, in refped to his amufement, as 
well as my own, than by attending young matfter Mae- 
danald in the quality of Ciceroni, to fliew him the 
fights about this great metropolis.

I waa fuTprifed at this fudden exaltation of my friend, . 
nw coold poffibly frame to my mind whence he could 
draw fttch ftrange and wonderful conclufions, on ex- ' 
amining a roueb, hard ftone, which feemed in my eyes 
nothingmore than a typical reprefentation of the country ' 
which It came from. It feemed to mc to indicate as 
fttongly the aatore of the country, that it was Peira n 
ff*Urea mbil, as the fingle bunch of grapes, which 
was forced to be carried by two men, denoted .the fe?-^ 
tih*ly of the land of Canaan. 

This extraordinary alteration of behaviour both of 
the old and young gentleman, much furpriz'd me.

Upon my remonftrating with ptbper 
fubmiilion, that this prophecy could by no means ex- 
tend to England, efpecially as we had now a fovereign 
whom we £«|f/^ gloried in, as being our countryman, 
and whom we fliould neither be fo complaifant or trd;i- 
tcrous ever to fell or to give up for all the Stuarts m 
the world, my^ loyal friend, with great eagernefs, ind 
thorough Scottijbf good-breeding, interrupted me hafti- 
^7> j>y telling me with a fupercilious air of authority, 
" Sir, we have as gueda right to this country as ypur- 
fcls ; and let me tell voa Sir, there is nae fuch thing 
as an Englijbman, and I hope (hortiy the very hame 
will be annihilated." Convinced of the fincerity of his 
wilhes, but unwilling to be perfuaded out of my birth-* 
right, or bullied out of my fenfes, I left them at com- 
ing out of the irongatesi to the contemplation of their 
rifing greatnefsv and the new modelling of their new 
kingdom, by beautifully tempering thofe two happy ji^- 
Oiliaricies, Scoitijb elegnnccy and Scottijh acMiomy, ,C 

When I had^t Hoitie, and began to refledl upon our 
expeditiQn, though j tnuft confefs, I was feme what 
ruffled by the unexpected infolence of my two compa- 
nions, I was more heartily vexed, that what I had at 
firft conceived to be impoffible, upon recolle^ion, ap- 
L z petred 
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peared more thtn probtble. There had indeed been fome 
pains taken, in the glorious reign of that pacific mo- 
narch, Jmmis the Firft, to eftablifli their righ, fomid- 
ed upon this ftone* and warranted by this prophecy ; 
bat now under the admtniftration of the eUer branch 
of that augud fapnily of the SiuartSf with fuch confpi- 
cootts abilities to fupport him, in all thofe meafures fo 
conducive to the weinue of his countrj, I think I may 
furly widi them jor of their prophecf being foifilled, 
more efpetiall/ as 1 find it corroborated and marked 
out for thdfe tunes by another, which is at dear and 
cipreis.

THERE is generally one favourite, minifterial tvt^^ 
in high vogue. The minifter himfetf firft broacka 
ity and afterwards the whole herd of his dependeoti 
is ordered to eccho it through the nation. .Durma the 
adffliaiftrationof Mr. Pelbam, the fafliionable worowii 

canJeMf, 
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iandour. He frequently m%de ufe of it, and he really 
loved the thing more than the word. H» whole pub- 
lic conduct gave the moft convincing proofs of his r«if- 
ii9ur. The cam njnord of the prefent minifter is Oeco- 
NOHY. There is not a poor, infignificant, Engli/b*Toty^ 
or Scottijb JacoUte clerk, who has been three days in 
the cuftomsy or e^cit, but has already learnt his leiTon, 
and talks incelTantly of the new' minifter^s a€§Mmj, Wc 
hear of nothing but acqn^my^ though we cannot, in 
aoy one budneis of national concern? difcern the lead 
trace of it. It is bcconie the Sbibboletb of the whole 
S€Ulifi fa£tton; for tlnih- coantrymenxt for ever retailing 
the %»>ord to us, even when he is pradlifing the mod un- 
bounded prodigality. The ^^r^he never forgets : the 
application of it to any puUic bufinefs we have never yet , 
eiperience^ from him. At no period of the Engliih hi- 
ftory has the nation been (b much abufed with yiords^ 
and fo grofly abufed with glaring fads of extortion on 
the people, as of late by the prefent Scottijb mintfter. 
It is an old obfervation, that hethat firft cries outjiop 
thitfy is often he that has ftolen the treafure. We have 
heard of nothing but ctconomjt and we have feen nothing 
but profufion and extravagance. The proof (hall foon 
follow the aflertion ; km I (hall firft ftate a late very 
extraordinary occurrence. 

By the V9tes 9fibt bwft of Comn9n$, we find, that on 
the feventh of March, an addrefs was voted 10 his ma- 
jefty, though not without oppofition, that be nveuU be 
gracioufly ^eafed io employ in tbe army fu(b perfotUy as 
n9ware^ »r Jball be^ ufonbalf pay^ 'wbo are qualified 
to /ir^oe bit majejfy. This fureJy was fo plain and lelf' 
evident an inftance of ceconomy^ to the public, as well 
as juftice to the officer, that fuch an addrefs rouft in its 
Very nature be trifling, or muft mean a drre£l infult on 
theniinifter. I think indeed, that it ihewed the fuf-r 
picion which that honourable boufe entertained with re- 
gard to his real intention. The boufe knew their graci- 
ous fovereignhtid the wife regulations of a joft acommy 
at heart : but they feemed greatly to have diftrufted the 
^iaifier^ and therefore proceeded in a true conftitutio- 
L^3 nai 
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ntl manner, by reconamending the meafure in a dut^l 
and humble addrefs to the crown. I only argue from 
the f^o/es, which I fuppofe are printed, that the pub- 
lic may fairly reaibn on all parliamentary proceedings»of 
fod^ a kind as to be judged fit to be (ubmitced to the 
opinion of Mankind. At the opening of the feffion, in 
a moft gracious fpeech from the throne his inajefty ftre* 
Auoufly advifed his parliament io lay iie fiufu^ihm of 
'ibai O ECONOMY, ntbicb nve vwe to ourfel'vesy and t9 
our pnflerity^ mnd wbicb can aUnere/stve ibis nation from 
tbt beavy bur t bens bton^bt upon it hy tbe necejitiosoftbit 
long and exptnft^rnjurtr. In the anfwer likewife to this 
addrefs, his majefty^is gracioufly pleafed to dedare, ** It 
was always my intentian to (hew my regard to the merit 
of my half pay ofiicers, as well as my attention to the 
iefleaing of the public expence, b^ taking every proper 

. opportunity of employing fuch oMhem as are qualified 
for fervice." It is therefore clear that our moft excellent 

Jenoroign had always at heart this fcheme of mconomy^ 
Mad the mfnifler, was bclievfd by parliament to beaYerfe 
to it, Thia unravels the myftery of this addrefs^ and 
proves that;itr*sot only became the wifdom* of par- 
Itamentybut was peculiarly adapted to the critical cir- 

^Cumftances of the.timeai The condu^ of the mtnifter 
ha4 /hewn the juftice of this opinion. The fir ft principles 
of national aeonovty have been difregarded, for every 
ro^'metft has be^ compleated as 4o its compliment of 
officers even a few days only before it has been broke, 
and chiefly by Scot/men. This has luoft infamoufly fwel- 
led the half pay li/l, and put the nation to an enormous 
^xpence, without a pretence of the leaft fervice to the 
public. I beg to know how many weeks Mr. Gilbert 
Elliot's fon haa had a captain's commiinon, and if he 
18 yet ten years old ? The ///? of the army has been en- 
tirely printed off; but was ordered to be fuppreffed, 
and the new fteretary at -njitar^ tbe jackall of tbe pay^ 
mafter^ bought the whole impreffion. + This has kept 
ffom the eye of the public thts infamous fcene, as well 
as the names of feveral Scots^ who diftinguifhed them- 

felves 

f A Ltfi rftbt Army was alter this puhlUhed, 
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feWcs under tRe bannets of rebellion in 1 745, and have 
been 'promoted fincc tk© admin iftration of /6i> country^ 
man. Their names however, thaU in due time be given 
to the public, and their loyal deeds faithfully recorded. 
By fucb methods has the ha'f paylili grown to it* pre- 
fent enormous fize, and fo deep a wound been given to 
the public, even in atcoftamy. 

Let us now confider another ftriking inftance of the 
total diiregard of ctconomy : I mean the pre£ent loan of 
3)500,co€> /. The terms of the new fubfcription htlve 
been fo injurious to the public, but fo beneficial to the? 
fubfcribers, that is, to' the creatures of the minlfter, 
that there wa.i immediately an advance of feven fur nnii 
ahd in a very few davs of above t\tstn per cent, I ihall 
however, only ftate it at the even, round fum,.of ten 
pir cen4, that I may not puzzle the cbantilhr of tht 
Ejtebffuer, The whole loan amounted to 5,500^000/. 
confequently in the period of a very few days, the 
minifter ^ve among his creatures, and the tools of his 
power, 3 50,000 /. which was levied on the public : the 
mod enormous fum ever divided in (o fhorta time among 
any fet of men. A few of their names I will mention, 
to fliew in what eftimation they are held by the public: 
Meffieurs Toochbt, Glover, Cufiy (bf<Kher to the 
able and imp2i.rtk\ fpc^ker) Amfaml Maygifis^ Ssi^kuhr^ 
Colebrooif^ Thrnton and Muilman, had each 200,000/., 
of the new fuWcription, and'of courfe almoft immedi- 
ately cleared 20,000/. each, which they have, or have 
not, fliared among their friends. In this inftance, how- 
ever, I dare fay, the public will experience mji^ppage 
^f payment : fuch bargains are more likely to bring a 
nation, than the proprietors themfelves, to hankrupuy. 
In a lucrative, minifterialyV^ of any Jtind, it was iropof- 
8ble the name of Mr. Fox zovX^l be omitted. He bad 
ioob,oooy. that is lo.oooclear profit. What the /i^lr- 
^«// had, I know not j but Mr. Calcraft, noi in Mr. 
^ox's namey had upwards of 70,000 /• that is a gift of 
7»ooo /. Mr. Drummmd a Scottijh hanker, to whom 
b^s eountrymin, while ihop continued open, had fuch 
Obligarions in 1745, was gratified with 72,^00/. Or in 
£4 other 
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other words, had 7,000/. given btro. I hopethait this 
d9UC9wr 1* really rocanr for Mr. Drummond^ and not for 
the mtnifitrh poor diftreifed cwfin^ and namefakt^ at 
R^mt, The governor of the bank Rdfnt Mmrfb, Efq; 
liad 150,000/. to keep the gentlemen there in good 
httinour; and to preferve his own good humour, 5o»ooo/. 
Litois IVay^ Eiq; fubgovernor of the SwtbSea^ had 
the fame fuin, for the fame purpofe. Such dojceun 
were given to fuch perfons, when gentlemen of the fir(fc 
nionied property in the kingdom, who had fubfciibed 
the largell lunis in all the exigencies of government, dur- 
ing the two laft wars, and vr\i6 were of known affec- 
tion to the Brunfwic line, were refufed any (hare. The 
teafon given to fcveral, was, j^u are n% friends of the 
minifier. The miniAer has declared that he bad adn- 
ally a tender of above feyenteen millions only from (he 
city. The public will judge from this how impoifible 
it was to carry on the war even another year. 

This enormous fum of 350,000/. ought to have been 
laved to the public. .It undoubtedly might have been, 
if a fair bargain had been made by honeft aod tntel- 
Ifgeot (lewards of the public, free from any difpoQii- 
on, or at lead any refoiution, to buy friends in fo 
ihamefui away with the nation's moner. The fam 
it: very near one ihlllin^ in the .pound or the land tax, 
which the Keakui^fani^ believingt ohfequious, confiding^ 
fuptparting, acquiefcing^ bearing and forbearing counuy 
genikmen oughi, among th^ir lUpulations with thb 
miniiier, to have faved the nation. The public would 
tbep have had one obligation to their minifterial zeal» 
and fome amends. i^de for their fcandalous prollitution., 
. Had there been the leaft attention to cpconomyt we fee 
this faving might have been made. If the Shilling in 
the pound had not been taken off the land, the odious 
tax on eyder^ in ita prefent oppieffive mode, would 
have been totally unneceifary : but the excife /aivs feem 
to be the favourite laws of the new minifter, and * bis 
Chancellor of tbe Exchequer declared with a perfpicuity, 
of which only that one head was capable, that be ijuas 
not for tfn Extension of tbe Excife laivsy but for an 
EN{«AaGKM^NT of them. If there can be any meaning 

couched 

♦ Sir Francis Dafin0§9^^ Birt, 
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couched in fuch barbarifm, it ihould feem that the hy- 
dra of Excife is now to reach,- where its cruel faogs 
never did before. After the monfter of Excife had 
been fo long kept tame, this chancellor of the Exchequer ^ 
_I (hould imagine, is ordered to enlarge his claws, and 
then another is to come to fjr/^w//his accurfed dopnini- 
on through the land. Yet (not to deviate from his hap- 
py Patawniiy) all the nvboU total is any thing for peact 
andauietnefs fake ; and at this time we muft be content 
to take the thing rough as it runs, 

I deiirelikewife to ftate the cafe of the lotteries, and 
of the grofs impoiitions on the public, by that part of 
the late bargain. Lotteries have always been objected 
to as promoting Aefpirit of gaming, \o peculiarly per- 
nicious to a commerlcal country. The neceiHties of 
government, during the two late wars, forced this mea^ 
lure: I mean of a lottery; but this year, the year of 
peace, we are to have tnvo lotteries. To make thiv 
fcheme as chargeable as poiTible to th€ public, and cre«* 
ative of more jobs, as well as longer to keep up the fpi- 
tit of ganiing, the two lotteries are to be drawn at/o^ 
different times of the year. A minider who had really 
ally love of ceconomyy would haye made the cickeis'dii* 
plicates of each other, and have faved one half of the 
ezpence to the public. The earl of Butb chufes to 
parade about ceconoiny, at the very time he is pra^tifing 
the moft unjuftifiabie piofufion. In former years the 
intereft on the lottery annuities commenced a year after 
the bringing in the fcheme, and was only three per cent. 
In this KUgal ScQttiJh adminillration, it commences ai- 
mod with the firft payment, and is four per cent. I 
muft oblerve how very unneceiTarily, and even wan-- 
tonly, this was done; for experience convinces us how 
little attention is paid by the purchafers of lottery tic- 
kets to the rate of intereft accruing on them. 

Xhe creditors of -the public f6r navy, tianfport, vic- 
tualling, and ordnance fervices, have at lead as much 
nerit with the nafion, (whom they trulied without the 
fecurity of a funa, in dangerous times) and as ftrid a 
right to jufticen ^9 the new creditors t>f this loan 
advanced in days of a peace. To the former the mi- 
L 5 . , nifter 
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niftcr has thought it juft to give a bare four ptr cent. 
redeemable at pleafure, to commence from the next 
Lady-day. To the meritorious fubfcribers to the loan, 
int^reft commences upon the whole from the firft pay- 
ment, together with two lottery tickets for every loo/. 
which aie now felling at the advanced pric6 of 9/. 
ctear gain. I wifh to know by what fcale of equity, the 
merits of thefe two fete of the public creditors hafe 
keen weighe^« Is it in the fame Scottijb haltame^ by 
which enjacuation only was to be the lot of one ally, 
and refiitutioH of all the reft ? How exaftly parallel to 
our foreign honour \% our d^meftic ju/tiie ! 

An epen fubfcrfption has ever been deemed the fakeft 
and moftarfMfl«r/t-i?/metbodof borrowing money for the 
public. In times of war, and public diftrefs, govern- 
ment for greafer Security has been obliged to have r«- 
courfe to the other, more confined mode, t-hough fub- 
jedt to partiality, job, and influence. In thefe days 
of peace and affluence, is there a man who doubts that 
an 9pen fuhftriptton would have been filled as foon as 
made public even with an overflowing of millions ? but 
in this cafe the hungry harpies of the minifter had not 
ieahed on the vitals of their country. 
* »Iii former fubfcriptions, even during a war, and a 
ctrtainty of its conti6uance, an Englijh firft Commiflio- 
ner of the Treafury has always thought about one per 
cent, a fufHcient profit, when fo large a fum as twelve 
milHons has- been raifed on the public. His friends al- 
ways refted (atisfied with that expedtaiipn. Under the 
Seotfman A*(et of hungry, avaritious, capacious depen- 
dants have, with the certainty of a peace, and the fum 
of three millions and a half c«^; to be raifed, made 
above eleven pet- cent of the publfc. I fpeak of thoft 
who have already fold other things, befides their ful>- 
fcriptions. ' i 

For the future, whenever I htzrof Scottfflfctronomjy 
I ihall conclude, that in private and hou(e-hoid con- 
cerns, it mtTiUzfirdidnefSy in public* matters profmfion^ 
€orruptioHf and extravagance. 

In this nmn ner is the nation inflated by the falfeft 
pretences to acnctrny^^nd her wealth fquandered among 
the tools of an infolent, ail-grafping rainiftcr.

1AM hot fiirprized at the general alarm, whrch has 
fpread not only through the capital, but like^ife 
through ^he whole kingdom, from a well grounded 
terror of the fatal confcquenees lb juftiy to be appre- 
liended froiti the new tax on cyder. T^is oiii(tm and 
partial tax is likewtfe to be enforced in the moft "odivui^ 
and j^i>r/w/ manner poflible, by an extentton of th^ 
laws of ixcife. The very word is hatdPul to an EngUfi) 
carr, and the new doctrines introduced by that moft 
grievous fyftem of laws have, in a great meafare, re'- 
peahed the moft favourite law of our conftxttition, 
which has ever been coniidered as the birth-right o^ 
zxi'EngliJbman^ and the facred palladium of liberty ; I 
mean the tryal by Jury, la every cafe of property, 
where the excife is hiterefted, the decifion is not by k 
Jury, wlicre the party has a right to obje^ to any ont 
or more of tiuehe parrial or prejudiced men, but in 
one or tnuojufticesy or comviiJftonerSt who may have pri- 
vate, felfim views, and from whom generally there is 
no appeal. By the mode of the tax on cyder^ not only 
profeffed dealers in that commodity, but many new or- 
ders of men betome fubje€t to the fews of excife, and 
an infolent excijemariy under the influence, perhaps by 
the order of an infolent minifter, may force his way in- 
to the houfe of any private gentleman, or farmer, ot 
freeholder, who has been gurfty of voting contrary tt> 
a minifterial mandate, and of obliging a friend with part 
of the growth q{ his own orchard. Even for what ri 
ufed in his own family, a poll-tax of five Ihillings per 
head is to be paid, by all perfons of the family under ' 
nine years of age. 1 am gkd the limitation is confined, 
by this merciful %ndi forbearing miniftry, to that tended 
«ge, becaufe I think majler (I beg his pardon captain) 
fJlioi, at ten years of age, with fuch a commifllpn in his 
pocket, ought to pay himfelf, or, at lead, be paid for 
by his Papa^ (I beg pardon again, I mean his father} 

^ I Mr* 
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Mr. GMert Eiiut, oat of the half-pay^ which KB re- 
ceiyet, in thefe days of oecnomj, for the eminent fer- 
Tices (>erfornied to the pabiic by the UuU majltr. I 
am &liificd eyen that prood 6'c9iy who has here learnt 
to talk fuch very courtfy Imnguage^ * would not utter one 
word ajrainft the a^im/ payment of a fair (hare of fuch 
a tax, impoted by the suivke and influence of bis comtir 
tryman, chiefly on a few rich Englijb counties. I am 
fare he ought to reft fatisfied with his good fortune^ 
for he hat the treafury (f tbi chamber in England^ 
which is a prefent income of near 3,000/. p§r ^nnum^ 
and reveriion tf a moft ufelefs office, keeptr §f tbf fignet 
im Scotland^ a place /or ///#, of 1,700/. per ahtmm, fox 
himfelf, and his deputy (i fuppofe the faid infami cap-' 
tain) receives— $00/. per annum more, I do not mean 
ScQtiiJbf but Engli/b pounds. 

The partiality of the tax on cyder has been no lefs 
blamed than the odious mode of collecting it ^ but the 
moft cogent objedion with the difinterefted part of 
mankind goes ftiH deeper % for the enormous profit 
made by the fubfcribers to the new loan proves, that 
the tax was fo far unMeceJfary, The proprietors, whp 
have been gratified with it, exult at fo immenfe audio 
fecurea plunder of the nation, while the candid and 
unbiafled part of mankind ftaod aftoni/hed at the eflfron- 
tery of the minifter through this whole .tranfadion. 
The bargain is the moft fcandaions ever made for the 
public. It has been attempted to be e^cufed fiom the 
uncertaintv of the negotiations with France and the dif- 
ficulties which arofe between the two courts even after 
the Preliminaries were figned. Mr. Fox himfelf fully 
anfwered tbisj for in a great affembly^ he affirmedt 
that the bargain was made on the eighteenth of Febra- 
ary^ aqd t^at it was known here berore that time, that 
the Definiti<ve Treaty was actually figned on the tenth. 
In a 'very fmall tiffembly he aiTerted, that a bargain dill 
more infamoufly injurious to the public had been con- 
cluded by the minifter on that very day, the eigh- 

teentht 

• Thit Uudes t« a favourite expreffion of Mr. GiUtrt £//ffi*i 
In a great affembly, 
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teenth, tnd as infamotifly on his |>art receded from, 
on the twentieth, and finallj fetded on the prefent (can-» 
daious terms, on the twenty-fecond. What muft the 
terms of the eighteenth ha?e been, that even fuch a 
minifter was not only afliamed, bat afraid to keep ? 1 am 
Aire, I may .fafely aflert this Htde anecdote, as com- 
ing from Mr» Fox himfelf, and this without the leaft 
fu fpicion of nrw invinud nevj fiund^LAV d Fo ao i ry. 
The Bajbatjo has the obligation to his nal frimd and 
(in Scotttjb phraie)hi8 ^r, Mr. Fox^ of tlie publkk 
detection of this infamous fcene. This bargain was not 
laid before parliament till the feyenth of March. It 
would have been very extraordinary in any other board 
oitnafrrj to have concluded the bargain fo long before, 
becaufe it neither can nor ought to be coniider«l in any 
other light, than as a bargain made at the yerj time of 
the application to |>arliament. Infinite impontion and| 
abufe might otherwife follow. The fettled method has 
been to develope the whole bufinefs, and to compare 
the propofal of the day with the general price of flocks 
at that time. All former chancellors of the Exchequer 
(who have not boon ash ambd /« kn9w fomethmg oftbnr 
tufinofs*) have invariably purfued this rule. 'Hie navy^ 
vi^ualling, and tranfport fervices, on the feventh of 
February (three days before the Defimtivr Treaty was 
figned) were chargnl 6n the (inkine fund, at four pit 
ant. and they appearto have been fold at half ^rr cont. 
difcouht. 1 he new loan at four per am, excbi^vt of 
the lottery ticket is two per cent, more advantageous 
than the allowance to the former creditors of the pub^ 
lie : for a profit of two per eent.is given to every fiib^ 
fcriber on account of prompt payment, who chufes tb 
make it. This gives a profit of one and a half, on e^ 
very looA of the four /ir cent, redeemable, and in ef- 
fe^ it a^iialiy fells at little lefs than 103/. without any 
material change of circumftance. 

I think it is now made clear to a demonflration, that 
the prime minifter ought not to have given above a 
bare foui percent, redeemable for the s^soo^oooL lent 

to

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to the ptthHc. The profit infallibly to be made on tie 
lottery tickets cpold not m eftlmfttion fall much ihott

ptice of them fo hi|h, that their prdent rile canndt 
linprlfe any roan, whofe atfeotioii has be^ turfled io 
matlert of this nature, founded on comparative ex^ 
perience. It cannot therefore be deeihed aif acei#eiHy 
or problematical rile, but wasc^rtaiti andrnevitiabk. 

The niifnanagement of the finances of t^is kingdom 
tmcft give the <kepeft concern to every thinking raM, 
who really loves his country. S«ch a man cannot -bit 
^ft the qaeftioD, whether the hite in famous job was 1^ 
-coafeqaatce of incapacity ot vi^kny, or a onxture of 
,botii ? Let it be either, it has ended in a manifer equalfy 
£ital to the puttie, thus deff avded of fo large a fmA. 
Tke fitting fiitki, which has had the epithet of fatted 
peculiarly applied to it, is fo* wantonly clogged, and 
groane under io many anticipations, that, it is confeP* 
&d, it will rtot prodiKre any rtlin^ to the public for «- 
bovc feten years. This pfofpe^ into futurity is ftiJl 
•more clouded by the declarations made very publicly, 
by thofe who have the power to carry theih into exe- 
cution, that another tax, probably on the fame odious 
line of fxcifif, is rn the next yean at lead to be kid upon 
•the pubKc m addition to a land-tax ftill to be concfnued 
at four (hiJIings-in the pound. T^is declaration exact- 
ly tallies with every other aft of that lo^ cunning which 
charaderifes the minifter ; for it holds out to his crea- 
tures the WeiTed fee ond fight of more pl*»nder of the 
nation, if the ho«nds continue to follow their former 
feeder. Thus is the minifter as well as thefe robbers 
of the public driven to the commiffion of a fecond 
crime, to fecTu-e impunity of the firft. 

Thb 
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This firft cflaj of the Sc»t in the buiinefs of our 
treafury is, indeed, by the hand of a mafter 5 but oi 
what kind ? furely of a moft corrupt and profufe maf*- 
iery who muft be totaHy ignoiant of our finances, or 
at \t9i{i *very lately have acquired any praQical know- 
ledge of money matters^ unlefs' in the receipt of ft fmaU 
annual pen/ion^ obtained with difficulty from the duke 
of He^wcaftle for his faithful fervices, and fteady vote 
in a former Parliament. In either cafe, Hfe ought not, 
at fo critical a moment, boldJy to have affumed the fole 
adminiflration of fo important a department, where bis 
own IfKrapacity, and his chancellor's ignorance, arc 
the hourl)^ ridicule even of the youngeft, moft de- 
pendant clerk in the treafury. The tax on cyder has 
for many days covered them hoth mth public contempt 
«od d^^r^on. If it receives the (kndtion of the legifla- 
^re, according to the mode of ejfcife propoied, or ra- 
ther iinpoied ^ the K^nion, I will venture to aifert» 
that he will foou be difer^cSy as unpopular atid as 
much detefted in e^ry county in England^ as Mr. 
Btmher Gafcoyne h very undeftr<v^ in Lancajbir^ 
Hi& gentle and gentlemanlike manners, his candour, ur^ 
banity and fweetnefsof temper, his polttenefs and higli 
breeding, foar even beyond bis patron's, «nd ou^t 
to conciliate mankind to .the minifter^ weil as to hwih. 
Ibtf* I hope too they will ^or ever obliterate the odi- 
ous name of Butcher Ga/toyne, by which all his con- 
temporaries at O^firdy in fo uncourtly a way, ftill per^ 
iiti to mark him. 

. The whole pr ogrefs of the tax on cyder has litwn to 
mankind that nothing could have equalled the impu* 
dent pretence the minifter has made to fuperior ability 
and eeconomyy but his ignorance, fraud, and profufion» 
to a degree fcarcely to be credited^ but on the noto- 
rious evidence of fa3s, I chufe to argue- from fii^s^ 
becanfe my Lord-Mayor is fo fond of travelling the 
high priori road. That acute reafbner and found icho- 
lar has more than once affured us, that he always will 
argue a prioriy from fads ^ a priori^ ^ f^' Why ^0 gen-^ 
tkmen laugh ?

TH £ reftlefs and turbulent difpoficioa of the 
Scttijb nation before the union» with their con- 
ftahl attachment to France and declared enmity to 
Engiamdf their repeated perfidies and rebellions fince 
that period* with their iervile behatiour in times of 
needy and overbearing tnfolence ih power» have juftlj 
rendered the verj name Set hateful to every true 
Engii/bman. The mean arts by which tbe prefent 
minifter acquired his power» and his condud fince the 
aCQuifition of it, the long and dark fcenes of difEmu* 
lation which he run through for the fake of greatoefs, 
with the open and infolent outrages he hath commit 
ted» fince his acceflion to it, againfl mtn much better 
than himfelf, the little capacity which he hath fliewa 
for bafinefs; the inglorious peace whjch he hath 
infamoufly patched up, and whereby he hath fa- 
cfificed the glory add iolereil of this country to his 
own private ambition ; his contempt of the Englijb 
nobles, efpecially of thofe who are the known and 
tried friends of the conditutioo, and his flrift union 
with thofe who are the avowed enemies of it; hh 
mean and implacable refentments in turning out and 
reducing to poverty whole families, the honefty of 
whole patrons was their only crime 1 his grofs par- 

tiajity 
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tiality to bis own hggmrij coniitrjmeD ; his Ttruleoce 
a^infL all who will not flavifhly comply with hb de- 
ftrudtive meafurcs 1 h1i afTociatibg with a man juftly 
odious to every party, from whofe influence this 
country hath every thing to fear, and 'iobo having heen 
falfiitoalL ought io hi trulledhy none; thefe things lai4 
together have rendered the minifter juftly fufpeded 
by the people and have, if po/^hU^ made the name of 
Stuart more odious and contemptible than it was be* 
fore. The very great and exceflive complaifance of 
die aflbciates in power, if he will fuffer them to be 
called affociates, whom he. never fuifers to a6t as fuch, 
io embracing , his pernicious dodrines, and falling in 
implicity with his fatal meafures, their joining to give 
up in peace, what we had gained in war, their taking 
fuch fteps as not only partially aSe6l the property 
but ilrike deeply at the liberty of the fubjed, have 
weaned the affedions of the people from thofe few 
members in the adoiiniftration in whom they had re- 
pofed.fome little confidence, andencreafed their fuf- 
picions with regard to thofe whofe former behaviour 
had not entitled them to any confidence at all. Under 
diefe circumftances, we cannot be furpiifed that the 
fpirit of difcord Iho^ld go forth in the land, and the 
voice of oppofition be ftrong in the ftreets | but what 
we cannot help admiring is the modefty and veracity 
of thofe tools of power who would perfuade us that 
the body of the people are perfectly fatisfied, and that 
all reports of publick difcontent are made and fpread 
abroad by the venal emifl*aries of a di&ppointed fadion. 
They do not fcruple to aifure us, that the earl of Buti 
is the darling of the nation, and as much approved in 
the quality of a minifter, as his Royal mafter is beloved 
and reverenced as a king. They would reprefent to 
us thofe refpedable perfonages, who oppofe the mini* 
fter, as influenced by envy, intereft, and other felfifh 
motives, and not at all ^dtuated by a love of their king 
and country ; nay, they have ventured to proceed one 
ftep ftuther, and openly condemn all oppofition, on 
whatever principles it is taken up, as crimrnal in it* 
felf. A dodrine which we could fcarce have expeded 
to hear m England^ (I hope it is not tieafon to make 

ufe 
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uTe of that woid) tt tbit ciaie of duf^ or whkh we 
never could iiave imagined fliould have paCed widi- 
out rebuke. Not long fince a * dmne of the chinch 
of Enj^lamd^ remarkAblle onlj for reading testes wfaich 
jiO one went to beat, pobliclf mahitalhed from tlie 
, pulpit, tbat to refift ^be tninrfter was to reiift tbe 
king ; to refift tbe king was to refift God, and tbat tbe 
confequence of fuch reliftance muft be damnation. 
Let me not, bowever, be tbovght to infiiitiate that this 
reverend adventurer in politics a£ted at all by tbe 
command of (be one great man, however agreeable the 
dodrine might found in bit ears. He certainty would 
never have employed this young Smcbevert!^ when fo 
mafty dignitaries were at bis devotion, and all thofe 
grateful churchmen, who Aed from tbe (hipwreck, «s 
fAey deemed it, of old liwocafik^ muft have ftood rea- 
lly at tbtir tdol% command, to preach up tte traditioni 
^f men ^r the Uws of God. But amongft all tbe ati- 
vocaees of de^tiftu, the notorious F^iulWhiifhiudxi 
the mod temaikableu Littk could we have ^xpe^ted 
CO havefeen his name in tbfe black lift: What? He, 
who was ever a licentious afferrer of privileges, whofe 
tORgUe was loodenr hi every mob to refotind their 
rights, and viridifcate the liberty of the prefe ; who 
treated nobles with impunity, and trampled on tfae 
(acred honour of crowns, whofe unbounded boldnefs 
brought him into fuch ettremities, that be may relate, 
which he hath often related, his bear- breath fcafts^ 
(hall he become x deader of the bafe, infannrouS' doc- 
trine of paiiive obedience, and nonrefiftance ? (hall be 
brand with the name of fa^ion tboie men whom ere- 
Tj honeft Englifhoian confiders as 'his deareft friends? 
Can he, who was enlrfted under the banners of a 
fiaunch Republican^ thus weakly change his oprnton, 
and thus impudently declare it, merely becaufethe 
dull patron is ridiculoudy renegadoed into a cvurt 
Jac9bite? U this to be accounted for ?

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' In fpitc, however, of all that can be faid by private 
men, and tfaieatened by thofe in a public ftation, I 
can anfwcr for myfelf, and hope I may for others, that 
. the liberty of. communicating our lentiments to the 
public freely and honeftly, (hall not be tamely given 
Qp, nor, I troft, forced out of their hands. I am not 
yet fo perfed in the court creed, as to believe they 
hwt any right to db it j and if they know their own 
interei^, I am certain, they vvill not attempt it. The 
ridiculous figure which they made- in the apprehenfibn 
of thole perfons concerned in the Mon i tor hath 0- 
pened their eyesy and tainted their ralhnefs with feme 
•wholefome degree of fear. Inclination there is, no 
.doubt, to filence the North Briton, but a confcir 
ovfnefs of guilt prevents it's being carried into execu- 
tion ; and m>wever they may deal out large promiibs, 
mud thunder forth empty threats, that impudent libel- 
. kF, as they are pleafed to call, but cannot, or dare not 
prove htm, ihall dill purfue the part fn which he. hath 
hitlier^Q trod } and whilft he finds the oppolition, which 
is now gathering over the rtiinifter's head, compofed 
of , thofe men who are zealous for our conftitution» 
and lovers of their country, no means whatfoever fhall 
be effectual to wrap him from fo great, fo good, fo re- 
ceflary a caufe. Whatfoever opinion (laves may en- 
tertain, they ihall as foon perfuade a free born Englijh^ 
man to call the fpirited oppolition of the prefenc earl 
of Bathy when Mr. Pulteney^ the glorious efforts of 
thofe true patriots who expelled the curfed race of 
Stuart, and the vigorous druggies of thofe barons to 
whom we owe Magna Chartay by a difgraceful name, 
as theanimated advances which are now making againd

Public confiderationB have fome 
fliare in their hearts, but no farther than as they fall m 
with their private views. — Self is their grand objed, 
and their country, comes in» only by the bye, and in a 
fubordtnate degree. They wi& England weU» bat 
that is all — they will not advance one ftep, noir run 
the ieaft rifque to promote her welfare. Her fitnation 

may call for vigorous meafures but they beg to be 

excufed-^— they chufe to wait nor can come to 

any refolution, till the event ihall give them an oppor- 
tunity of joining the flrongeft party. Whatever coa- 
fequence fuch ffuftuatins fpirics may maintain in trou- 
bled times^ fure I am, that in a quiet and fettled ftacc, 
they ought to be treated with the utmoft contempt 
When a country is. divided, neutralitv it little better 
than treafon ; an honed man may througb miftake, 
take the worft fide ; but he cannot be an honeft man 
who refufes to take any. The timorous difpofition of 
thefe lukewarm patriots is at prefent inexcuiable, as 
the oppdfition to Scottijb influence is founded on thofe 
principles which ought to make every Engltfliman a 
party in it, and conduced by thofe men, whom long 
and repeated fervices have taught us to honour. 
Whatever face the credit of the minifter might wear 
fometime fince, and however his Oaves might boaft 
the ftrength of their chains, obfetvacion may convince 
us, that his power is now in vain, and that a ftoun 
is gathering over him which muft involve him in dtf- 
grace. However the name of England may be loft, 
the fpirit (HII remains; nor would the North Bri- 
ton for a moment believe, even at that time when 
there was more ground to believe it than he could have 
wifhed, that an upftart Scot fliould lord it uncontrouled 
over fuch a nation as this, or that the IVbigs^ thofe old 
and true friends of king and people, fhould tamely fit 
dbwn, and fuifer the hellifli defigns of Tories to be car- 
ried into execution without refinance 

The minider himfelf feems confcious of his decline, 
his fears appear in fpite of his pride, he is meanly en- 
deavouring to break the force of the oppofition by dif< 
uniting the members of it^ and employs his palo/ 

emiuariei 
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ctniflaries for that purpofe. But ihould he unhappilj 
fireceed in that attempt, it cannot eftablilh his power, 
though it may prolong it; the EngUJb are a people 
who will not fuffer their rights to be trampled on for 
anj length of time, and whofe juft rcfentments have 
crer b^n fuccefsful againft favourites and aliens. 
They will no more fuffer the perfon who hath injured 
and oppreffed them to (kulk out of power without 
callinghim to account, than they will tamely bear his 
of^premoAs whilft in authority. A minifter h the fer- 
vant to the public, and accountable to them. Our 
cottftitution is (o happily tempered that it is not in the 
power of a fovereign to fecure a bad minifter, and of 
this it may be certain that it can never be the inclina- 
tion of the beft of fovereigns to protedt the worft of 
niinifters. The Earl of ^/ni^r^ is an example on re* 
cotd, which our great man would do well to coniider, 
and tremble. How foon this defired change may be 
brought to bear, we cannot pretend, though bleft with 
the gift of fecond light, to afcertainj this, however, 
we may venture to declare, that it cannot be far dif- 
tant. The jarring principles of thofe who compofe the 
•dminiftration, and the impofiibility of their bending 
with each other» ib as to give and receive ftrength at 
the fame time, made it probable from the firft, that 
their union could not be of long continuance, and the 
noble fpirit which hath been of late exerted againU 
the minifter by thofe honeft men, who love both king 
and country, gives us a plealing profpe^^ of being 
fpeedily rcftored to harmony amongft ourfelves. No- 
thing is neceffarv but refolution and perfeverance, and 
tfaefe I am convinced cannot be wanting, when I con- 
fider the perfons, ^om whom we ezp^ our delive- 
rance. 

As it may be c«invenient to many perfons on various 
accounts to give as near a guefs as poiCble, when this 
minifterial revolution will take place, I (hail give them 
a hint which may perhaps affift tbeir conjectures, and 
propofe Mr. P9X as a mark of obfervation to all who 
trade in politics. His fteadinefs to his own intereft, 
with his remarkable talents of penetration, have hi- 
herto enabled^ and I doubt not will ftill induce him 

to 
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to quit his poft when he ^n keep.it na longer, asd t<i> 
leave his friendi in the lurch. When we (ee hioiv 
therefore, flying frem the ftorm *, pleading age and 
ficknefs, accepting of a peerage*, or retiring to the go- 
vernment of the alley, we maj fafely conclude that a. 
change is at hand, and that concord fhaU once more 
take place among us.
